However, 
their Life being very uneaſy there, many afterwards 
were upon the Point of Mutinying, and Magellan 
ſending his Skiff to the Ship St. Auony to take in four 
Men to fetch Water; before it came to the Ship, a 
Man aboard it bid thoſe in the Skiff not to come near, 
becauſe Captain Gaſpar de Queſada was there, who had 
confin'd Alvaro _ la Mezquita, e ale, 
by him appointed Captain, upon ing of Fohn de 
Ger mh ty the Pilot John 3 5 
that he had murder d the Maſter, Magellan having 
this Account, order'd the Skiff to return to the ſame 
Ship and the reſt, and ask, who they were for ? Aboard 
the Ship St. Aztony Captain Gaſpar de Queſada an- 
ſwer'd, That they were for the King and him ; aboard 
the Victory, Lewis de Mendoga anſwer d the ſame, 
and —_ Cartagena ſaid the like in the Conception, 
for he had been * at Liberty. Captain John Rodri- 
guex Serrano, aboard the Santiago, ſaid the Ship was 
tor the King, and for Magellan, for he knew nothing 
of what had hapned that Night aboard the other Ships/ 
Hereupon Magellan conſidering the Mutiny was ſo far 
advanc'd, that there was more occaſion for Raſhnels 
than Lenity, order'd all his Men to arm, to provide 
Darts, Spears, Stones, and all other Stores on the 
Decks, and round Tops, and the Guns to be ready. 
He then put thirty choſen Men he could confide in 
into the Long-Boar, and five into the Skiff, which 
laſt he order'd to go aboard the Victory, and deliver a 
Letter to Captain Lewis de Mendaga, and whilſt he 
was reading it boldly to Stab him, and then the thirty 
that were in the Long - Boat to come in to their Aſſiſt, 
ance. Magellan did this becauſe he knew there were 
many aboard that Ship of his ſide, and what he ap- 
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inted was punctually put in Execution, by which 
Means the Ship return d to his Obedience without any 
War he was inform'd that Lewis Mendoga was 
kilbd, he order d the Men to eat and drink heartily, 
and to be upon the watch, leſt the other Ships ſhould 
make their Way out, it being then about Midnight. 
Soon after they ſaw the Ship St. Antony going down 
the River towards the Admiral and the Yifory, where- 
upon they both made ready, imagining they were co- 
ming to Fight; but it was the Current that caus'd her, 
the Anchors not being able to hold her. Magellan di- 
ligently obſerv'd what that Ship would do, no Man 
appearing beſides Captain 8 0 Queſada, who was 
upon the Quarter Deck, with. a Spear and a Target, 
calling his Men, but they did not ſtir ; then the Ad- 
miral's great Guns play'd upon the Sides of the Sr.

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Antony, and a Ball flew into the great Cabbin, where 


Fohn Rodriguex, Mafra was confin d, and paſs d be- 
tween his Legs, without hurting him. By this time 
Magellan had boarded the Victory, and entring his 
Men they ſecur d Gaſpar de Queſada, and the other 
guilty Perſons, whom they ſent aboard the Admiral; 
and ſetting Captain Alvaro de Meſquita and Jom Ro- 
ariguez, Mafra at Liberty, he commanded a Boat with 
forty Men, to know who the Conception was for, and 
they anſwer d, They were for Magellan. They ask- 
ing again, whether they might ſafeſy go aboard, were 
anſwer d, They might, which — Mfp they did, 
2 ow de Cartagena, and carry'd him aboard the 
Admiral. 1 ; 27 F 

Tux next Day Magellan order d Lewis de Mie 
who had been kill d aboard the Ship Victory to be quar- 
ter d. He ſpent ſome Days in examining into that 
Muriny, and found above forty Men deſery'd Death, 
whom he pardon'd, becauſe he had occaſion for them, 
and did not think it convenient to gain ill Will 1 
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much Severity. However he condemn'd Gaſpar de 


Queſada to be quarter d, # Servant of his to be hang d, 
and John de Cartagena to be left in that Country. 


— 


There being no Executioner, the Servant, to fave his 
own Life, conſented to execute his Maſter, and ac- 
cordingly Strangled, and then Quarter d him. This 
did not put an End to the Diſturbance, for a French 
Clergyman, that was aboard the Ship St. Autam, en- 
deavour d to raiſe a Mutiny among the Men, and none 
conſenting to him, he was diſcover'd, ſecur d, and ad- 
judg d to be left in that Country with Jahn de Carte- 
ena. The Winter beginning then to decline, Magel - 
ay commanded Captain Serrano, to fail along the Coaſt, 
to ſee if there was any Streight, and if he found none 
return. At twenty Leagues diſtance he found a fine 
River, that was a League over, and that Day being 
the Feaſt of the /rvention of the Holy Croſs, which 1s 
on the 3d of May, he gave it the Name of Santa Crax, 
or the Holy Croſs, and ſtay d in it fix Days, Fiſhing, 
and killing Sea Calves, among which was one that 
weigh d five hundred Weight wanting a Quarter, with- 
out the Skin, Head, and Oil. Serrano would have 
gone farther, but three Leagues from thence ſuch a 
Guſt of Wind ſtarted up, that it rent all his Sails, and 
the Ship plunging, the Helm ſtarted out, before it was 
a-ground, but ir pleas d God that before another Sea 
came the Head ſtruck a- ground upon a Flat, fo that all 
the Men got ſafe aſhore, without loſing one, though 
the Ship was ſtav d, and all that was in her periſh d. 
They ſed eh Days upon Shell Fiſhes they found 
among the Rocks, and intending to return to the 
other Ships, knew not how to get over that great Ri- 
ver; but finding ſome Planks on the Shore they cars 
ry'd them on their Backs, and being very weak ſpent. 
tour Days in coming to it, though they were but ſix. 
uns from it, cating Herbs all the way, There 
Yor. III. TY SE were 
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were thirty-ſeven of them, and yet all the Planks they 
carry'd could only make a little Boat to hold two 
e becauſe being ſo weak, they dropp'd them by 
e way e | ; 
- Two Men having paſs d the River, travelling along 
the Country two Days, without finding any good 
Herbs to eat, and enduring much Cold, by reaſon of 
the Snow ; they then rurnid down to the Sea, to 
/ ſeek ſomething to eat, and meeting with ſome Shell- 
fiſh went again up the Land, becauſe the way to the 
Ships was better there than along the Shore. At the 
end of eleven Days, they arriv'd. in ſuch miſerable _ 
Plight, that they could ſcarce be known: Magellan 
was much troubled for the Loſs of the Ship, but well 
pleas'd that the Men were fav'd, though he wanted the 
Proviſions that were caſt away. He ſent ny 
Men loaded with Bread, Wine, and other Proviſi- | 
ons by Land, to relieve thoſe in Diſtreſs, becauſe jthe 
Sea ran ſo high that there was no venturing on it. 
They had ſuffer'd very great Want, and were forc'd 
To thaw the Ice to drink. When the Bread came, 
they ſpent two Days in paſſing over the River in the 
little Boat, Magellan diſtributed them aboard the Ships, 
and made John Serrano Captain of the Conceptiun. As 
ſoon as thoſe Men were recover d, Magellan gave Or- 
ders to refit the Ships, and for their greater Security 
aſhore, though they had ſeen no Indian as yet, built a 
Stone Houſe, where the Forge was fix'd. Here the 
Mien ſuffer d fo much by the Snow, that three of 
them loſt the uſe of their lands, for that River is in 
forty-nine Degrees Latitude, and ſomewhat better, 
and the Days were very ſhort. The Admiral ſent 
four Men well arm'd up the Country, directing them 
to erect a Croſs at thirty Leagues diſtance, and if they 
met with any Inhabitants, and the Soil was good, to 
ſhy there; who finding no People, nor Water, but 
a mere Deſert, retyrn'd, When ehe Ships had been 
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in that Bay two Months, ſix Indians appear d, and 
made Signs that they would go aboard. The Skiff 
went for them, and when aboard the Admiral, he or- 
der'd them a Kettle of Pottage made of broken Bisket 
to eat, which would have ſatisfy d twenty Spuniards, 
but thoſe ſix eat it all, being ſo large, that the leaſt 
of them was much bigger and taller than the propereſt 
Man in Spain. They were cloath d in Mantles made 
of Skins, their Arms large Bows, and the Points of 
their Arrows of ſharp Flints. When they had eaten, 
and ſeen the Ships, they ſaid they would be gone, 
and were ſet aſhore. The next Day two Indian 
came and brought a Doe, their Mantles being made 
of ſuch Skins. Magellan gave them two red Jackets, 
and they went away well pleas d. The next Day one 
came with a Doe, and ſaid, he would be a Chriſtian. 
They gave him the Name of Fohn Giam, and he ſee- 
ing ſome Mice thrown into the Sea, ask d for them, 
becauſe he would eat them, and for the Space of ſix 
oy he carry'd aſhore all the Mice that were kill'd, 
and then return'd no mormme e 
DuRi1NG. the Space of above twenty Days, no 
Indiam were ſeen, and at length four of thoſe that had 
been there before return d. Magellan order'd two of 
them to be kept aboard, to carry them into Spain, 
and the other two were ſet aſhore.. Some Fires being 
ſeen at Midnight, ſeven Men were ſent at break af 
Day to ſearch that place; who finding no People, ſol- 
low'd by the Track on the Snow, till Sun-ſet, when 
deing about to return, they ſaw nine Indian Archers 
naked, with each three Parcels of Arrows hanging at a 
Leather Girdle, one before, and the other two on their 
Sides, and another Thong about their Heads with three 
other Parcels of Arrows. that being their Cuſtom in 
War. They attack ' d the Spaniards, who had but one 
Musket, and were ſo dextrous at ſhooting their Ar- 
rows; that they A

been for their Targets, they had all periſh'd ; hows 
ever they closd, and with their Swords put them to 
Flights with many Women that lay conceal'd in a 
Valley. Then returning to the Station of the Iadiaus, 
they found much Fleſh half raw, with which they 
Joaded themſelves, and retiring into the Wood, ſupp'd 
at a Fire they made. Magellan was very ſorry for the 
Death of the Spariard, ſent twenty Men to uy : 
him, and either rake or kill the Indium; but thoug 
they fravell'd about eight Days, they found none, and 
having bury'd the dead Man, return d. The five 
Winter Months, that is April, Ma, une, Fuh, and 
made ready to ſail, and upon a good Obſervation found 
the Latitude to be forty- nine ces eighteen Mi- 
nutes. When all Things were ready, John de Carta- 
gens and the French Clergyman were ſer aſhore with a 
good Stock of Bread and Wine, all the reſt much pi- 
tying them, and then the Ships fail'd out of the Bay 
of Sr. Jalian on the 24th of Auguſt, this Year 1520, 
and proceeded to the River of Sama Crux, or the Ho- 
1y Croſs, which had been diſcoyer'd by John Serrano, 
and there they continu'd all Seprember and October, ta- 
king Abundance of Fiſh. Whilſt they were in that } 
River, on the 11th of October, they obſerv'd the E- 
clipſe of the Sun, which Eapned on that Meridian, at | 
cight Minutes paſt Ten of the Clock in the Morning. 
When the Sun was come into the Altitude of forty- 
three Degrees and a half, his Brightneſs faded, and 


turn d to a dusky Colour, inflam'd into a dark Red, 

without any intermediate Cloud, between the Eye and MW 

the Body of the Sun; yet not ſo as to have his Body | 

quite darkned, either in the whole, or in Parts, but 

only the Brightneſs of it look d, as it does in Spain in 
the Months of Faly and Augiſt, when Stubble is burn- 

ing near at Hand, and this continu'd till he arriv'd at 
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the Latitude of forty-four Degrees and a half, when 
the full Brightneſs return © 

Tas Ships departed out of that River it the end 
dl October, and coaſted along to the Southward, with 
much Difficulty, by reaſon of the bad Weather, pro- 
ceeding to Cape Virgins, ſo call d by Magellau, be- 
cauſe diſcover d on the Feaſt of St. Vyſula. Think- 
ing there was a great Depth, he ſent two Ships ſeveral- 
ly to view it, with Orders to return in five Days. 

They did ſo, and the one reported, that they had 


| found nothing but ſome. Bays of Shoal Water, with 


very high Banks. The others ſaid, that was a Streight, 
| becauſe they had fail'd three Days, without Ts 5 
any End, the farther they advanc'd, the more the Sea 
drove, and ſometimes. when they caſt the Lead they 
found no Bottom, beſides that the. Currents being 
ſtronger than the Ebb, that Arm of the Sea or Streight 
muſt of Neceſlity go farther. Magellan having heard 
the Account given by both Ships, and gone 7 
up the Streight, came to an Anchor, and ſent a Skiff 
with ten Men aſhore, to diſcover what there was. 
At about a Quarter of a Mile diſtance they found a 
Houſe, in which there were above twenty Graves of 
Indians, for it is their Cuſtom to come to the Sea Coaſt 
in the Summer, and there they bury thoſe that dye; 
and in the Winter they go up the Country. At 9 — 
return, they ſaw a prodigious large Whale dead, near 
the Shore, and Abundance of Bones of them, whence 
they concluded that was a very tempeſtuous Place. 
On the 28th of October, being three Leagues to the 
Weſtward of Cape St. Severin, upon an . Obſervation 
they found the Latitude fifry-rwo Degrees fifty-ſix 
Minutes South. Hereupon, it being then the begin- 
ning of November, the Length of the Nights only five 
Hours, and the Arm of the Sea or Streight lying Eaſt 
and Weſt, Magellan concluding it was Ei ben ht 
ate, was reſold to take a further View, and to that 
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Effect ſent the Ship St. Aro, which paſsd into the 
South. Sea, and return d to the great Joy of the Admi- 
ral and all his Men. „ 
THEN Magellan ſummon'd the Captains, Pilots, 
and other prime Men to Council, and order'd them to 
compute what Store of Proviſions they had, conclu- 
ding there was a cettain Paſſage to the Molucco Iſlands. 
There being ſtill ſufficient Proviſioffs for three Months, 
and he ſo full of Courage, the Generality concluded, 
that it was fit to proceed, and finiſh what they were 
about, not thinking it proper to return into Spain in a 
pitiful Condition, when they had been out ſeven 
Months. Stephen Gomez, Pilot of the Ship St. Antony 
anſwer d, That ſince they had found the Streight to 


paſs through to the Aolucco Iſlands, they ſhoũd re- 
turn to Spain to bring other Ships, becauſe they were 


to croſs a large Ocean, and if they ſhould meet with 
any Calms, or Storms, they muſt all periſh. Magellan 

very ſedately told him, that he would go on, though 
he was fure to eat the Hides that were about the Yard 
Ams, and diſcover what he had promis d the Empe- 

Tour, for he hop'd that God would aſſiſt, and give 
him good Succeſs. He then order'd Proclamation to 
be made aboard the Ships, that no Man ſhould preſume 
on. Pain of Death to talk of the Voyage, or of the 
Proviſions, becauſe he was reſolv'd to fail the next |} 
Morning, and therefore order'd the Ships to be ready, | 
wherein he ſhow'd much Diſcretion, and Reſolution, ' 
for as much as the Men began to waver upon the Opi- 
nion of Stephen Gomez, who was look d upon as a 
very able Sailor. It was here obſerv'd that the Coun- 


try was very ſharp and cold, and becauſe they faw Y 


many Fires in the Night, he call'd it Tierra del Fuego, 
that is the Land of Fire. ne 

„The next h the Ships ſaibd, and advanc'd 
fifty Leagues along the Streight, the Lands on ria 
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Sides appearing very beautiful. In ſome Places the 
Breadth of it was ſome what better than a Musket Shot, 
and in others it form'd very fine Bays, yer for the 
moſt part the Breadth ſeem d to be about a ſmall Can- 

non Shot. When paſs d thoſe fifty Leagues, they en- 
ter'd between ſome Mountains cover'd with Snow, ex: 
cept upon the Edges of the Streight, where there 
were great Woods of tall Trees of ſeveral Sorts. Per- 
ceiving that another Arm of the Sea turn d off among 
certain Mountains, he order 'd the Ship St. Autom td 
go that Way upon Diſcovery, and to return in 3 Days, 
When gone, the Admiral advanc'd one Day with the 
other Ships, and came to an Anchor to wait for the 
Ship St. Antony, and lying there ſix Days took Abun- 
dance of Pilchards, and Olave Fiſhes, ' wooded, and 
| water'd, and the Wood when burnt was ſo ſweet that 
it delighted all the Men. The fix Days being paſt, 
he ſent the Ship Victory in Queſt of the St. Atom, 
which not being found in three Days, he went him- 
{elf with the three Ships to ſeek it, tho Audrem of 
St. Martin advis'd him not to trouble himſelf, becauſe 
he believ'd that Ship was gone back to Span. Howe- 
ver he ſpent ſix Days in ſecking after it, and being con- 
cern'd for want of the Proviſieas, held on his Voyage, 
and it pleas'd God, that when he had been twenty Days 
in that narrow Gut, on the 27th of November, be 


IT came out into the ſpacious South Sea, bleſſing God, 


who had been pleas'd to permit him to find what he 
ſo much deſir'd, being the firſt that ever went that way, 
which will perpetuate his Memory for ever. They 
| gueſs d this Streight to be about one hundred Leagues 
in Length, and to lye in the Laritude aforeſaid. Co- 
ming out of it, they perceiv'd the Land bear away to 
the Northward, which they look'd upon as a good 
pig. tho" the Sea was very Black and Boiſterous, 
which denoted a vaſt Ocean, Magellan order d publick 
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Thankſgiving, and ſaifd away to the Northward, to 
get out of the Cold. 

The Ship St, Autan return d to (eek for Magellan, 
and not finding him, fir'd ſome Guns, and made 
Smcaks, and tho nobody anſwer'd, Capt. Alvaro de 
AMexquita, would have gone on in Queſt of the Ad- 
miral ; but the Pilot Stephen Gomez, a Portugueſe, and 

ome Guerra, whom 3 had appointed Trea- 

r. ſeiz?d, wounded, and kept him confin'd on Pre- 
rence that he had advisd Magellan to execute the 
Perſons beſqre ſpoken of. They made Guerra Captain 
of the Ship, and directed their Courſe for Guinea, 
to return to Spain. Magellan ſteering his Courſe to 
the Northward was in a great Storm, till the 18th of 
December, when they were in the Latitude of thirty- 
two Degrees twenty Minutes, then the Admiral gave 
Order to ſteer North-Weſt, and Weſt-North-Weſt, 
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till they ſhould come near to the Equinoctial. The 


24th of December, upon an Obſervation, they found 
twenty-ſix Degrees two Minutes of South Latitude, 
having held that Courſe above thirty Days, without 
ſeeing any Land, with much Hardſhip, for Proviſi- 
ons grew ſo ſhort, that they were ſed by Ounces, and 
drank ſtinking Water. Beſides boiling their Rice in 
Sea Water, which was the Death of twenty Men, and 
as many more fell ſick. At length they diſcoverd 
two {mall Iſlands, not inhabited, which they call'd 
las Deſventuradas, or the Wretched, becauſe they found 
in them neither Inhabitants, nor Comfort, nor any

E muſt now leave Magellan, to return to the 
"Iſthmus of America, where Panama began to 
grow up into a City, for ſeveral Reaſons before ſpoken 
df, and becauſe the Harbour is very ſpacious, where 
the Ships upon the Ebb are left dry. The Circum- 
ference of the City is ſmall by reaſon of a Morals that 
encloſes it on one Side, and the Damps that riſe from 
it render the Place very unhealthy. It ſtrerches out 
from Eaſt to Weſt, fo that when the Sun riſes there 
is no going along the Streets, becauſe there is no Shade, 
and the Heat is fo offenſive that it occaſions many Di- 
ſtempers. The? it has been ſeveral Times propos d to 
remove it to ſome better Place, it has not been done 
dn Account of the great Price the Houſes bear, and 


there now are generally Traders, who deſign to ſtay 
no longer than till they can feather their Neſts. A 
Kurer runs near the City, and the Diſtrict is large, 
in which there are many Farms, and great Store of 
= Black Cattle, the Soil being proper for them. Several 
| Sorts of Spaniſh Fruit have been planted, and there are 
others of the Country very good, as Pine Apples, 
Plantans, Guayabas, beſides others about the Fields. 
The Rivers afford Gold, and very much was found 
upon the firſt building of the City. It is plentifully 
| ſupply'd with Proviſions, being furniſh'd 2 both 
Seas. Neither Wheat, nor Batley grows within its 
Vor. III. m tri 
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Diſtrict, but there is much Aar, or Indian Corn, and 
Meal is carry'd from Spain and Peru. There is good 
Fiſh in the Rivers, and in the Sea, tho' different from 
what is uſual in Spain. Near the Houſes along the 
Coaſt there are vaſt quantities of Cockles, by the Na- 
tives call d Chucha, and it is thought that for the ſake 
of them the Spaniards at firſt built the City there, as 
being ſome Supply in Time of Want. In the Rivers 
of this Province there is an immenſe Number of Alli- 
gators, ſo large that they are hideous to look at; and 
one has been found in the River of St. George, that 
was twenty-five Foot long. The Fleſh of them, 
which the Spaniards were wont to eat, for want of bet- 
ter, when they were upon their Diſcoveries, is bad, 
and ill ſcented. The Creatures themſelves. are fierce, 
and frightful, and have devour'd many Spaniards and 
Indians, and Horſes: croſſing Rivers. There are few 
of the Natives in the Territory of this City, having 
been conſum'd by Diſeaſes. The Trade there is ex- 
traordinary great and rich, Ships coming in from Pe- 
ru, laden with Gold and Silver. The Commodities 
carry d from Spain aboard the Fleets, are convey d thi- 
ther on numerous Teams kept for that Purpoſe, a con- 
fiderable part being ſent up the River Chagre, to with- 
in five Leagues of Panama, which lies between eight 
and nine Degrees of Latitude. This Place being conſi- 
derable, the Kitig order'd many Religious Men to be 
2 over to convert the Iudians, and made it a Biſhop- 
Pierer Arias the Governour, and Eſpinoſa his chief . 
Alcalde were attentive to warlike Affairs, and ſubduing 
of the Ludiann. Among the great Men that opposd 
the Spaziards, and refus d to ſubmit to the King of Spain, | 
was one call'd Urraca, Lord of the Neighbouring 8

ſenſible of their Danger, they drove the Indians back

gether to get in. They return'd to Eſpinoſa, with ma- 
ny Priſoners, and he went by Land to attack the Peo- 
ole of the aforeſaid Province, ordering the Ships to 
make that Way, and the Natives being upon their 
Guard, came out to meet the Sud fighting with

incredible Valour ; but as ſoon as they ſpy d the Hor- 
ſes all of them diſper?d, whereupon Efpineſa return d 
to Pariqueta. That Country of Pariqueta, or Nate, 
being open, fruitful, plain and agreeable, and enclos c 
with the Mountains of Vrraca, or Veragua, always re- 
puted to abound in Gold, Eſpinoſa was much inclin d ta 
ſettle a Colony there, bringing all the Zqdianc rg it from 
the adjacent Parts. He ask'd leave ſo to do of em 
Arias, who granted it, but ſaid, he would be preſent 
when it was done, and in order to it, directed him to 
repair to Panama, leaving Con in that Place, with © 
Gy Men, and two Mares. When Eſpinoſa was gont, 
King Urraca being inform'd how few Men were heir 
there, aſſembled his Forces, and marching to attack 
them by Night, his advanc'd Parties found three Spa- 
viards in a Houſe at a Diſtance from-the reſt; one of 
whom they kilPd with a Spear, took another; and the 
third hid himſelf, till having recover d his Arms, he 
cry'd out, and made a Noiſe, as if there had been ſeverd 
Men, and then falling on the /zdians, killd fave of them, 

and ſetting the other. Spaniard at Liberty, in that Cone 

ſternation of the Indian, they both fled to their Com- 
mander Companon. He underſtanding what à Power - 
Urraca had with him, ſent Ferdinand de Soto, and after 
bim Peter Miguel, two nimble Men to acquaint Peter 
Arias with the Danger he was in, who immediately 
ſent Herman Ponce with forty Men in a Ship, and be 
arriv'd at the Time when C was for quitting 
the Country, becauſe Urraca had drawn together a 
the Inhabitants of thoſe Provinces, and kept the S.

Urracaſeeing the Ships, and conclu- 
ben Ber all the Men of Panama were aboard it, rais d 
his lockade.

Guard. Urraca waited his coming, with another Lord, 
whoſe Name was Exxquegua, at a ſtrong Paſs.

ho to avoid the Engagement, though he would wil- 
lingly have done it, faid, fo loud as to be heard by all 
his Men, That the Danger they were in was very 
great, and ſince their Safety depended upon their own 

Hlands, they ſhould call to mind the antient Valour, 
and martial Diſcipline of the Spaziſh Nation, which 
was then to be made uſe of, for unleſs they did ſo, 
they muſt certainly that Moment loſe their Honour, 
and all that they had gain'd ; and ſince in Martial Af- 
fairs, Bravery, and Skill in War always prevail'd above 
the Multitude and Courage of the Barbarians, they 

mould be cautions to obſerve Order in Fighting, with- 
put breaking their Ranks, for by that Means he hop'd 
to bring them off, and vanquiſh the Enemy, whom 
he was reſolyd immediately to attack, for it was cer- 
rain it would be for their Advantage, if he ſtay'd till 
they fell upon him with all their Forces. This faid, 
they gave the Charge, and the Fight laſted almoſt all 

the Day, many being kill'd and wounded. Peter Ari 
as finding himſelf much ſtreightned, had recourſe to 
the laſt Shift, which was firing the Cannon, and that 
quite broke the Indians. However Urraca was not 
ſcoured for during four Days ſucceſſively, he ne- 
ver ceas d to make freſh Attacks, and Petey Arias to a- 
void engaging, took all Advantages of Ground, and 
others to ſecure himſelf. At length Vrraca perceiving 
that the Conduct of the Commander, and the Bravery

© Peter Arias reſolv d to follow, hoping to take him; 
but "Vrraca made uſe of a Strategem to deceive him,

he did, becauſe he knew they, would enquire after 


Gold, and 20 to ſeek for it in ſmall Numbers, ſo that | 


having laid Ambuſhes in certain Places, he might cut 
them off. The Priſoners ſaid as Vrraca had directed 
them, and Peter Arias ſent James de Albitez with for 


Men, who falling into the Ambuſhes were all hurt, 


and forcd to fly. Arias again ſent the ſame Albitex 
with ſixty Men, who not finding the Indians on the

Mountain, return'd by the Plain, where they met the 


Indians, who fell upon them with hideous Cries, de- 


fending a narrow Paſs the River made with ſuch Va- 
| Jour, that many were wounded on both Sides. In 


concluſion, after a long Struggle, the Spaniards pre- 


vail'd, and purſuing their Enemies, flew many of 
them. Arias who was undaunted, being reſolv d to 
put an End to that War, ſent ſeveral Parties about the 
Country, and particularly to make War with Bulaba 
and Muſa, two Lords that had aſſiſted Urraca, whom 
he would not then preſs too hard, for fear of in- 
cenſing him the more. Being willing to reward the 
Spaniards, who had endur'd ſo much in thoſe Parts, 
he reſolv'd to build the Town of Nara, that was begun, 


being ſo call'd from the Name of the Cazique of that 


Diſtrict, and accordingly regulated, aſſigning every 
one of thoſe that were willing to ſtay there a certain 
Number of Indians in the nei hbouring Towns. Ha- 
ving finiſh'd that Affair, . appointed Albitez, his 


Lieutenant there, he return'd to Panama. The Indians 


ſo given to the Spaniards ſerv'd in Building their Hou- 
ſes, tilling the Ground, and fiſhing for the Town(- 
Men, who were about ſixty in Number; and this they 
ſo much reſented, that ſome of them went late, others 
neglected it, and others fled. Albitex ſent after them, 
puniſt'd ſome, and conniv'd at others. King Drraca 
never omitted attacking the Spaniards, when he had an 
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tunity, ſometimes by Night, and Ny 
Day, and thoſe that hapned not to be upon their Guard, 
never mifsd of falling into his Hands. The Spaniards 
on their Part made Inroads into Vrraca s Country, burn- 
ing and deſtroying it, and thus they ſupported them - 
felves with much Difficulty. We will now return to 
New Spain. |

* E Govemour Janes Velaſquez. highly reſented | 
| the Trick put upon him by Cortes, and the more 
for hearing of the great Su ceſs he met with, and the 


immenſe Wealth of the Country diſcover d, without 
any Acknowledgment paid to him, who had been at ſo 
great an Expence for the Fleet. Whereupon he fitted 
out another, under the Command of Panfilo de Nar- 
vaex, which conſiſted of eleven Ships, and ſeven Brigan- 
tines, and gave him the Title of Governour of New 
Spain, with particular Inſtructions to ſend Cortes Priſo- 
ner to Cuba. The King's Council at Hiſpaniola, he- 
ing told of this Commiſſion, ſent Lucas Yaſquez, to 
obſtruct that Enterprize, as well to prevent a civil War 
in the Nation, as the unpeopling of the Iſland; but 
he not being able to prevail, would go himſelf in the 
Fleet, as accordingly he did. MNarvacs fer fail, and 
near the Mountains of St. Martin loſt a ſmall Ship, 
which was drove aſhore by a ſtrong North Wind. 
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In April, this Year 1520, he arriv'd at the Ifland of 
Sacrifices, where three of the Soldiers Captain Pizarro 
had left at Chinanthy reſorted to him, and were well re- 
ceiv'd, becauſe they rail'd againſt Cortes. They alſo 
told him how far off the Colony of Villa Rica lay, 
where Gonzalo de Sandoval reſided for Cortes, and that 
if he ſent ſome Forces, they would immediately Sur- 
render, being only ſeventy Soldiers, and thoſe: good 
for little. Narvaez accordingly ſent John Rays de 
Guevara, a Clergyman, and a Gentleman call d .4maya, 
with Alonſo de Vergara, a Notary, and Credentials to 
| Sandoval, that he might ſubmit to him, purpoſing to 
produce his Commiſſion at the proper Time and Place, 
He then reſolvd to Land on the Coalt of Zempoala, 
and was no ſooner arrivd there than Mate uma had 
Notice of it, about a Week after the Perſons ſent from 
Mexico to build Ships for Cortes to be gone, came to 
Villa Rica. His Officers having ſent him all the Parti- 
culars in Painting, which was inſtead of Letters, he 
calpd Corres, who having been bid to depart the Coun-

ther; ſer Fire to the Ammunition, taken up the 


Draw-Bridges, cut off the Proviſions, kill'd Pena, 
Jotezumna's Favourite, that he delighted in; that the 
Spaniards had defended themſelves bravely, killing ma- 

ny Indians, and that if Motexuma had not ſomerimes 
commanded his People to give over the Attacks, for 
fear that Alvarado might kill him, the Spaniards had 
been already deſtroy d. Freſh Advices came of this 
Commotion, with the Addition, that beſides Pena, Fal. 
dibia, and Fohn Martin Narizes had been kill'd, and 
Alvarado, preſs d for Succour. Hereupon he ſetled 


| the Government at Villa Rica, leaving Narvaez and 


ſome of his Men Priſoners there; commanded thoſe he

held out, and had kilbd many Men of Note, that up 
on the Arrival of the great Lord Cortes, all would 
quell'd, and the guilty puniſh'd, offering to aſſiſt him 
with Men. The Forces being to march ten Leagues 
that Nay, where they would meet with no Proviſions, 
Ojeda went out to meet them at the Head of one thou- 
fand two hundred Men, loaded with Water, Fowls, 
Bread, and Fruit. Being among ſome Houſes of Oro- Wen 
they wore at the Horſe's Breaſt- plates, he liſtned, be- le 
cauſe it was not yet Day, and met with Cortes, who Wl 
was well pleas'd to ſee him. He told him what he 
Had heard, and what he was carrying, Cortes and his 
Companions alighred, and eat a cold Pullet, ſaid he 
was going to 7 laſcala, and bid him advance through 
that Peter becauſe the Men were very hungry. Next 
he met a Soldier, who told him, the Men were in 
ſuch Diſtreſs, that unleſs he made haſte, they would 
die, and eſpecially with Thirft. Next he found Chw- 
Nopher the Cryer, and his Wife, lying on rhe Ground 
half dead, ſprinkled their Faces with Water, gave them ll 
drink, and part of a Fowl to eat, and ſo they recover d. 
Cortes arrived at Tlaſcala on the 17th of Juh, this 
| Year 1520, was very well receiv'd, and lodg'd in Aar- 
/carzin's Houſe. They could not give him any other

They ask'd him, Why he did not go away, as he had 
promis d, ſince he had Ships, and reſtore them their 
Lord Morexama. Whilſt he was diſcourſing about 
this Aﬀair, Advice was brought hitn, that the Bridges 
were joſt; he haſted away thither, and bund Johr 4+

of in a temperate Manner, maintain'd them well, and 


gave them much Honour, He was a Lover of Juſ- 
rice, ſparing none, tho* jt were his own Son; very 
devout and nice in his Religion; wiſe in Peace, or 


| War; grave and ſevere, gain'd nine Victories, went 


abroad with a numerous Atrendance, and the People 


= were glad to ſee him; wasſerv'd with much Grandeur 


and Ceremony, and lov'd the Spaniards, at leaſt to out- 
ward Appearance. Soon after the Body was carry'd 
away, Corres ſaid to his Commanders, that ſince it was 
reaſonable he ſnould be bury'd as became fo great a 
King, and that a Succeſſor thould be choſen, it was fit

FUORTES being convinc'd that there was no 
| Safety but in their own Bravery, march'd out 
with three Mantlets, or cover'd Galleries, the beſt that 
had been made, upon Wheels. Each of them: con- 
tain'd thirty Men, and had Planks over it three Fin - 
gers thick. The firſt went along the Street of Tau- 
ba, which is the greateſt in the City. The Hndians 
at firſt much admir'd thoſe Engines, and the other two 
were carry'd through other Streets, follow'd by Cortes, 
with all the Spaziards, and three thouſand Tlaſcallars. 
They began to apply Scaling Ladders to the lower Hou- 

. fes from thoſe Galleries, and went up, fo that allſeem'd 
to go well at firſt; bur ſuch a Multitude of Iudiam 
came on, and there was ſuch a Shower of Stones, 
fome of them of half an Hundred Weight, that tlioſe 
who were in the Engines ſuffer' d, and the Planks 
were broken. Tho' they had thrown Stones at other 
Times, it was never in ſuch a deſperate Manner as now, 
and the Spaziards not being able to make any Advan- 
tage of their Cannon, or Muskets, were oblig'd to re- 
tire as if they had fled, one of them being kill d. and 
many wounded, and the Mexican much puff d up

Cortes provided a Bridge to be carry'd with him, 
knowing that thoſe of the City were broken. Sando- 
val, and Antony de Quinones, with two hundred Foot 
and twenty Horſe led the Van; Alvarado, Olid, Ordas, 
and Yelaſquez brought up the Rear. The Bridge was 
carry d by fifty Men, under the Command of Cap- 
tain Magarino, all of them choſen, and ſworn to die 
_ rather than forſake it; and had they carry d three Brid- 
ges inſtead of one, few of them had periſh'd. They 
took along with them a Son, a Daughter, and a Bro- 
ther of Morezwma, and ſome of the great Men they 
had in Cuſtody, deſigning to make uſe of them to- 
wards recovering of * City. He choſe for himſelf 
one hundred try d Soldiers, to relieve where the great- 
eſt Want might be. The Horſemen took up the ſick 
nnd wounded behind them, and thus they march d out 
in ſilent Manner, without being obſerv*d till Magarino 
laid the Bridge over the firſt Breach. The Guards 
there heard him, threw Abundance of Firebrands, gave 
the Alarm, and many Indiam drew together in a Mo-

When they 
came into a ſpacious Plain, a very large Indian, extra- 
ordinary Gay, with Plumes of Feathers, a Target, 
and a wooden Sword, challeng'd any one Spaniard, 
Alonſo de Ojeda went out towards him, aud after him 
hn Cortes, a Black Slave belonging to the General; 
t the Indian would nor ſtay; either becauſe they 


were two, or elſe to draw them into ſome Ambuſh. 


When the Mexicans had facrific d the Chriſtians they 
had in their Ciry, an infinite Number of them march'd 
out well arm'd,. and accouter'd, and above two huti- 
dred thouſand of them joining in the Fields of Otumba, 
where the Spaniards then were, attack d them with an 
hideous Noiſe of their Shouts, and muſical Inſtru- 
ments, and being all clad in White, the Field look d 
as if it had been cover d with Snow. This Time the 
Spaniards gave themſelves for loſt, arid the boldeſt a- 


mong them own'd it. Ceres drawitig them together, 


made a Speech, putting them in Mind of their Duty 
upon that Occaſion, to ſhow they were Chriſtians 
that fought againſt Ipfidels, aſſuring them of the Di- 
vine Aſſiſtance. Then he drew them up, poſted the 
Horſes, and order'd that, if they ſhould be forc'd to 


retire, . ſhould carry a ſick or wounded Man, 


and then the Barbarians beginning to encompals the 
Chriſtians, a moſt bloody Battle was begun, the Indi- 


an ruſhing in upon / the Spariards, without Fear of 


Death.

tocks. The Indians preſs d ſo hard, that the Horſe- 
men not being able to ſtand their Ground, drew cloſe 
to the Foot, ſo that they 5 8 in a Heap, lookin 
upon themſelves as loſt, though the Officers perform 
their Duty to a wonder, and Cortes was every where, 
giving the neceſſary Orders. He obſerv'd, that a 
reat Man was carry'd on a Bier, iſſuing his Orders, 
richly clad, with Plumes of Feathers, and a gilt Tar- 
„and that the Royal Badge, or Standard, which 
Fuck up at his Back, was a Gold Net riſing ten 
Spans, and that about him there was a great Number 


of prime Perſons, richly clad. He reſolv d to hazard 


himſelf, to attack that Man, and accordingly ruſh'd 


in among the Indians. TFohn de Salamanca follow'd him 


on a cream-colour'd Mare. As he went he wounded 
many with his Spear, ſtruck ſuch as came near with 


his Stirrups, came up to that great Man, wounded, 
and beat him down, John de Salamanca alighted, cut 
off his Head, and took away his Standard. This prov'd 


ſo advantageous, that the Iadians ſeeing the Standard 
beaten down, began to retire, and the chiefeſt of them 
carry'd off their General's Body with much Lamen- 
tation, which was none of the leaſt happy Adventures 
Corres met with in the Courſe of his Life. The Spa- 


niards made the beſt of their Victory, and it was 


thought they killd twenty thouſand. Much Wealth 
was gain'd by the Plunder after this Battle, which was 
extraordinary remarkable, and look'd upon to have 
been gain'd, under God, by the Valour of Cortes.

Manner. Cortes bleſs d God, for that being routed 
and flying, he found ſuch Entertainment among Infi- 
dels. Thoſe People ask'd, Why they would not be- 
lieve them, when they always told them they ſhould 
not truſt the Aexiran who were treacherous? That 
Day in the Afternoon came to them Maxiſcatæiu, and 
another Lord, wbo was Governour of Guaxocinge, 
and when chriſtned call d Don Jom Maurer and many 
others, as did young Accotencatl, but this ſt did it 
only in a Compliment. They brought much Proviſi- 
on. Cortes receiv d them with Joy, but they were 
amaz'd to ſee him and ſo many others wounded, and 
ſhatter d. Maxiſcarxin in that Aſtoniſhment deliyer'd. 
himſelf very elegantly, ſaying, That ſince his Valour 


was ſufficient to withſtand all the Mexican Empire, 
there had been ſome Treachery in the Caſe ; comfort · 
ing, and bidding him be eaſy, for ſince he was alive 
he might revenge that Injury, being among the Trg.

pave the ſame Aſſurances, and Cortes returning Thanks 
in moſt courteous Manner, fromucmg the Mexican 
GeneraPs Standard and Arms deliver'd the fame to him, 
and gave the reſt much of the Booty taken at the 
Battle of Orumba. The other Commanders and Soldi- 
eis, following the Example of Cortes, diſtributed abun- 
dance of the Booty they had gain'd in that Fight, 
which was very acceptable, as being Mexican Trophies. 
Here Cortes was inform'd, that about twelve Days be- 
fore John Fuſte, and Morla, With about thirty Spani- 
ards, had fer out from Gualipa, carrying Cortess Equi- 

page to Mexico, and that tho' they fought well, they 
were all killd by the Mexican Garriſons, together 
with one of Maxiſcatzin's Sons, whom he ſent along 
with them. This was afterwards verify'd, for they 
found cut on a Tree, This Way paſi d the unfortunate 
John Juſte, and his unhappy Companions, being reduc'd 
ro ſuch Want, that he gave a Wedge of Gold weighing 
eight hundred Pieces of Eight for a few little Cakes of 
Indian heat. Thence they proceeded to Tlaſcala, 
and the Country being populons, the Roads ſwarm'd 
with the Inhabitants coming out to ſee them. The 
Magiſtrates mer Corres, with, above two hundred thou- 
ſand Men in good Order. The Women and Chil 
dren went foremoſt, and wept as ſoon as they ſaw the 
Spaniards, curſing the treacherous Mexican. Next 
came the Citizens, and receiv'd them in moſt loving 
Manner. The Lords of the four Quarters took Corres 
into the Middle of them, there was much Muſick at 
the Entrance into the City, he was quarter d in Maxi- 
ſcatzin's Houſe, who made him a great Entertaifiment, 
and in his Court there was much Dancing and Re- 
joycing. All the Men were very well quarter d.

T Tlaſcala, Cortes found Captain Fohn Pacz, 
whom he had left there with eighty Spari- 
ards, and was ghd to hear, that he had been well 
us d. He aſſur d him that Maxiſcatxin was his real 
Friend, and that young Aicotencar! hated him. When 
he underſtood, that Maxiſcatæ in had offer d Paes 

one hundred thouſand Men to march with the eigh- 
| 5 ty Spauiardi to his Relief; conſidering how much Ser- 
* vice that Succour might have done him, though Paz 
excus d himſelf, alledging, that he had obſerv'd his Or- 
ders, and knew him to be a. ſevere Commander ; he 
check'd, and gave him ſome hard Words, calling him 
Coward, unworthy of the a1, 2p of a Captain, and 
adding, he deſerv d to be hang d, for that brave Com- 
manders in ſuch Perils, are not to adhere literally to 
their Orders, but to relieve where the Diſtreſs is great- 
eſt. Ojeda was the Perſon that entertain'd rhe greateſt 
Friendſhip with the TLaſcalluu, and brought Proviſi- 
ons from the Country Towns. Some faid to him 
% Why came you hither to devour our Subſtance; * 
1 go your way ; you came in a wretched Condition 
ce from Mexico, being turn'd out like cowardly Wo- 
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ce men, and more to this Effet.” He gave them 
good Words, and all was huſh'd. Cortes was much 
concern'd at it, tho he took no Notice, but being 
inform'd that Xicotencatl was the Occaſion of it, he 
acquainred Maxiſcatæin, who ſaid, that whilſt he liv'd, 
no Man ſhould preſume to affront him, and yet he 
kept himſelf upon his Guard. A Numneſs ſeiz d his 
Head, occaſion'd by his Wound, and follow'd by a 
violent Fever, he was in much Danger, but it pleas'd 
God that being well taken care of he recover d. Whilſt 
his Diſtemper held him, thoſe few Spaniards he had, 
having ſuffer'd ſo much, and hearing ſome Words from 
the Indians like thoſe Ojeda had reported, mutter'd, 
that they would return to the Sea Coaſt, alledging, 
that Cortes's Contrivances to return to Mexico wou 
be their Ruin, and that they were fatning to be ſacri- 
fic'd and eaten, as the Indians delign'd. Few __ 
the contrary Opinion, the greater Number with a 
Notary formally requir'd Cortes to go to Vera 
Crux, to avoid the Dangers that th , entering . 
their Proteſtation as to all evil Conſequences. Cortes + 
anſwer d with much Gravity, and Calmneſs. In the 
firſt Place he extoll'd their paſt Actions, put them in 
mind of the Victories they had obtain'd, and the an- 
tient Valour of the Spaziſh Nation; blam'd their Faint- 
heartedneſs, for that having made the World ring with 
the Fame of their Exploits, they ſhould then flinch, 
which would turn to their Shame. Hepromis'd them 
much Wealth, good Fortune and Proſperity ; diſpeltd 
the Fear they had conceiv'd of the Tlaſcallans; faid, 
he would try their Priendſhip by making War on the

put them in Mind, that all he had faid to them had 
prov'd true, that he had perform'd all he promis'd,

Embaſſadars thither, with a Preſent of Cloth, Fea- 
therworks, and Salt, which were the Things thoſe 
People wanted moſt. Notice being given of their 
Coming, they were met as uſual, and the Council be- 
ing aſſembled to hear them, the eldeſt deliver d his 
Preſent and ſaid, C That as they were Relations, ſpoke 
** the ſame Language, and obſerv'd the ſame Religion, 
e 't would be convenient to put an end to the long

Spaniards were, they {laughter'd them. When all Things 
| were ſettled at Tepeaca, and in the neighbouring Parts, 
Cortes ſent ſome Commanders farther off, to reduce 
thoſe that ſtill held out, enjoining them to try all gen- 
tle and fair Means, and gave out, that he would return 
to T laſcala. The prime Men of Tepeaca then intreated 
him, that ſince they were become the King of Spain's 
Subjects, and would ſerve him faithfully, purſuant to 
the Oath they had taken, he would not forfake them, 
for that they fear d the Culnans, but in caſe he could 
not avoid going, he ſhould leave ſome Spaniards there, 
or elſe they ſhould be deſtroy'd. Cortes anſwer'd, 
That he would endeavour to ſatisfy them, and that 
they needed not to fear the Mexican, for he hop'd in 
God they ſhould ſoon ſee them quite diſabled; and 
thinking the Situation of that City very convenient 
to ſecure the Way to Villa Rica, as commanding the 
Paſſes, one of them call'd Siculchima, through which 
the Row ds came into thoſe Parts, and the other 
Quochula, a League and an half from Tepeaca, which 
alſo leads to Villa Rica, and all other Places next the 
Sea, and that the Province is in the midſt of the Com- 
try, near to the Republicks of Tlaſcala, Guaxocingo 
and Chulula, on which it border d,. and on another 
Side with the Culuas, who being fo cloſe by, might 
occaſion new Commotions there; upon all theſe Con- 
ſiderations, and to pleaſe the Tepeacans, who had de- 
ſir d a Garriſon of him, he ſent for the Alcaldes and 
Regidores of the Council, who were with him, and 
told them it was convenient to ſettle a Colony there, 
for the Reaſons aforeſaid, who all approving of it, he 
appointed the proper Officers, and Jerome de Agila: 
to be Regidor, being always ready to requite thoſe that 
deſerv'd it. He call'd this Place Srgura de la Fromera; 
that is, the Security of the Frontier, becauſe founded 
upon the aforeſaid Motives, and its lying on the Fron 
tiers of Culua. 5 "M2 3. 7 4 4 VAST Nn 
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Ir hapned at this Time, that two thouſand Adexi, 
cans came-ro the City of Guatachula, being ſent by As- 
texumas Brother, who ſucceeded him in the Empire, 
with a Deſign to prevent that Lord's confederating 
with Cortes, and to obſtruct his Paſſage, in Caſe he at- 
tempted to march to Moxico, as they began to appre- 
hend. The Lord of Guacachnla not able to bear the 
Inſolences of the Mexicans, who not ſatisfy d with de- 
vouring what they had, took away their Wives and 
Daughters, committing many other Outrages, ſent 
Meflengers to Cortes, to beg his Aſſiſtance, which 
they did with Tears in their Eyes, affirming that he 
would . you a ſignal Favour. Cortes reſolv'd not 
to let ſlip fo favourable an Opportunity to encour 
his Friends and chaſtize the Mexican: Er che great 15. 
jury he thought they had done him. Having return d 
Thanks to the Lord of Gracathula, and aſſur'd him, 
that if he had not been ſo well advis d, he muſt inevi- 
tably have periſh'd; the next Morning he feat Fare 
de Ordas, and Alonſo de Avila with three hundred 
Spaniardt, twelve Horſemen, and a Number of Tia 
callans, who with the Meſſengers lay that Night at 
Chulula, and the next Day proceeded to ſome Coun-

Cortes finding his Affairs to proſper, and reſolving to 
return to Tlaſcala, to forward the Enterprize againſt 
Mexico, there came to him the Lord of Chinumla, 
bringing a conſiderable Preſent, whom he receiv'd in 
honourable Manner, kept him at his Table, and ſent 
him back to His Country well pleasd with ſuch Gifts 
as he highly valu'd. The Spaniards of the Colony of 
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Segura de la Frontera, ſettled themſelves at Tepeaca, in 
2 Houſe that was ſtrongly firuared, Cortes leaving Peter 
de Trzio, a diſcreet and brave Man for their Captain, 
and with him Frais de Oraſco, and all the ſick Men, 
after which he fer out for T laſcala. By the Way he 
receiv d Advice, that after the Ships of Francis de Ga. 
r, of which an Account has been given before, were - 
return'd to Famaica, that Gentleman reſol vd to fend: 
again to make a Settlement on the River of Panuco, 
which is fifty Leagues to the Weſtward of Yilla Rica, 
at a Time when all the Lords of that Province were in 
Alliance with Cortes, and offer'd to pay their Homage 
to the King of Spain. Accordingly Captain James 
Camargo, ſent from Jamaica by the: ſaid Garay, who 
ſtill inſiſted upon planting a Colony there, arriv'd at 
the River of Panxco, with three Caravels, carrying one 
hundred and fifty Sea and Landmen, ſeven . Horſes, 
and ſome Guns. He ſail d ſeven Leagues up the Ri- 
ver, came to an Anchor near ſome Dwellings, landed * 
Men, and the Natives, who by Direction of Corres, | 
had made their Submiſſion to; the King, having been 
order d to uſe any Spaniards well, that ſhould happen to 
come into thoſe Parts, receiv d them in friendly man- 
ner, and for ſome time ſupply' d them with Neceſſa- 
ries ; but afterwards, whether they e weary of 
maintaining them, or being provok d by them, they 
aſſembled in great Numbers, and ſent a threatning Meſs 
ſage to Captain Camargo, who reſenting it, would have 
taken Revenge; but the Indiaus lying in wait at the 
Time when he was going to burn a Town, fell upon, 
and routed him, fome of his Men making their Eſ- 
cape by Land, and others by Sea.

Cortes afterwards travelling to that City, it was won- 


derſul to behold what Numbers of People flock'd 


ſrom all the neighbouring Parts along the Road to look 
upon him as a triumphant Conqueror, bringing Pre- 
ſents, and deſiring he would ſet Lords over them, he- 
cauſe many dy'd of the Small-Pox ; which he, to 
pleaſe them, readily did, enquiring who were the law- 
ful Heirs, and they were: the more reſpected by the 
Indinni, for having been choſen by him. His Recep- 


tion at Tlaſcala was moſt magnificent, with triumphal 


Arches, dancing and king nt in Praiſe of his Victories, 
and of the Republick. In ſhort, he enter d the City 


in triumphant manner, carrying before him the En- 


ſigns and Standards of his Enemies, the Priſoners and 
the Booty, attended by his own Forces, and an incre- 


dible Multitude of the Citizens and others that came - 
dut to meet him, with extraordinary Affection and 


Admiration. A Speech was made, calling him the 
Avenger of their Wrongs, and to avoid Tediouſneſs 


he had greater Honour paid him than ever was known 


to have been done to any General in a County where 


he was not a Native. This Satisfaction was much 
allay d by the Death of his great Friend Maxiſcatæin, 
taken off by the Small- Nox, whch very much griev'd. 
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pray d he, would ſubſtitute Mariſcar in s Son in his 
place, though he was only twelve Vears of Age, that 
Honour being due to him for his Father's great Pru- 


dence in governing them. He did ſo, and Knighted 


him after the Spaniſh. manner, and that he might be a 


Knight of JzsUs CnRIsT, he caus'd him to be Bap- 
. by the Name of Don Lorenzo Maxiſcatzin. 


When Martin Lopez arriv'd at Tlaſcala, he found Max- 
iſcatzin very ſick, who told him, he had been inform'd 
by Cortes, that there was only one God, who re- 
warded the good, and puniſh'd the wicked, and o- 
ther Points of the Catholick Faith, which had given 


him Satisfaction, and that becauſe the Chriſtians ho- 


nourd the Croſs, he had one in his Chamber, which 
he worſhipp d on his Knees, and burnt Incenſe before 
it, to his great Comfort, and therefore ſince he was 
| like to dye, he would do it like a Chriſtian. 

immediately ſent Advice hereof to Cortes, who or- 
der'd F. Olmedo to haſte away to do that good Work. 
He coming in good Time inſtructed and baptiz?d him, 
and he dy d a Catholick Chriſtian, with much Devo- 


tion, God rewarding him, who had been the only 
Cauſe of the Chriſtians being preſerv'd in that Coun- | 
try, for his greater Glory, and the Salvation of ſo

Tetapelapa, who had been ſet at Liberty by Cortes, was

_ fartifying the City with Ditches, and Trenches, and 


aming the People with long Pikes; that he took off 


| the Taxes, and offer d Rewards to ſuch Towns as 


ſhould oppoſe the Spaziards, kill them, and ſend him 
their Heads; and that he intimated throughout his 
Empire, how much it concern'd them to be united, 
in order to deliver themſelves from the Oppreſſion of 
the Strangers. Thus far they were in the Right, ex- 
cepting all thoſe Things were done by Quanti- 
moc, Nephew to otezuma, whom they choſe for 
their King, becauſe Cerlavac foon dy'd of the Small- 
Fox. Quautimac was extraordinary diligent in _— 
theſe Preparations, and gain d many Friends, though 
ſome would not enter into Alliance with him, rather 
on Account of their ancient Enmity, than for fear of 


the Spaniards. He laid up vaſt Stores of Arms, brought 


abundance of People into the City, and ſent out to 
the Mountains moſt of thoſe thar were uſeleſs. He

his Troops, rewarded thoſe that did it beſt, endea-

The 
Tlaſcallans being deſirous to follow the Example of the 
Spaniards, deſit d Leave for their Troops to paſs in Re- 
View in that ſame Place, and the next Morning the: 
accordingly did it in the Preſence of Cortes, and i 
the Spariards, in the following Order. 
FikxsT came a ſet of Muſicians ſounding Horns, 
Corners, Shells, hollow Bones, and other In * Bw 
follow'd by the Lords of the four Quarters of the Re- 
publick, with Targets, wooden Swords, curious Plumes 
of Feathers at their Backs, riſing at leaſt a Yard above 
their Heads, and Stones of great Value ſticking in the 
Holes of their Lips and Ears, their Hair ty'd back 
with à Brace of Gold or Silver, and rich Shoes on 
their Feet, and after them four Pages with their Bows 
and Arrows. Then four Standards, with the Arms 
of the Republick, curiouſly wrought in Feather- 
work, carry d by four Standard-Bearers, and next, b 
_ twentf in a Rank, -paſs'd ſixty thouſand Archers, wit 
| Colours at certain Diſtances, of the Arms of each Cap» 
tain.of the Company, All the Standards and Colours 
_ falured Corres, and he ſtood up, and took off his Cap, 
all the Men bowing their Heads, and diſcharging their 
Arrows in the Air. Next appear d about forty thou- 
fand Target Men, and laſtly ten thouſand Pike Men, 
"Theſe were the Men that paſs'd in Review, though 
Ojeda in his Memorials ſays, they amounted to an hun- 
dred and fifty thouſand. When the Muſter was over, 
which laſted three Hours, Xicotencatl, who was Gene- 
ral, from an high Place ſaid, «© They ſhould obſerve, 
F* that they were to march the next Day, with the 
6e invincible Cortes, and his Companions, to make 
& War upon the Culuans their oY Enemies, and it 
was enough for them to remember, that they were 
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« Tlaſcallans, a Name terrible to all Nations, and ſome 
18 other Expreſſions to encourage them, and ſo they 
« were diſmiſs d. Cortes to keep his Men in Order 
and Diſcipline ordain d, % That, none ſhould blaſ- 
« pheme the Holy Name of God, his Mother, or any 
« Saint ; that no Soldier ſhould quarrel with another, 
et nor draw his Sword, or lay hold of any other 
te Weapon; that none ſhould game away his Horſe, 
* Arms, or Furniture; that none ſhould raviſh any 
« Woman, upon Pain of Death ; that none ſhould 
« take any Cloathing from another, nor chaſtize any - 
c Indian that was not his Slave; that none ſhould go 
cout a marauding without Leave; that none ſhould 
« ſeize any Indian, or plunder Houſes without Leave; 
« that none ſhould inſult the Confederate Iudiant, but 
« treat them in moſt loving manner, laying ſeyere Pe- 
e nalties on the Tranſgreſſors. He ſet Rates on Iron 
Works and Cloaths, becauſe they were at exceſſive 
Prices, and for as much as Laws will avail little, un- 
leſs ſtrictly put in Execution, he caus d one to be 
whipp'd for taking a Garment from an Indian, hang'd 
two Blacks of his own for ſtealing a Hen, and two 
Mantles from another; diſgrac'd a Soldier, hecauſe 
ſome Indians complain'd, that he had tore up a Tree, 
and hang'd another, ſor forcing an Hen from an Indi- 
an, but pardon'd him at the Requeſt of the Com- 
manders when the Ladder-was taken away and he half 
dead; ahd in ſuch a Condition that he did reco- 
ver, but could ſcarce ſwallow in a Month ; by which 
means his Ordinances cime to be obſerv'd, and he was 
punctually obey d. 5 . 
WHEN all the Forces of 7 laſcala, Chulula, and 
Guaxocingo were in Readirieſs, Cortes ſpoke to the Tlaſ- 
callans, and told them, * Thar ſince they had engag d 
&« their Faith to aſſiſt him in this Encerprize, againſt 
„the common Enemy, he expected they ſhould do 
their Duty, as they had always done, to the In-

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ac creaſe of the Honour of that renowned Republick ; 
and ſince the ph of Mexico being ſeated in the 
& Water, could not be taken without the Brigantines

tc to him to aſſert their Liberty, and enlarge the Do- 
& minion of their Common- Wealth, for that he was 
t reſolv'd never to return from Mexico till it was ſub-

ce their Will to that War, he deſir d them to ſtay be- 
| & hind, and he would proceed with ſuch as were wil- 
« ling to follow him.” The great Men anſwer in 
few Words, They would rather periſh in the Lake 
ce than return Home without Victory; and that as 
& for the Brigantines, and the good Uſage of thoſe 
ce that ſtay'd behind to finiſh them, he need take no 
« Care, for it ſhould be done better than if he were 
& preſent himſelf, returning him many Thanks for 
re his Affection towards then.“ All the whole Peo- 
ple made a Sign with their Hands and Heads, that they 
would fulfil all that the Regency promis d. Cortes ta- 
king Leave of the Regency on Holy Innocent s- Day, ſet 
out from T laſcala, with Drums beating, Fifes playing, 
and Colours flying in very good Order, a prodigious 
Mukitude looking on, he having firſt heard Maſs, and 
all the Spaniards offer'd up their Prayers to God, and 
mvek d the Holy Ghoſt. It was worth obſerving to 
hear the Bleſſings of the People, ſome crying, ſee how 
the brave ones go to cruſh the Pride of the Mexicam; 
others ſaid, God grant you Victory; others, may you 
teturn in Safety; and others ſhedding Teats 1 hu 
may our Eyes ſee you return alive, eſpecially the Wo- 
men. The Thiſcallans being usd to Fight with the 
Aﬀexicarns, march d out c Sn „ in their gay Habit, 
in good Order, under four Generals, their Martial 
Mufick making much Naiſe. They amobiited | Jt 
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bout eighty thouſand, it being thought fit that the reſt 
ſhould ſtay behind till the Brigantines were carry'd. 
Alonſo de Ojeda and Jom Marquez. march'd with the 
Indians, becauſe tliey underſtood them.

The Prieſts were notable Wizards, deluded the Peo- 
p'e had two little Idols, which they ſhow'd in pub- 
lick only twice a Year. Once with extraordinary 
Pomp, at the ſowing Seaſon, the King going in Pro- 
ceſſion before the Idols, and they were ſhown to the 
People, being Male and Female, the Night of the 
Eve, and the Morning of the Feſtival. They ador'd 
them on their Knees, and cry'd out for Mercy. The 
King, who ſhow'd them, came down from the High 
Place, and deliver'd them, cover d with rich Mantles, 
to two Gentlemen, who carry'd them to the Field 
where the Proceſſion was, and all Perſons whatſoever 
attended it, any that did not was look d upon as ir- 
religious; being all dreſs'd the beſt they were able;

Spauiſh Army from the Tops of 
the Hills, and firing their Beacons to give the Alarm, 
one hundred thouſand Men drew together, and poſted 
themſelves in the way where the Spaniards were of 
neceſſity to pals. The third day of the Year 1521. 
Cortes diſcover'd, and clfarg d them with twenty Horſe, 
who being immediately back d by the whole Army, 
put them to the Rout, with a great Slaughter. T 
Spaniards rejoycing at this Victory, took up their 
Quarters that Night in a Town belonging to the 
Lord of Teacuca, which they found abandon'd, where 
they lay upon their Guard, being inform'd that ano- 
ther great Army of Aaricaut was at Hand. The 
next Day they march'd from thence towards Tezcu- 
co, which is three Leagues diſtant, through a plain 
Country well inhabited, having very good Structures, 
for the Dominion, and City of Texcuco was not infe- 
rior to that of Mexico. Four Indians very well dreſs'd 
came out with a Rod, and on it a Flag of Gold, 
which being a Signal of Peace, Cortes order d the 
Troops to halt, When they had made their - Obey- 
ſance, they told him, that Cuanacnxix their Lord was 
at his Service, and pray'd he would do no harm in 
the Country, but to ale up his Quarters in the Ci- 
ty, which he might do with all ſafety. Corres was 
well pleas d with this Meſſage, though he look d up- 
on it as inſincere, and anſwer d, returning thanks for 
that Kindneſs, that ſince no Satisfaction could be made 
for forty-five Men, and five Horſes, and above three 
Hundred Tlaſcallars they had kilrd, they ſhould at 
leaſt reſtore the Gold, Silver, and Jewels that had 
been taken from thoſe People in their Country, and 
in Cafe of refuſal threaten'd that he would deſtroy # 
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that what he urg d had been done by order of the 
Lord of Mexico, and that the Mexicans carry d off 

the Booty, but that they would uſe their Endeavoum 
to {eek out and reſtore it. The Army was well re- 
ceiv'd in all thoſe Towns, and proceeded to Guaxmwa, 
half a League from Tezcnco, enter d the City, and was 
quarter'd in a large Houſe that had belong'd to the 

Lord of Tezcxco's Father, which held all the Spaniards 
and many of the Confederate Indian; but no Women, 
or Children appearing, Cortes order'd that no Man 
ſhould go out of the Quarters, leſt they ſhould run 
into any danger, and that the > of the Town 
might be the more ſecure. It was diſcover'd from the 
Tops of the Houſes, that the Inhabitants were aban- 
doning the City, carrying away their Goods, their 
Wives and Children in Canoes, and by Land to the 
Mountains, and this in a great hurry, Cortes being in- 
form' d of it, ſent for ſome of the Prime Men, and 

told them, that Den Ferdinand. whom he brought 
with him was the Son of Neſz.aval Pilciutie their great 
Lord, whom he appointed for their Sovereign, ſince 
Cuanar ucint was gone over to the Enemy, and had 
treacherouſly murder d his Brother through Ambition 
of Rule; and accordingly Das Ferdinand was receiv'd 


as King, whereupon thoſe that were fled to the 


Mountains return'd, the City was fill'd again, and 
the Inhabitants were well us CCC. 
Taxes Days after the Lords of Guatinchav, Guax- 
ata and Autemgo came lamenting, and making many 
Excuſes, for having abſented themſelves; they begg d 
Pardon, and to be admitted into Favour, for if they 
had ever fought it had been by Compulſion Corres 
granted their requeſt, upon Condition they ſhould be 
doubly puniſhed if they proved falſe. The Aexicaus 
were much concern d at this, and ſent Meſſe to 
redreſs it, but theſe three Lords gave notice of it to 
Cartes, (ending the Meſſengers to him; who * 
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their coming on that Errand, and faid, they came 
to deſire thoſe Lords to mediate a Peace between the 
| Mexicans and the Chriſtians. Though Cortes was ſen- 
fible of their Subtilty, he order'd them to be un- 
bound, gave them ſome Baubles, and bid them ad- 
viſe thoſe from whom they came, ſince thoſe were 
dead that had been guilty of the Offence, to be his 
Friends. They promis d to do ſo, and to bring back 
an Anſwer, but were never ſeen after. 
WàIIs v theſe Things were in Agitation, as it is 
impoſſible for Commanders always to pleaſe Men, fome 
Malecontents endeavour'd, by means of Antony de Vil: 
_ lafana, to mutiny againſt Cortes, and ſer up in his 
Place one Francis Verdugo, a Man of Authority and 
Valour, and Brother in Law to James Velaſquez, for 
whom they ſtill retain'd an Affection. The Conſpi- 
rators were near three hundred, all refolv'd to com- 
pel Verdugo to mee of the Command,he knowing no- 
thing of the Deſign. - As they were waiting an 
portunity to ſtab Cortes, one of the Conſpirators went 
to him, and with Horror in his Face, and ſtammer- 
ing ſaid, that if he would grant him his Life, and 
keep the Secret, he would diſcloſe to him an Affair, 
that concern d him very much. Cortes readily granted 
bis Requeſt, and the Diſcoverer ſaid, it is requiſite 
immediately to ſecure Antony de VYillafana who was 
the manager of the Intrigue. Cortes order'd Gon- 
Zalo de Sandoval to ſeize him, and to take from him 
a Paper it was ſuppos d he had in his Boſom, con- 
taining the Names of the Conſpirators; which tho? . 
he endeavour'd to do immediately, Yillafara had got 
half the Paper into his Mouth, but they held his 
Throat, and forc'd him to put out a part of its 
on which were the Names of fourteen Perſons of 
Note. As for himſelf he preſently confeſsd the 
Crime, but notwithſtanding his being much rack'd 
held out reſolutely, without naming any _ | 
| whats . 
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whatſoever; and as for thoſe Names, he ſaid he had 
writ them down to ſpeak to, and draw in thoſe Per- 

ſons, but had not as yet ſaid any thing to them. 
Cortes was not ſorry, that puniſhing one the reſt might 
be reconcil'd, and . accordingly he hang'd /ullafana. 
The next Day the Spaniards being aſſembled, he told 
them, that V illafana had done like a Chriſtian, in not 
accuſing thoſe that were ſer down in the Paper, and 
that Part of it which he had eaten, ſince they were 
innocent; that ha deſir d them, if any one had Cauſe 
of Complaint, chat he would declare it, and he would 
make him Satisfaction; and thzt if he err'd in any 
Thing, they ſhould let him know it, which would be 
very agreeable to him. He added many more loving 
Expreſſions, which reconcil'd and pacify d them, be- 
ing joyful that they had not been diſcover d. How- 
2 after that, Cortes took more Care of him- 
ſelf. | $5 F | 6d, 
EH Days Cortes ſtay'd in Tezcuco without going 
abroad, were : ak in fortifying his Quarters, and lay- 

ing up Proviſions, for fear of being attack d there by 
the Enemy; bur finding they did nor ſtir, hemarch'd 
out of the City two hundred Foot, eighteen Horſe- 
men, and four thouſand Tlaſcallavs. He. went along 
the Bank of the Lake to the City of Tzrapalapa, con- 
raining ten thouſand Inhabitants, above che one half 
of it being then founded within the Lake, the Lord 
whereof was Aotex uma s Brother, and the ſame that 
drove the Spaniards. out of Mexico. He could not 
march with ſo much Secreſy, but that the Inhabitants 
had notice of it, and began to remove their Goods, 
Wives, and Children to the Houſes that were in the 
Water. Two Leagues ſhorr of the City he met ſome 
Troops, which fighting and retiring, led him to it, 
and others in Canoes did the like, and when he was 
pear, all the Multitude ruſh'd out upon him; the 
Action laſted three Hours very obſtinate, till at length 
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the 7z4apalapans being no longer able to withſtand, re- 
tir d to the e many were drowned, and 
others eſcapd in Canocs. Five thouſand of them were 
xilfd, and on the other Side only a few Tlaſcallaris, ind 
not one Spaniard, The Booty was conſiderable, and 
the confederate Indian: fir d ſome Houſes. A little 
before the gaining of the Victory, the Enemy broke 
down a Cauſway, by which Means the Water ran 
out of the ſalt Lake into the freſh, and whilſt the 
Chriſtians were intent upon the P rſuit, the Water 
ſwell d inſenſihly, but Cortes obſerving'it with his won- 
derful Sagacity, which took Notice of and weigh'd 
every Thing, without being overſeen in any Point, 
us d the utmoſt Diligence in drawing out the Men, 
and with all his Care it was ſeven of the Clock at 


Night, and in ſome Places the Water was up tv 
their Knees, and in others to their Breaſts. The 


Booty was loſt, as were ſome Tlaſcallans, and had 


they ſtay'd three Hours longer, not a Man had eſcap d. 


They got clear by Nine, had a cold Night of- it, and 


charg'd them, and they retir'd, fighting all the Way 
to Tezcuco. Some Confederate Indians were kill'd, and 
one Spaniard, who was the firſt that had dy'd fighting 
in the Field; but they carry d him to Tena, that 


the Indians might not ſee him. The next Day Mef- 


ſengers came from the City of Otumba, and from other 
neighbouring Cities, begging Pardon for the Harm 
they had done during the War, and praying Cortes to 
admit them to his Friendſhip. He granted it, upon 
Condition that they ſhouſd deliver up into his 
Hands all the Culuum they could meet wit. 
Fix DING that the Garriſons of Culua had ſecurd 
all the Paſſes to Vera Crus and Tlaſcala, Cortes ſent Gon- 
Falo de Sandoval, with two hundred Spaniſh Foot, and 
twenty Horſe, with Orders that When he had left the 
"Meſſengers he had ſent to haſten the * 1 
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ſhould return to the province of Chalco, which bots 
ſent him word, that they-durſt not dechre. themſelves 
his Friends, for; fear of che Ciluas, and Squdovd was 
to ſecure them. As they wete on their March, fome 
Tlaſcallans, who were returning Home with their Boo- 
ty, and others who had carry d Proviſionis, thinking 
themlelves ſaſe becauſe they were behind the Spayiards, 
fall into an Ambuſh of: Adexicars, who kilfd ſome of 
them, and took away their Booty; but the Cries, ſor. 
thoſe of the Indians are louder than any other Nat ion, 
being heard, and the Duſt ſeen, Sandoval made thit 


with his Horſe, fell upon the Mexican, relievd his 


Friends, recover d the Booty: and the Foot then com- 
ing in they quite vanquiſh'd the Enemy, who fled in- 
to the Lake. The. Tlgſcallau then loaded with their 
own, and what they had taken from others, as alſo the 
Arms of their Enemies, returmd into their Country 
well pleas d. Having left them in Safety; Sandoval 
proceeding towards Chales, mex in a Plain with twelve 
thouſand Mexicans, who give him Battle in very good 
Order, which laſted about two Hours, after which 
they were routed. The News of the Victory being 
carry d to Chalco, thoſe People came out to meet Sau- 
dual, who then return d to Gurtes with the Sons of 
thoſe great Men, that deſud to be acquainted with 
him. They carry'd'a Preſent of Gold Cortes made 
very much of them, and ſent Sandrua to conduct 

them back in Safety, He did ſo, and then going o 
Tlaſcala return d again to Cortes at the End of ſix Days, 
with the Spaniards that were there, and Don Ferdinand, 
Lord of Teæcuco, who being look d upon as a well 
meaning Man, was 'own'd by thoſe: People as their 


Sovereign, with much Satisfaction. Two Days after, 


all the Spaniandi being: in that City, and | Cortes's Re- 
putation increaſing. the Lords of Gua inchan and Gu- 
aruta went to him in a gteat Conſternation, an 
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ſaid, that all the Power of Culua was coming to fill 

upon them, bidding Wim look to himſelf, and to tell 
them, whether they ſhould bring their Wives and 
Children to that City, or convey them into the Moun- 
"rains. He bid them to fear nothing; but to put the 
defenceleſs People into the ſtrongeſt Houſes, and thoſe 
that could bear Arms to be in a Readineſs, for he 
 wonld aſſiſt them, and they thould ſee the Havock he 
would make among the Mexicaut. Cortes ſtood upon 
his Guard, but the Enemy at that Time neither at- 
rack'd thoſe Lords nor him, but made it their Buſineſs 
to take up ſome Indians that carry*d Proviſions to the 
Camp, eſpecially the Tlaſcallaus, in order to facrifice 
them, and to this Purpoſe they join'd in Alliance with 
two Towns that were ſubje& to Texcuco, being the 
neareſt to the Lake, whence they drew Ditches, 
Trenches, and other Works to do miſchief with the 
more Safety.

Cortes being inform'd, that the two Towns ſubject 
to Texcuco near the Lake had fortify'd themfelves, he 
march'd with e Ive Horſe, wo hundred Spaniſh Foot, 
two Pieces of Cannon, and ſome Tia/callans. - Having 
_ advanc'd a League and an half, not far from the afore- 
- faid Towns; he found Parties going out upon Diſco- 
very, took ſome of them, came to the Towns, at- 
tack' d their Works, beat them down, and burnt many 
Houſes. The Inhabitants fled, leaving many dead be- 
hind them. The next Day, three of the Prime Men 
came to beg Pardon, promiſiig to ſerve Corres. who 
forgave them on Account of their being Don Ferdi- 
nand's Subjects, as alſo becauſe beſides his being natu- 
Tally of a mild Diſpoſition, he thought it convenient 
ſo to do in this War. The next Day after, ſome In- 
dians of the ſame Towns came to him wounded, ſay- 
ing, the'Mexicars were got imo their Towns, and had 
turn' d chem out, and that they fear d they would re- 
turn, therefore pray ing for Relief. He caus d them . 
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kill d and taken the three hundred Taſcallars, five Horſe 
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be dreſs, and order d they ſhould give him Notice 
when there was occaſion,” The People of Chalcs like- | 


_ wiſe defir'd Aſſiſtance, which he ſaid they ſhould. 


have, when he ſent for the Brigantines, for he could 
not ſooner; but Embaſſadors arriving at the ſame time 
from Guaxocingo, Chulula, and Guchachula, to know 
how he did, and whether he had occaſion for more 
Men, becauſe they had not heard from him, ſince he 
departed their Provinces, he gave them in Charge to 
ſt ſt the People of Chalco, who were Subjects of the 
Crown of Spain, as they were themſelves, without re- 
rding their former Animoſities; which they pro- 
mis d to do, and from that Time forward they were

Theſe Men ſer forward immediately; and 
came ip Safety to Tezcxco, being à conſiderable Rein- 
ſorcement to Cortes, who preſo d the firting out of the 
Brigantines. That Place being half a League from the 
Lake, and upon a. Brook that had very Fitrle Water, 
eight thouſand Indians (as Martin Lex writ) dug a 
Trench along it fo wide, that it could hold all the 
Brigantines, and at certain Diſtances they made Dams, 
to be able to convey them, with Engines to paſs them 
= thoſe bem When ayes were Call e 


there aroſe ſuch a Tempeſt of Wind and Rain, that 


without immediate Help they had been daſh'd in Pie- 
ces one againſt another. Where the laſt Dam ſhould 
be, they met with Stone, fyet with Pick-axes and Crows 
they made a ſhelving Way, for the Brigantines, when 
the Flaſh of Water came to run down with much Pre- 
cipitation into the Lake. The Morning that they 
were to be launch'd into the Lake was kept with much 
Devotion, and when the Signal was given, the Brigans 
tines all ran ſafe into the Lake, where they ler fly 
their Colours, the Muſick play'd, the Guns were 
fir'd, and both the Spaniſh and Indian Forces anſwer'd 
them. Then 7e Deum was ſung for the happy Suc- 
ceſs; and indeed it was wonderful that thirteen ſuch 
Veſſels ſhould be built in a Country where no Neceſſa- 
ries for them could be found, ys on Mens Shoul- 
ders twenty Leagues, and ſo ſucceſsſully finiſh'd. 


When that Work Cortes had been ſo intent upon was : 


brought to Perfection, he ſent Alonſo de Ojeda with 
five thouſand T laſcallazs to Villa Rica, to bring away 


the Pieces of heavy Cannon, that had been leſt there 


by a Ship from Jamaica. Ojeda had ſeveral Skirmiſhes 
with the Enemy in his way to Villa Rica, and arriving 
there, diſmounted the Guns, laid them on Biers, and the 
Carriages on others, each carry d by twenty Indians, 


who were frequently reliev'd. He alſo took ſome 
Barrels of Pilchards for the Army, which had never 


its fill of Proviſions ; and had many Rencounters by 


him encumber'd with the Burthens; but the Taſcal- 
lun fought bravely. As ſoon as he got into the Ter- 


ritories of Tlaſcala, he was every Where met on the

ty, reſted one Day, and was furniſh'd with freſh 
Forces, and Men to carry, the Burdens, thoſe he had 
brought being tir d.

Thence proceeded to Eſcappzalco; on the Lake, 
as well as the laſt, and but a League from Meiro. 
Being come to Taruba, Cortes found it full of Men, 
and fortify'd with broader and deeper Frenches than 
other Places; but notwithſtanding the Deſence made 
by the Inhabitants, the Place was enter d, and ſome of 
them kill d. when Night coming on he refolv'd to 
take up his Quarters in that City, keeping a ſtrict 

Guard. The next Day the Tlaſcallans plunder'd T. 

tuba, and burnt oy Houfes, and Cortes ſtaying there 
fix Days, to inſult the Mexicans, many Skirmifhes hap» 
ned with them, in which the 7laſtallar always fipna 
liz'd themſetves, and generally came off viforious. 
There were many Challenges, ſometimes Man to Mari 
ſometimes two to two, or four to four, and it is worth 
obſerving how deſperately they fought, and how 
they revil'd one another; for whetr' once engip'd, 
they muft either conquer, or dye. Cortes having or- 
der'd Ojeda to take the Gold from the Tlaſcalunt, and 
kave them be pee elſe they got in the Plunder, 
many thouſands of them wert away, whereupon that 
was no more practis d for the future. The People of 
Chalco came again to beg Aid, the Mexicam intendin 

to deftroy them, becauſe they furnĩſfid Corres wit 

Proviſions, and he having need of them, ſent Sams- 
val with three hundred Spauiſh Foot, and twenty . 
He being join d by ſome Forces from Guuxotingo, atid 
Guarathnlg, advane d to Onaſtepege, where the AM 
ca; Garriſons came out to meet him, but were foon 
routed. The Tlaſtalhens fell to plundering 6f the 
Town, where much Cotton Cloth was made, arid the- 
the Enemy refurt'd arid gave a freſh Charge, they 
were again put to Flight, and purſa'd for rhe Space of 

a League. They advatic'd next to CH x _ 
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ſeated on an Eminence, very difficult of Acceſs, ſo 
that the Inhabitants throwing. abundance of Stones, 
the Horſes could not mount, nor durſt the Tlaſcal- 
lans come near. Sandoval and Tapia ſaying, it was a 
Shame that any Place ſhould be thought too ſtrong 
for the Spaniards, began firſt to climb, and were fol- 
low'd by many Soldiers, ſeveral of whom were wound- 
ed, and then the Confederate Indians ſeeing them gain 
Ground ran on to the Attack. Many of the Deſen- 
dants were kill'd, and ſo many of thoſe that fled out 


at the other ſide of the Town, fell down Headlong, 


that a little River there was ſo bloody, that the Men 
tho”. thirſty, could not drink for a conſiderable Time. 
Sandoval having fatisfy'd the People of Chalco, return'd 
to Tezcuco, and was no ſooner there than Meſſengers 
came to acquaint him that the Mexicaus attack d them 
with greater Fury than before. Sandoval, went back, 
had another Battle, and drove the Meæxicaus into the 
Lake, took forty Priſoners, whom he carry'd to Ter- 
cieco, and Cortes gave them their Liberty, as he did 
by all others he took, hoping to put an end to that 
War without more Bloodſhed. ec. 
THE. Road to Vera Cruz was now ſaſer, ſo that 
more frequent Intelligence was receiv'd from thence, 
and a Meſſenger who came with ſome Croſs-bows 
and Muskets, brought advice that more Ships were ar- 
riv'd there with Men. On Eaſter Eve the Inhabi- 
rants of Chalco again ſent for Aid, and Corres told 
them, he would go in Perſon. When ready to ſet 
out, Embaſſadors came from the Provinces of Tacapan, 
Maxcalcingo and Autlan, bringing great Preſents; pray- 
ing to be .receiv'd into Favour, and offering to be- 
come Subjects to the great Lord of the Chriſtians. 
Cortes receiv d and diſmiſs d them favourably, laying; 
he was going to aſſiſt the Chalcotecans, and would do 
- the. like by them, when they ſhould have occaſion. 
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| three hundred Spaniſh Foot, thirty Horſe, and twenty 
thouſand Tlaſcallars and 'Tezcnucans, leaving Sandoval 
to command the other Forces, bur before he arrivid> 
at Chalco, forty thouſand Confederates had join'd him. 
He made a ſhort ſtay there, ſaying, he would take a 
view of the Lake, and by the way was told, that the 
Mexitans waited for him in the Field. He lay that 
Night in a Town I to Chalco, ordering all 
the Army to be in a"Readineſs at break of Day. 
Setting out in the Morning, after Maſs, about two 
in the nd rey paſs'd between very ſteep Moun- 


tains, and there qn a fort of a Rock ſpy d abundance 
of Women, Children, and arm'd Men, who ſhouted 
at him. To paſs by them without taking notice, 
would look like Cowardice, and to attack them in that 
ſtrong Place, ſeem'd a Raſhneſs, however he reſolv'd, 
rather than leave an Enemy in the Rear to give the Aſ- 
ſult in three ſeveral Places at once, under the Command 
of the Enſign Chriſtopher de Corral, the Captains, Francis 
Verdugo, and John Rodriguez, and Peter de Irxio, and 
Andrew de Monjarraz, Aer tha to fall on at the 
ſame Time, upon a Signal given. They gain'd two 
thirds of the Rock, but could not advance any further, 
becauſe thoſe above were continually ſupply*d from their 
Army in the Field, and caſting down Stones wounded 
twenty Spaniards, and kill'd two, fo that the reſt were 
oblig' d to retire, till the Forces that kept the Field, and 
ſupply'd them, being routed, they ſubmitted and beg- 
ged Pardon, offering to prevail with others, who de- 
fended another Rock to do the ſame. Cortes having ſuc- 
ceeded in thoſe two Enterprizes, which gairꝰd him much 
Reputation, advanc'd to Gaſtepeque, took up his Quar- 
ters in a Houſe of that Lord, which ſtood in an Or- 
chard, that was two Leagues in Compaſs, through the 
midſt whereof ran a River, the Banks of it were co- 
ver d with Trees, and Houſes at certain di ſtances, with” 
Gardens, of variety of Fruit and Flowers. There was

The Inhabitants ng 
the Peace offer'd them, the Snauiardi attack d the firlt 
Trench, and carry'd it in half an Hour; then purſu- 
ing their Victory, 27 $'d a large Cut of Water, 
A thamtner-o belt he. Clam. 
the Fight continuing with great Cries, ſome ſayings 
Kill, and others ſuing for Peace; but this being known 
to be a Slight, to gain Time to fave their Goods, uſe- 
leſs People, and expect Succours, no notice was taken 
of them. Two. Spaziards were killd, becauſe they 
went aſide to plunder. The Indians fell upon the 
Backs of the Spaniards. the ſame Way they came in; 
but Cortes turn'd with a few Horſemen, and routed 
Swords and Targets. Cartes's Horſe being quite tir'd, 
hy down, and he fought deſperately a-foot, ſurround» 
0 by a Number of Enemies who rally d upon fome 
Relief coming to them. A. Taſcallan with his Sword, 
and Target came to his Aſſiſtance and ſaid, Fear not, 
lam a Tlaſcallan. They fought a while, beat off their 
Enemies, the Tlaſcallan help d him to get up his Horſe 
that had breath'd a little, he look'd upon the Indian, 
thought him very brave, and well ſhap'd ; other Indi- 
a and Spaniardt came in and quite drove away the 
Enemy. The Men being drawn together lay that 
Night in the City 3 Guard. The next 
Day Gertes look d out for the. Indus that had refeu'd 
Quauimos, the new -King of Mexico being inform'd 
that Cortes bad taken Suchimiſco, made a Speech to his 
Nobility, to encourage them to recover that Place, 
nd defend their Country to the utmoſt. According · 
above twelve thouſand, Men imbaxkł d on two thou- 
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Lind, without diſplaying their Colours, or ſoundin 
their Martial Muſick, for the more Secrecy. Corres 
having receiv'd Advice of it by his Spies, went up to 
the top of a Tower to take a view of them, drew 
up his Men in three Bodies, and the Enemy drew near 
both by Land and Water, at the fame Time. They 
had many of the Swords they had before taken of the 
Spaniards in their City, and advanc'd, crying, Mexico, 
Mexico. Cortes order d five hundred Tlaſcallans, and 
twenty of his Horſemen to break through the Enemy, 


and get up a Hill that was hard by, and to charge a- 
gain when he directed them. They did fo, with 


much Bravery and Succeſs, and the Spaniards falling 
on in the other Parts, the Battle grew very hot. 
Then Cortes order'd the Tlaſcallans and Horſemen on 
the Hill to fall in upon the Enemy's Rear. The Horſe 
did much Execution, but one Body coming on as 
ſoon as another was broken, three Days were taken up 
in the Action before a compleat Victory could be ob- 
rain'd,' by which ſeveral Spaziſh Swords were reco- 


ver d. The Town, though conſiſting of very good 


Buildings, was burnt, and the Enemy cloſe purſu d as 
far as Cupoacan, two Leagues from Suchimilco. Cortes 
then went about to view the ſeveral] Cauſways, in or- 
der to lay Siege ro Mexico, thoſe People boldly ven- 
turing out to Attack his Baggage, but great Numbers 
of them were kill'd, and the 7 laſcallaus got a conſide- 
rable Booty by them. In ſhort, after a long and trou- 
bleſome March, he return'd to Texcuco. There he 
muſter'd his Spaniards, and found nine hundred Foot 


and eighty- ſix Horſe, and among the Foot one hun- 


dred and eighteen Croſs-bow Men and Musketeers; 
the reſt being Pike and Target Men, with ſome Coats 
of Mail and Cotton Armour; three large Pieces of 
Iron Cannon, fifteen ſmall ones of Braſs, ten hundred 
Weight of Powder, and Store of Ball. He compleat- 

ed the fitting of the Brigantines, putting one Gun 
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into each of them, nominated all the Commanders, 
and publiſh'd Ordinances, | which being ſtrictly ob- 
ſery'd, contributed much to his good Succeſs. Alonſi 
de Ojeda was ſent to adjuſt the Difference there was be- 
tween the Inhabitants: of Chulula, and thoſe of Tope= 
yanco, about their Borders, after which. he was to pro- 
ceed to Tlaſcala to bring away the Forces of that Re- 
publick ; giving them Warning, that unleſs they care 
in ten Days, the War would be carry'd on without 
them, and they would loſe their great Share of the 
Booty. Ojeda accordingly ſpoke to the Lords of Tlaſ- 
cala; who return d him a favourable Anſwer; but the 
Forces not being ſo ready as he expected, he march'd 
away to Gualipa, with four thouſand Men, who * 
the next Morning were increasꝰd to thirty thouſand 
and the next Day to near two hundred thouſand, 
all counted by Xigmipiles of the Cacao Berries, by which 
they: keep their reckning. . | 


S . 


W 1TH this Force Ojeda march'd to Tes cuco, Cortes 
came out to meet them, embrac d all the Prime Men. 
That City, though ſo large, could not contain all the 
Multitude, who were very gay, well arm d, and ea- 
ger to Fight, as they afterwards made it appear. Cortes 
made a Speech to his Spaniards, and. another to the 
Chiefs of the Indians, who all anſwer d him to his 
Hearts content, ſhowing their Alacrity and Readi- 
neſs to follow him. On Eaſter Monday he made the 
Diſtribution of his Forces; after this manner. He re- 
ſerv'd to himſelf three hundred Men, with which he 
was to ſerve aboard the Brigantines; Peter de Alvarado 
had thirty Horſe, and one hundred and fifty Foot 
with Swords and Targets, eighteen Croſs-bow Men 
and Musketeers, two Pieces of Cannon, and above 
thirty thouſand Tlaſcellans, to take his Poſt at Tacuba. 
Chriſtopher de Olid had. thirty-three Horſe, eighteen 
Croſs-bows and Musketeers, one hundred and ſixty 
other Foot, two Pieces of Cannon, and near thir- 
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ty thouſind Tlaſcallans, to take Poſt at Gipbarar. 
Gongals de Sandoval had thirty-three Horſe, four 
Musketeers, thirteen Crofs-bows, fifteen Foot with 
Swords and Targets, and all the Pndians of Uuuxb- 
_  ringo, Qhululs, and Chalce, being about forty thous ' 
| find, who were to deftroy the City of T&rapalipu, 
_ . and rake Poſt as ſhould be thought moſt conveniem, 
+ after joining the Garriſon of C and adyanci 
long one of the Cauſways on the Lake, being affiſte 
by the Brigantines, to the End that Corres then ad. 
vancing with them, Sundeva might the better take his 
Quarters where he thought fit. Martin Lope, a bold 
and diſcreet Man, was with the Brigantines, with Men 
us d to the Sea, each Veſſel carrying twenty-five Sa. 
miarali, and fix Croſs- bow Men and Musketeers. A. 
varado and Ola march'd out from Tizeuco on the 2 2d 
of May, to take their Poſts, and coming to Taba, 
found it abandon'd, quarter'd in the Lord's Houſe, 
and though it was late, the Tlaſcallars would take a 
view of Azexico, and fought three Hours with thoſe 
People. The next Day the Commanders cut off the 
Aqueduct that convey'd Water to the City, which 
was a very great Loſs to it, and rhe ſame 54 they 
caus'd the Ways about the Lake to be repair d, that 
the Horſe might with more eaſe haſte from one Place 
to another. Having ſpent four Days in gaining ſome 
Trenches and ſtrong Paſſes, Old went away to Cihus- 
gau. We will now leave Mexico for a white, to take 
Notice of what was doing in other Parts, and then re: 
urn to the Siege. pos Sm 
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Fire, that though at firſt he had order'd that they 
ſhould not be hurt, not being able to endure it an 

longer, he caus'd the great Guns to be fir'd, which 
kilYd ſome, and Ix they came again to Barter what 


they had for ſuch Things as they lik d aboard the 
Ships. One Afternoon, as they were cruizing by one 


of thoſe Iflands, the Indians looſned the Skiff that was 


at the Commander's Stern, and carry d it away. The 
next Morning he ſent two Boats with ninety arm'd 
Men, to a Place at the Foot of a Mountain, whither 
they had carry'd the Skiff. The Indians ran up the 
Hill, and threw ſo. many Stones as if it had. hail'd, 
bur as ſoon as the Muskers were fir'd they fled,. then 
the Spaniards enter d the Towns ſer Fire to it, kiltd 
all they found there, and catry'd off the Proviſions. 
The Indians ſuppoſing that to be done for the Skiff, 
turn d it out to Sea, which Magellan ſecur'd, water'd, 
and divided the Refreſhments, many of the Men be- 
ing Sick for Want. The next Day he fail'd from 
thoſe Iſlands, which he call'd de las Yelas Latinas, that 
is, of the Shoulder of Mutton Sails, advanc'd three 
hundred Leagues Weſtward, and diſcover d many I- 
ſlands, where there was Plenty of Proviſions, and they 
underſtood the Language of an Indian 28 had 


with him. Paſſing through them they anchor'd at a 


ſmall Iſland, call d Aar. qua, near a little Town. The 
King ſent a Canoe with ten Men, to know who th 

were, and what they wanted, and becauſe the Inter- 
preter underſtood them, Magellan anſwer d, that they 
were Subjects of the King of Span, who would con- 
clude a Peace with him, and trade, defiring to be ſup- 
ply'd with Proviſions, and they would pay for them. 
The King anſwer d, he had not rough fer ſo many 
Men, but would part what he had with them. They 
carry d aboard the Ships four Swine, three Goats, and 
ſome Rice, and that being Eaſter Sunday, Magellan or- 
der all the People to go aftiore to hear Maſh, and 3 
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preat Croſs to be ſer up on an high Hill, to the Intent 
that if other Ships bapned to come thither, they might 
ſee that. Chriſtians had been there before. Magelas 
»k'd the King, whether there was any Place, where he 

might be furniſh'd w ith Proviſi 10ns., He anſwer'd, 
5 there was a great Ind, twenty Leagues, of, the 
King whereof was, his Relation, and would ſupply | 
him with as much as he.requir'd, and being deſir d to 
ſe nd Pilots to ſhow the Way, he pr e to £2 him 
ſelf.

who with much Aſtoniſhment gaz d on vg Ships. ha- 
ving never ſeen any before.

laus purſu'd the Enemy, took and kill'd many, and 
many threw themſelves off the Cauſway, on that Side 
where the Brigantines were not.

were all fled into their City, Cortes landing with thir- 
ty Men, by Force made himſelf Maſter of certain I- 
dol Towers that were within Incloſures of Stone Walls,

to paſs, which ſecur d the Cauſway, and gave Chace 
to the Canoes, burning ſome Houſes in the City. 


Sandoval advancing along this Cauſway, burnt the ht- 
tle City of Guyoacax, and finding the Cauſway there 
broken, with the Aſſiſtance of two Brigantines, laid 
a Bridge over it. There Sandoval finding Cortes 
engag d went to his Aſſiſtance, and was ſtruck through 
the Foot with one of the Darts hardened at the Fire, 


which the [adiavs threw. The Action continu'd here 


ſx Days, with very little Intermiſſion, the Brigan- 
tines burning the Houſes of rhe City in ſeveral Parts, 


and found a Paſſage to go round, and penetrate into 


it, which kept the Canoes at a great diſtance from 
the Beſiegers, whereas before their numbers were ter- 
rible. Alvarado having acquainted Cortes, that the 
Mexicans had a Communication with :the Continent 
by two Cauſways, he ſent Olid, though wounded, 
and others to ſecure thoſe Paſſes, by which means 
the City was quite enclos'd Cortes then march'd 
himſelf a-foot at the head of his Men, and gain'd an 
Intrenchment the Enemy had made behind a Breach 
on the Cauſway. Thence he proceeded to the En- 
trance into the City, where was a ſtrong Idol Tow- 
er, and at the Foot of it a great Bridge drawn up, 
with a ſtrong work behind it, a great Stream of Wa-

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before, though this was contrary to their Cuſtom, and 
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and the Violence of the Water ſtopp'd the Spaniards,

caft themſelves into the Water, and got over, though 
loder| with their Cotton Armour, Which Boldneſs of 
theirs made the Mexicans-quit their Poſt, and the Tops 
of the Houſes. The Breach of the Bridge was ſoon 
fill'd up, the Forces paſs'd, and purſu'd thoſe that fled 
to another Bridge that was not drawn up, nor forti- 
ſy'd, near one of the great Markers in the City, the 
Inhabitants having left it ſo, as not believing that the 
Beſiegers could ever come thither. Being thus come 
upon the firm Land, Cortes order d the Cannon to Fire 
into that Market, where every Shot made a dreadful 


Slaughter, the Mexicans being there as thick- as ey 1

could ſtand. However the Spaniards thought not 
to enter into that Square, till Cortes telling them, it 
was not Time to be weary, or faint-hearted, taking a

of the Spaniards, and their Confederates, retir'd into 
the Incloſure of the Temple, being a Stone Wall, as

The Fight began immediately very 
hot, the Brigantines doing good Service, and the Ar. 
tillery making great Slaughter; by which means they 
a advanc'd to a Square, or Market Place, where t 
halted till all the Gaps in the Cauſway they had left 
behind were filkd up.

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from the flat Rooks of their Houſes, whereupon the 
General of Tertuto told Cortes, that all he did w would 
avail little, unleſs he deſtroy d them; which Advice 
he approv'd of, and accordingly order the great Pa- 
laces in that Square to be fir'd, and Morezwma's Bird 
Houſe, a very beautiful Structure was then burnt, be- 
ſides many others. In the Evening Cortes commanded 
the Forces to retire, when the Mexican charg'd them 
with incredible Fury, being inrag'd at the burrſing of 
their fine Houſes, the Slaughter of ſo many of their 


People, to ſee the Oromies, and thoſe of Chalco and du. 


chimilco. Whom they look d upon as their Slaves, figh 
againſt them, and the Tlaſcallan ſhowing th 
the Arms and Legs of their dead, which they wont 
eat for Supper that Night, as they did. The next 
Day the Fight was renewed, and they retreated again

Then his Indians ad- 
vanc'd, whilſt he halted to ſupport ſome Spaniards 
that were ſtill engag' d, and to ſecure the Rear. Al- 
drete ſent. him word that he was near the Market, for 
he beard the Shouts of thoſe that oppos d Sandoval and 
Alvarado, and therefore would advance-into the faid 
Marker. Cortes anſwer d, that he ſhould not advance 
any further without ſecuring the Bridge, and Trenches 
behind him, for his: fafety in caſe — a Retreat. Al. 
drete reply d, that they were well fill'd, and if he 
would be fatisſy'd he might go fee. Notwithſtanding 
all this having gain'd a great Bridge, his Men thiol 
ing they had ſtopp'd it with Timber, Reeds, and 
Earth, and ruſhing forward with the Joy of their 
Succeſs, without regarding whether all was fafe behind, 

the Mexicaus, who: obſerv'd their neglect, charg'd a- 
gain, and made them retire, Cortes came up, when 
they were flying, and all he ſaid could not ſtop them. 
The Indians and Spaniards run upon the Bridge, which 
ſunk under tbem. The Aexicans leap'd into the Water 
killing thoſe that fell, whilſt a Multitude of Canoes took 
ſuch as would haye eſcap d, and carry d them off. In this 
Conſuſion, Cortes, who had only fifreen Spaniards wit 
him, was beſet by à vaſt number of the Enemy coming 
over in Canoes, who preſſing on, laid hold of him, 
crying.

He then rl- 
ly'd his Men, made his Way to the Street of Tlepocan, 
Which is wider, though with much Difficulty, by 
Reaſon of the Narrow uneſs of a little Cauſway there 
was between them, where the Men hinder'd one ano- 
ther, and two Mares fell into the Water, one of which 
was kill'd, and the other ſav d. At this time Aldrete 
(racking a Trench, three Heads of Spaniards were 
thrown down to him out of a Window, telling him 
they would do ſo by all the reſt, unleſs they rais d the 
Siege, whereupon he retir'd- with much Difficulty, 
Alvarado and Sandoval were then engag'd on the North 
Side in a Street that leads from Tacuba to the T latelulco, 
or great Market, and being much moleſted by the Ca- 
noes, they paſs d one of the Brigantines over a Breach 
in the Cauſway, that was almoſt fill'd up, the Multi- 
tude of their Confederate Iudiams performing that Ser- 
vice. They fought on almoſt to the Market ſucceſ- 
fully, without loſing any one Spaniard. There they

Port the latrer, which Tapia effectually perform'd, rout- 

ing their Enemies in open Field, and returning to his 
General without any Loſs. The Oromies likewiſe com- 
plaining that they were moleſted by the Matalæin- 
gans, on the ſame Account, Sandoval march'd thi- 
ther, they fled, he burnt their Town, and by the In- 
terpoſition of a neighbouring Lord concluded a Peace 
with them, and thoſe of Malinalco, both which Places 
did good Service afterwards, and furniſn'd Proviſions, 
which was very grievous to the Mexicans, who ex- 
peed Aid from thence. The fame Day that Sandoval 
teturn d from this Expedition, the Mexicans offer'd

out, as the Interpreters ſaid, Does any one of you 
Chriftian Dogs dare to Fight me Hand to Hand ; if 
any one does, let him come, here I ſtand, and with 
this Sword will kill you all one after another. Many 
would have gone, but Ferdinand de Ofma got the ſtart 
of them, receiv'd ſuch a Cut of the Sword, that it 
chve his Target, and at the ſame Time made a home 
Paſs and run the Indian through the Body, who im- 
mediately dy d. Oſina took Fs Sword and Plume, 
other Indians fell upon him, and he muſt have been 
loſt had not Relief been ſent him. However he 
brought away his Trophies, and offer'd them to Cortes, 
who took, and then reftor'd them to him, ſaying, No 
Man was more worthy of them than a and ever 
after did him much Honour. 
Tux more the Mexicans were ſtreightnech, the 
more obſtinate and inrag'd they grew, in ſo much 
that all the old Women ſwept the Duſt and Dirt off 
the Tops of the Houſes on the Spariards to blind them,

as they heard their Fathers. Thoſe. People took parti- 
cular Notice of Roderick de Caſtaneda, who was one of 
thoſe that beſt learnt the Mexican Language, much re- 
ſembled Xicorencatl in his lofty Mein, and wore a top- 
ping Plume of Feathers, like the Indian.

The faid Norzes having 
then receiv d ſeven Wounds, and one of them mortal, 
went to relieve another, and dropp'd.into the Water, 
and being a great Swimmer, made his Eſcape from a- 
bundance of Canoes by diving. Andrew Nunez, ano- 
ther Soldier, with his Brigantine, reliev'd two. others 
that were in Danger, and fay'd the Lives of ſome Spa- 
mardi, and when the Captain of the Brigantine,' who 
had been aſhore rerurn'd, he would not receive him, 
alledging, that he had forfeited his Right to the Come 
mand. by not being in the Danger; that he having 
ſavd the Brigantine, was Captain. Corres being in- 
form d of it faid he was in the Right; and though In- 
terceſſion was made to reſtore the Captain, would not 
do it, declaring he was oblig d to do Juſtice to all 
Men. The ſame Audreu Nunez. in another Engage- 
ment with his Brigantine defeated above three thou - 
ſand Indians, and contributed much towards the ſpeedy 
taking of the City.

away, who crowding one upon another 
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Holguin leap into it, and other Spariards after him, 
took King Quautimoc, Guacoxin Lord of Tacuba, and 
other Noblemen, and carry d them over to the Bri- 
gantine, treating the King very courteouſſy, and with 
much joy carry d them away to the Terraſs, where 
Cortes then was, who receiv'd that Prince in reſpect- 
ful manner, and made him ſit down by his Side. 
Quautimoc then very gravely ſaid, „ He had done all 
« he was able in Defence of his People, that if the 
“ Gods had not favour'd him, it was none of his 
Fault; that he was his Priſoner, and he might diſpoſe 
« of him as he pleas d.? Then laying his Hand on 
Cortes Dagger, he added, He might kill him, and 
« he would go to his Gods with much Satisfaction, 
« dying by the Hand of ſo brave a Commander. 
Cortes anſwer d. That Fortune had ſo order'd it, 
that he would pay him as much Reſpect as if he 
* had been Victorious, and therefore deſir d him to 
c chear up, for he had rather have him alive than 
« dead. Then he intreated him to command his 
Men to ſurrender, to avoid the Effuſion of ſo much 
Blood, which he was averſe to. Quautimoc did fo, 
and they all ſubmitted in a Moment, being about thir- 
ty thouſand, but ſo ſpent that they could make little 
Uſe of their Weapons. Thus ended the War, and 
the great Mexican Empire, on Tweſday the 13th of 
Auguſt, being the Feaſt of St. Hippoliews, in Comme - 
moration whereof there is Yearly on that Day a ſolemn 
Thankſgiving, and a Proceſſion, in which the Stand- 
ard of the Army is carry'd. The Siege laſted three 
Months from the firſt, but only eighty Days cloſe a- 
bour the City, during which Time there were ſixty 
hot Engagements, Corres had there two hundred thou- 
ſand Confederate Indians, nine hundred Spaniſh Foot, 
eighty Horſe, ſeventeen Pieces of ſmall Cannon, thir- 
teen Brigantines, and fix thouſand Canoes. There 
vere ſlain above fiſty Spaniardi, fix Horſes, and na 
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great Number of Confederate Indians ;. and of the 
Mexicans. one hundred thouſand, though ſome fay 
more, among whom many of the Nobility ; beſides 
thoſe that dy'd of Famine and Plague, for they had 
little to eat and drank but ſalt Water, lay among the 
Dead, and were in a continual Stench, which occaſi- 
on'd the Peſtilence that carry?d off very many, whilſt 
they perſiſted in their Obſtinacy, eating the very 
Barks of Trees. They kept the Dead in the Houſes, 
that the Enemy might not ſee them, and did not eat 
them becauſe it was not their Cuſtom to feed upon 
one another. The Women attended the Sick, dreſsd 
the Wounded, made Slings, fitted Stones for them, 
and caſt them from the Tops of the Houſes. When 
the City was phunder'd, the Spaniards took the Gold, 
Silver, and Feather Works, and the Indians had the 
Cloathing, and other Booty, being of an immenſe Va- 
| lue. Cortes orderd great Fires to be made in the Streets 
for Joy, and to purge the Air, becauſe of the Stench, 
as alſo to be upon Guard all Night, and to bury the 
Dead. He caus'd ſome Men and Women to be brand- 
ed, and all the reſt to be ſet at Liberty; the Brigan- 
tines to be drawn upon Land, and appointed Captain 
John Nodriguer de Villgfnerte, with eighty Spaniards, 
to guard them and the City. Four Days after, ha- 
ving return'd Thanks to God, for his great Con- 
queſt, deſigning to ſettle the Affairs of Religion as be- 
came a true Son of the Church, he march'd away the 
Amy to Cupbanan, a League and a half from Mexico, 
at. the end of the Cauſway,' on the Continent, where 
he alſo gave Thanks to the Confederates that had al- 
ſiſted him, and difmiſs'd them, promiſing to gratify 
and maintain them in Juſtice, and Liberty, and to call 
them if any War hapned. Thus they went away rich 
nnd well pleas d at the Deſtruction of | dexito, eſpe · 
cally the. Naſcallam, to whale Commanders and o- 
thers that had ſigwalz.d themſelves. he ne 
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Arms, curious Garments, and other Things of the 
Booty, with which they were well pleas'd and defi- 
rous to ſerve him.

| extraordinary Actions of Cortes, and Particulars rela- 


ting to thoſe Nations, we will briefly mention what 


hapned this Year 1521, in the Province of Cumana, 


on the Coaſt of South America. F. Bartholomew de las 
Caſas, whom we before left in Hiſpaniola ſolliciting the 
Execution of the Orders he had brought from the 
Court of Spain, met with much Oppoſition by rea- 


ſon his Project was like to prove diſadvantageous to 


thoſe who regarded nothing but their own Intereſt in 


e Gold, and making Slaves of the Indians a- 
long the Coaſt of Cumana, where he was to make a 
peaceable and religious Settlement. At length, he threat- 


ning to complain to the King of their Diſobedience, 


the Council of the Iſland enter d into Partnerſſip 
with him, and agreed he ſhould have the Ships ſent 
into that Province under Gonzalo de Ocampo, with one 

hundred and twenty Men in pay. Accordingly he 
arriy'd on the Coaſt of Cumana at the new Colony 
call d Toledo, founded there by the ſaid de Ocampo, 


| Where he found thoſe Spaniards very uneaſy, becauſe 


the Natives were all fled up the Country, and there- 
fore moſt of thoſe. new Planters went away to 1 
niola, leaving F. Caſas there, with only a very fe 


that thought fit to ſtay. There was a Monaſtery of 


Franciſcans, under F. John Garceto, who had a very 


good Orchard, on the Bank of the River Cumana, and 


there F. Caſas built a Warehouſe for his Goods and 
Proviſions. He ſignify d to the Indiant, that he was 
come by Order of the new King of Spain to ſettle, to 


trade, and to take care that they ſhould not be miſ- 


THT us'd. 
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u9d. The Spaniards that were in the Iſland of Cuba. 
gwa did all they could to obſtruct his Settlement, be. 
cCuauſe it was againſt their Intereſt, and he not being 
able to curb them, went away to .Hypariola for freſh 
Powers. As ſoon as he was gone, moſt of thoſe Men 
he had left there, contrary to his expreſs Orders, went 
away to Trade along the Coaſt. The Judians laying 
hold of this Opportunity, attack d the Monaſtery, 
and burnt it, the Friers and others that were in it, 
with much Difficulty making their Eſcape to the 
Salt Pits, down the River, where ſome Ships were 
lading, which receiv'd them aboard, ſo that only three 
Men and a Lay-Brother were kill'd. That ſmall Co- 
lony being thus deſtroy d, the Spaniards at Cubagua, 
who had been the Occaſion of it, fearing the Indium 
would come over to them, abandon'd that Iſland, and 
went away to Hiſpaziola, leaving all they had behind 
them. . Thus their Covetouſneſs prov'd their Ruin. 
F. Caſas, aſter a moſt tedious: Voyage, landed in Hiſ- 

paniola, and made his Way to the City of Santo Do- 
mingo, where he became a Dominican Frier, and this is 
the true Account of him, who was afterwards Biſhop 
of Chiapa, of whom Gonzalo Fernandez. de Oviedo and 
Francis de Gomara have not given ſo juſt a Relation as 
they ought to have done, which the ſaid Biſhop ſome- 
times reſented. .

Theſe Mut- 
terings, and the apprehenſion leſt thay omg produce 
ſome Mutiny, that might occaſion the loſing all that 
had been gain d, mov'd Cortes to conſider on ſame 
Means to fatisfy his Soldiers; beſides that on the other 
Hand he was preſs d by the King's Officers, who think- 
ing they did the King good Service, too boldly impor- 
tun'd him to enquire into that Affair. At length, by 
the Advice of many. it was reſoly d that Quauiimoc, and 
2 Gentleman of his Family ſhould. be put upon the 
Rack, tho” Corres conſtantly oppos'd it, declaring, they 
ought not to provoke God, who had given them fo great 
a Victory, The Gentleman dy'd on the Rack, with- 
out making any Diſcovery, either becauſe he knew 
nothing, or for that the Indians were wont to keep 
the Secrets of their Sovereigns inviolably; and when 
dying, he look'd earneſtly upon Quautimoc, which oc- 
caſion d various Speculations, ſome judging he did it, 
that the other might pity him, and grant Leave to 
diſcover the Secret; but he on the contrary re- 
proachd him, calling him a tender, mean ſpirit- 
ted Man, and ſaying, he was not then himſelf at Eaſe. 
Cortes then with Authority, and Indignation orderd 
Quautimoc to be taken from the Rack, looking upon 
it as an Inhumanity to treat a King after that manner, 
and excus d himſelf of what had been done, alledging, 
That Julian ds Aldrete, the King's Treaſurer, impu- 
duently requir d him to conſent to the racking of Q- 
conc, charging him with having — Toaikare 
the ſaid Alarere being a Servant to Fohs Rodriguez de 
Forſtsa, Biſhop: of Burgos, Preſident of the Council 
of the /ndies, whom Cortes look d upon as his Enemy.

crifices any longer; and when they would have made 
them in the Place where the Stone was, another Voice ſaid, 
I have Already told you it is not the Crearor's Will 
that it mould be done, aud that you may believe me, 

I will ſuffer my ſelf to be mov d aw hile, after which 
you will not be able to ſtir me any more; and ſo it 
 prov'd, and after many Prayers it was carry d to the 
Entrance of Aferict, Where it fell into 2 Cut « 
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ly in the ſame Place from, whence they had firſt: re. 


.mov'd it. At the ſame time there appear'd in the Sk 

a Pyraraidal, Flame of Fire, which alcended from Mid. 
night till Sun-riſing, when it came into the South, and 
then l which a many Days, and when 
it appear d, the People gave great Cries, looking upon 
it as a Preſage of ſome notable Calamity, 4 


ways very ſuperſtitious that Way. A Comet was ſeen 
in broad Day, which ran from Weſt to Eaſt, caſting 


our Abundance of Sparks of Fire, had a long Tail, 
and as it were three Heads. The Lake of Mexico 
next to Texcuco, began to bubble, without any vi- 


. ible Cauſe, ſwelling up, and many Structures that 


were on it fell down. At the ſame Time great Cries 


were heard, as it were of a Woman in Anguiſh, ſome- 
- times laying, O my Children, your Deſtruction is 
come; and then again, whither ſhall I carry you, 
that you may not quite periſh. Several-Monſters a 

pear'd with two Heads, and being carry d before the 
King vaniſh'd. The Fiſhermen on the Lake took a 
Bird as big as a Crate, the like whereof never having 
been ſeen there before; they carry'd it to the King, 
who. was then in the Palace call'd of Mourning and 
. Lamentation, being all. Black, he having ſuch a pecu- 
- liar: Houſe for Times of Sorrow, and being then very 
. melancholy on Account of theſe Preſages. The Fiſher- 
men came at Noon, ſhow'd him that Bird, which 
had ſomething on its Head, where the King ſaw the 
Sky and Stars, and looking up towards Heaven, and 


ſeeing no Stars, he was aſtoniſh'd; then looking again, 


he ſaw Watriers in the Sky, fighting, and killing. 
- He ſent: for the Prieſts, that had Skill in. Prodigies, 
ho- ſaw the ſame on the Bird, but could not make 
- 4: any thing of it, vhen on a ſudden it vaniſh d, leaving 


them all in the greateſt Confuſion. To paſs by many 
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is the Way where Vera Cru lies, and where the S. 


id. handed, and particularly Numbers of arm 'd Men 
fighring in the Alr. Great Sighs and Groans were 
head in Mexico, after Midnight, and when they got 
up to ſee from whom they came, no Body could be

the Voice of the Eagle ſounds, which Ptqvince is gow 


call'd the carquiſate.,. The Tlaſcallax,, being the ſixth 
Race, and ſignify ing People of Corn, or Bread, went 
over the Mountain to the Eaſtward, croſſing the 
bet w een Aaerieo and the Cin of the Angels. They 
rais d great Structures, founded many Towns, and 


call d the Head of their Province Tlaſcallan. Theſe 


pay no Tribute to the King of Spain, but àre woes 
from. all Impoſitions. When theſe Nations ſettled, t 
antient Chichimecas made no Oppoſition; but rather 


were ſcar d, and hid themſelves in the Rocks; but 


ended their Land againſt the Tiaſcallau, and being 


thoſe who dwelt beyond the ſnowy Mountains, de- 


| lants, 
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fon, continuing in Friendfhip among themſelves 
and the Chichimecas that remain d learnt ſome fort of 


| . 
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Giants, as their Hiſtories inform us, would have ex- 
Wy the Intruders ; but the T laſcallans made a falſe 
ce with them, and baving invited them to a great 
Entertainment, ſtole away their Arms, and kill'd them. 
As to their being Giants, there are” Bones of a'won- 
derſul Magriitide found to this very Day. Thus the 
Tlaſcallans, and the other Races were left in quiet Poſ- 
ig in Friendfhip among themſelves,

Civility, covering their Bodies, building Cottages, 


ſettling ſome Form of Government, choofing Lolds, 


owning Superiors, and in much Meaſure quitting 
their brutiſh fort of Liſe ; and therefore it is believ'd 
that all the Provinces in the Indien have proceeded 
from them, for the firſt Inhabitants were Savages. 

Tune hundred and two Years after the fix above- 
Mmention'd Races departed from their Country, and ſet- 
tled in New Spain, when they were much increas d, 
came the ſeventh Race, being the Mexican Nation, a 
-warlike and polite People, who adoring the God V. 
zilipuztli, he ' commanded tbem to leave their own 
Country, promiſing them, that they ſhould rule over 
the other Races in a plentiful Country, and much 


Wealth. They carry'd that Idol in a Caſe made of 


Ruſhes, on the Shoulders of four Prieſts, who taught 
the Rites and Sacrifices, and gave Laws, and nothing 
was done without their Approbation. When they 
halted, they erected an Altar, on which they plac d 
the Caſe wirh the Idol, in the midſt of the Army, 
and obſerv'd all he directed, as to Sowing, building 


of Towns, &c. for never any Devil was ſo conver- 


ſant with Men as this, endeayouring in all Things to 
imitate tlie Children of J/ae!'s coming out of Egypt, 
and their Travels. The Name of the Leader of this 
Race was Meri, and from him came the Name of 


Mexico. Prbceeding thus flowly like the other Nati- 


ons, So ing, building Towns, and eſcaping many 
t ' 4 8 8 Dangers, 
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Dangers, they arriv'd at the Province of Mechoacan, 
ſignify ing, Country of Fiſh, by reaſon of the many 
fine Lakes there are in it, and hking the Soil, 
they were for ſtaying in it, but their Idol not conſent- 
ing, though he allow d ſome "I to be left there, 
they went on, and thoſe that ſtay d thinking they 


had been forſaken were always Enemies to the Mexi- 


cans. This Race departing from Mechoacan, com- 


plain d to the Idol of a Woman they had among them, 
ſo great a Sorcereſs, that ſhe would be ador'd as a God- 
deſs. The Idol commanded one of the Prieſts that 
carry'd the Cheſt, or Caſe, to comfort the People, and 
leave behind that Woman and her Family. The Wo- 
man ſeeing her ſelf abandon'd, founded a Town calld 


Malinalco, and ever after the Inhabitants of thar Place 


were look d upon as great Sorcerers. The Meæicans 


being much decreas'd in their Numbers, halted at 


Tulo, that is, the Place of the Tana, and the Idol or- 


der d them to turn a great River into a large Plain, and 


by the Contrivance he taught them they enclos'd the 
Hill call'd Coatepec with Water, and made a ſpacious 
Lake, which they encompaſs d with Trees, and the 
Fiſh breeding, and Fowl reſorting thither, it became 
a delicious Place, for which reaſon they would have 


ſettled there, at which the Idol being incens'd, order'd 
the Prieſts to let the River take its former Courſe, 
and deſigning to chaſtiſe the diſobedient, they at Mid- 
night heard a Noife in one Part of their Camp, and in 


the Morning found thoſe Dead that had propos d ſtay- 
ing there, their Breaſts ripp'd open, and their Hearts 
taken out, which they ſaid taught them ever aſter to 
Sacrifice in that manner. Being thus puniſh'd, and 


finding the Plain dry, the Lake being drain d, by Di- 


rection of their God, they went on to Capultepec, a 


League and half from Mexico, and a pleaſant delight- 

ſul Place, where they ſortify'd themſelves. The other 
Nations being ſtirr'd up by the Deſcendants of the 
1 | Sorcerels 
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Sorcereſs of Adalnalco, would have drove them from 
thence by Force of Arms, but they behaving them- 
ſelves bravely, proceeded to 4larupabara, a Town of 
the Gua, and there they again fortify d themſelves. 
Tur wk'd ſome Place to ſertle of rhe Lord of 
Coleacer, who appointed them Tazahaper, which ſig- 
nifies White Waters, deſigning wee # ſhould perth 
there, becauſe of the many Vipers and Stakes the Soil 
bred ; 'rhey accepted of it, tam'd the Serpents, and 
fed on them. The Lord of Celnatan ſeeing they had 
made Improvements, admitted them into his City; 
but their God would not permit them to go thither, 
and order d to ſeck ont a Woman that was to be call'd 
the Goddeſs of Diſcord, and to that Purpoſe they 
ſent to ask of the King of Cxluaran his Daughter, to 
be Queen of the Mexicam, and Mother of their God. 
He readily gave her, and the very Night ſhe came, 
with her Cloaths over it, placing him near the Idol, 
for their God's Mother; and from that Time for- 
ward they ador d her, afrerwards making her the Idol 
they call d Toca, which fignifies our Grandmother. 
They deceitfully invited the King, Father to the 
young Woman, to adore her, becauſe ſhe was conſe- 
<rated, + He came with great Preſents, and being put 
into the Chapel, though it was dark, the Fire-pan 
with the Perfumes being kindled, he knew his Daugh- 
teres Skin, and being ſenſible of the Cruelty, ran out 
crying aloud, and falling on the Mexican with all his 
Men, in moſt furious manner, drove them to the Lake, 
where they were in Danger of drowning, but making 
the beſt Defence they recover'd the Land, and - 
king that Place, they went about the Lake, com 
ing of their God, till they came to a River that 
not be forded, for which Reafon they made Hoats 
wich their Targets, and Ruſhes, and ſo paſs' d over to 
Nrapalapan, and thence to. Ararxintitlau, next _— 
og +: calco, 
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calco, and laſtly to the place where now ſtands the Her- 


mitage of St. Auron, at the Entrance into Aue xico, and 
the Quarter now call'd St. Paul's, their Idol comfort- 
ing them in their Diſtreſſes, with mighty Promiſes of 


Cxxräix old Sorcerers entering into a Place that 


was overgrown with Sedge, faw a conſiderable Stream 
of Water, that Iook'd. like Silver, the Trees white, 
the Field white, and the Fiſh, white, and then call'd 


to Mind a Prophecy of their God, who had: given 


them that as a Token of their Place of Reſt. They 


went away joyfully to their People, with this good 
News. The following Night Yirzilipmrz.l; appear'd to 


an old Prieft, bidding him to ſeek out in that Lake 
for a Tuna Tree, that grew out of a Rock, where, 


when they kill'd a Son of the Sorcereſs of AMalinalco 


they threw his Heart, and that on the Tuna Tree 
they ſhould ſee a beautiful Eagle feeding upon fine 
Birds, and there they were to found their City, which 
ſhould prevail over all others. The Prieſt acquainted 
the People, which was ſo much to their Satisfaction, 
that they immediately went about it, ſeeking the Place 
ſo much deſii'd by them. They found the white 

Water, but it then ran like Blood, and parting into 

two Streams, one of them a thick Blue, which aſto- 


niſh'd them; but at length continuing their Search, 


they found the Tuna Tree growing out of a Rock, 
and on it was an Eagle, with her Wings diſplay d, 
facing the Sun, having about her much Variety of 
fine Feathers of ſeveral Colours, and holding in her 
Talons a very beautiful Bird. They all knelt down, 


paying great Reſpect to the Eagle, and ſhe, they | 


lay, bow'd her Head, looking very earneſtly on them. 
They return'd many Thanks to their God, with no- 

table Show of Devotion, and cali'd the City. they 
there founded Tenuchritlan, ſignifying, a Tuna Tree 
on a Rock, as has been faid before; and their Arms 
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to this Day are, an Eagle in a Tuna Tree, holding 
4 Bird in one Claw, and reſting on the Tree with 


the other. The next Day they went to erect a Place 
of Worſhip, for the Ark of their God was to reſt 
there, which was made of Turf, and thatch'd. They 


bought of the neighbouring People, Stone, Timber, 


and Lime, in Exchange for Fiſh, Frogs, and ſeveral 
Sorts of Water Fowl, which they took in the Lake, 


that has Plenty of them, and having built another 
Chapel of Lime and Stone for the Idol, fill'd up a 
great Parr of the Lake with Planks and Stone Work. 
When this was done, the Idol order'd a Prieſt to bid 
their chief Men divide themſelves, with their Kin- 


dred and Followers, into four Wards, or Quarters, lea- 


ving that Houſe that had been built for him to reſt, 
in the Middle, and each Party to build as they 
Iik'd beſt. Theſe are the four Quarters of Mexico, 
now call'd of Sr. John, St. Mary the Round, St. Paul, 
and St. Sebaſtian. That Diviſion being accordingly 
made, their Idol again directed them to diſtribute 
among themſelves the Gods he ſhould name, and each 
Ward to appoint peculiar Places where thoſe Gods 
ſhould be worſhipped ; and thus every Quarter had 
feveral ſmaller Wards in it, according to the Num- 
ber of the Gods their Idol commanded them to 
adore, and they were call'd Calpultulco, that is, the 
God of the Ward. Thus Mexicbd Tenuchtitlan was 


| founded, and very much increas'd, and this is the 


Original of the Mexican Nation, which though bar- 
barous had fome commendflile Things, as all other 
barbarous Nations have had. After the founding of 
Mexico, and inhabiting the Country, other People ar- 
riv*d from the Northward, at Panuco, wearing long 
Garments, open before, withour Hoods, the Necks 
cut low, which were us'd by the Natives till latter 
Times in their Dances, in Imitation of thoſe People, 
who puſtrd on without any Oppoſition, as far as 
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The H1isToRyY of America. 195 
Tulo, where they were well receiv'd, becauſe they 
were very ingenious at any Art, and expert in im- 
roving Land, for which Reaſon they were belov'd 
| by all Men; but not being able to ſubſiſt at Two, 
becauſe the Country was too populous, they pro- 
ceeded to Chololan, where they fixed, and from thence 
peopled Guaxarca, the upper and lower Miſteca, and the 
Zepotecat. They much civiliz d the Inhabitants, and 
therefore when any Man prov'd wiſe and induſtrious, 
they call d him a Tulotecan, becauſe they began to teach 
at Tab. And thus the Tulotecans are charitable, and 
now value themſelves upon being good Chriſtians; 
and when in any Trouble they make Vows to God, 
and are punctual in performing them.

Of the Mexican Kings, from the firſt of 
them till the laſt, that was Motezuma | 
the Second. 1 


HEN the aforeſaid Partition was made, thoſe 
who thought themſelves injur'd, with their 
Kindred and Friends, went away to ſeek out ſome 
other Place, and traverſing about the Lake, found a 
Spot of Ground; call'd Tlarelolli, and there they ſer- 
tled, giving it the Name of Tlarelulco, that is, a Place 
fill'd up with Earth; and this was the third Diviſion 
of the Mexicans, after their firſt travelling abroad. 
Theſe Inhabitants of Tlatelwlco were turbulent, and 
bad Neighbours to the Mexicant, and their Enmity 
laſted long; whereupon thoſe of Tenuchtitlan perceiving 
that thoſe of Truelulcg increas d, they thought fit to 
chooſe a King, that they might be the more united, 
as "SOT þ -- / 
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196 The HISTORY of America. 
and leſs expos d to be inſulted by their Enemies; and 


to avoid Contention, they would not take one from 


among themſelves, buy {trove to gain the King of Cu- 
luacau, who was their Enemy, on account of their 
killing his Daughter; and that they might be ſuppor- 
ted by Friends, they made choice of a Vouth call'd 
Acamapixtli, Son to a great Mexican Prince, by a 


Daughter of that King of Culuacan, to whom they 


ſent Embaſſadors to demand his Grandſon. He ap- 
proving of their Requeſt, deliver'd him, giving him 


a noble Lady to Wiſe, as they deſir d. The new 


King and Queen were carry'd Home, had a ſolemn 
Reception, and an old Man made a Speech to inſtruc 
him in his Duty, declaring, that he came not to be 
idle, or take his Pleaſure, but to undergo much Toll, 
and an heavy Burden, and then they all wiſh'd him 


welcome. The King return d Thanks, promiſing to 


endeavour to defend them to the utmoſt of his Pow- 
er. Then they took an Oath to, and put a Crown on 
his Head, which is like that of the Doge of Yenice, 
and Acamapixtli, the Name of this firſt Monarch, ſig- 
nifies Reeds in the Fiſt, and accordingly his Device 
was an Hand holding many Darts 9 of Reeds. 
Theſe, and other Particulars in the Mexican Hiſtory, 


were learnt by Heart by the young Men, and they 
preſerve them to this Day. 


Tunis Election prov'd very advantageous, for the 


Mexican ſoon gain d much Reputation among their 
Neighbours, whereupon Jealouſy increafing, they be- 
gan to think of ſubduing them, eſpecially the Tepea- 
cans, Who refolv'd to keep them under, and to that 
77 5 ſent Word to the King of Mexico, that the 
Tribute his People paid being too ſmall, they ſhould 

ſend Wood for their City, and ſow ſeveral ſorts of 
Grain in the Water, 0 carry Home the Product 


* 


thereof to them. The Me xicaus being ſenſible that 
this was only a Contrivance to pick a Quarrel, were 
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much concern d; but their God Yirzlipmezb com- 
' forted them, ordering they ſhould conſent to the Tri- 
bute, and he would aſſiſt them. Accordingly, at the 
appointed Time, they carry'd the Wood, and the 
Crop of what had been ſow'd in the Lake, and thoſe 
who ſee what is ſow'd there now will not look upon 


this as Inchantment, but very practicable, for they lay | 


Earth upon Ruſhes, and Sedge, and there the Seed is 
fow'd, grows, ripens, and is carry d from one place 
to another. The King of the Tepanecans was amaz'd 


at the Sight of the Tribute, and ſaid, thoſe People „ 


had a great God, for all Things were eaſy to them, 
and therefore he would have them the next Tear ſend 
him with the Crop, an Heron, and a Gooſe, with 
their Eggs ſo ready to hatch, that they ſhould do it 
as ſoon as they came into his Preſence, and no other- 
wiſe. The Difficulty of complying with this De- 
mand much griev'd the Mexicans, but their God a- 
gain commanded them to comply, adding, that the 
Time ſhould come when thoſe Demands ſhould coſt 
the Tepanecars their Lives. The 4xicans carry'd the 
Heron, and Gooſe, and rhey hatch'd as ſoon as they 
came before the King, who ſaid, thoſe Things were 
above human Power, and that the Mexicans were like- 
ly to become Lords of all the Country. They conti- 
nu'd fifty Years in that ſervile Condition, during 
which Time their King dy'd, after having much im- 
prov'd the City with Buildings, Water Cuts, and 


Stores of Proviſions. He reign'd forty Years in Peace, 


and at his Death, though he had Legitimate Children, 


left the People to their Liberty, to Elect whom they 


pleas'd to govern, adviſing them to have regard to the 


publick Good. As ſoon as his Funeral Solemnity was 


over, they choſe one of his Sons, whoſe Name was 
Vitzilocutly, which ſignifies, rich Feather, and an 
antient Man told him, that it was the Duty of a 
| King to have Compaſſion on the Aged, Widows, and 


Orphans, |

' Orphans, and to be Farher of the Publick, for they 
were to be the Feathers of his Wings, the Balls of 
his Eyes, and the Ornament of his Countenance; that 
he ovghbr to be brave, ſince their God had foretold, 
that he ſhould make yſe of his Arms. They crown'd 
and anointed him with an Ointment they call'd Di- 
vine, becauſe they us'd it to their Idol. Then they _ 
made another Speech, encouraging him to reſcue them 
from Troubles, and all did their Homage. He took 
to Wife, the Daughter of the King of Azcapmzalcs, 
call d Ayanchignal, the Marriage Ceremony being to 
tye one Point of the King's Cloak to one of her Veil.

The King 
and Queen dy'd, when Chimalpopoca was but ten Years | 
of Age, yet he was choſen to ſucceed his Father, and 
being plac'd on the Throne, he was acknowledg'd, 
but his Reign prov'd ſhort, for the Teparecans mur- 
der'd him one Night in his Palace. 85 
THe Mexicans then choſe coatl, Son to their firſt 
King Acampul, by a Slave, but brave, well behav'd 
Brother-in-Law to the King of Tzzcuco. After ma- 
ny needleſs Ceremonies, which are not to our Pur- 
poſe, the Tepanecans declar'd War againſt the Mexican, 
who entirely defeared them, under the Conduct of 
their General Teacaleel, enter'd their City, and drove 
them to a Mountain, where they threw down their 
Arms, and ſurrender'd, remaining ever after in Sub- 
jection and Poverty, for all the Lands and Booty 
were diltributed among the Mexican Nobility, and 
ſome of the Commans who had behav'd themſelves 
bravely, and the reſt caſt off as Cowards. Tacuba 
and Cuyoacan, Cities belonging to the Kingdom of 
the Tepanccans, continu'd the War, and after ſome 
Stratagems, both Armies engag'd, and the Męxigang 
obtain d the Victory, chen the Valour 1 wat | 
N enera 
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General T lacalzel, and becauſe three prime Men of 
Culuacan had ſignaliz d themſelves, they rewarded them 
with the. beſt of the Booty; which Cuſtom us'd by 
the Mexicans in War, made them act with the ut- 


moſt Bravery. . They alſo ſubdu'd the  Suchimilcans, 
who were the farſt of thoſe ſeven Races, that p

the Country. The King of Mexico being was by 
thoſe of Suchimilco, order d them to make a Cauſway 
between thoſe two Cities, being four Leagues diſtance, 
to keep up the Communication between them, and 
the work was immediately begun. Tlacaleel likewiſe 


ſubdu'd Guitlavaca, a City in the Lake, whereupon 
the King of Teæcuco, own'd the Superiority of the 


Mexican Monarch, who thus lorded it over all the 
Cities of the Lake, and then Tzcoarl dy d, when he 
had reign'd twelve Years. : mite 1 Wt 
Tae fifth King was Motex uma, the firſt of the 
Name, and there being four Electors, to whom were 
join d the Kings of Tezcuco and Tacuba, Tlacalcel allo 
was admitted, as General of the Army, whoſe Ne- 
hew this Motex uma was. He was conducted to the 
aid Temple, ſeated on his Throne before the Divine 


Fire, which was always burning, where he facrific'd; 


drawing Blood from his own Ears, the Brawn of his 
Arms, and Ankles, with ſharp Bones of Tygers, and 
Deer. Several Speeches of Congratulation were made 


by the Prieſts, and Elders, there was much Dancing, 
Feaſting, and Rejoycing, and Preſents came from all 


Parts of the Kingdom. The King went in Perſon to 


the War againſt Chalco, which had declar'd againſt 


him, and brought home Priſoners to Sacrifice, which 
from that Time became an eſtabliſh'd Cuſtom, the 
new Kings, when they return'd from War, being 


conducted into the City in triumphant manner, all the 


Prieſts going from the Temples in Proceſſion, burn- 
ing ſweet Gums before them, and playing on muſical 
Inſtruments. The Courtiers and Laity alſo went out

with all Demonſtrations of Joy to receive them. This 
Montezuma was very Martial, and conquer'd fever! 
Countries; but the War of Chas gave him moſt Em-

ſpeak ro his Countrymen, order d a little Scaffold to 
be erected, on à very high Piece of Timber, which 
he mounted, with a Noſegay in his Hand, and faying, 
God forbid he ſhould ever be falſe to his Coumry, 
for the ſake of being a King, and that they ſhonld 
learn of him to be Loyal, he caft himſelf down, and 
dy*'d. The War was carry'd on, and Chalco fubdu'd; 
but it was not continu d er Tlaſcala to Extremi- 
ty, that the Alexis Youth might have an opportuni- 
ty of exerciſing themſelves in their W and 
fins might be always Men to Sacrifice. This Kin 
made the Houſes of the Gods more Magnificent, as al- 
ſo the Courts of Juſtice, and Government, appointing 
Councils and Judges of all ſorts, as orderly as in any 
Country in Europe. He ſettled the Royal Coury 
with much State and Magnificence ; built the great 
Temple to their God Vitxilputxli, and ſacrific d abun- 
dance of Men taken in War at the Dedication of it. 
He dy'd after a Reign of twemy-eight Years. . 
Tux fixth King was Tezozic, for Tlacaleel would 
not accept of it, being willing to take upon him the 
Care and Trouble of the publtck Weal, without the 
Honour and Power, in return for which his Modeſty, 
the Electors, entirely referr d the Election to him, 
and he voted for a Son of the deceasd King, bein 
this Tezozic, and though he ſcem'd to be very and 
to undergo that Burden, T lacaltel ſaid, he would ſup- 
ply that Defet. They bor'd his Noſe, and fer an 
Emerald into it. He prov'd Ile inclin'd to War, 
and cowardly, and going in Order to his Coronation

Car- 
rying on his Conquelts, he-exrended his Dominions 
as far as Guatemala, was generous, charitable to the 
Poor, rewarded: his Soldiers, erected many Structures, 
brought a great Stream of Water to Mexico, t hinking 


there was want of it, and the Quantity was ſo im- 


menſe, that the City was in Danger of being drowned, 
which he remedy'd by his Induſtry, by drawing a 
Drein, which ſecur'd, and left it in an Iſland, and 
well built. He reign d eleven Vears. ert "en 
Ix the Year 1518, when the Spaviards came into 
New Spain, Morex uma the ſecond reignd,' who was 


ſo grave, that he could ſcarce be heard, when he ſpoke 


to his Council, his Advice was much admir'd, and 
therefore he was reſpected before he came to the 
Crown. It was his common Practice to withdraw 
into a great Room he had in the Temple of Yizil- 
puztli, where he convers' d with his Idol, becauſe he 
pretended to be very religious, for which, and his 
high Birth, he was choſen King. When his Election 
was notify'd to him, he ſhut himſelf up in the afore- 
ſaid Room in the Temple, the better to carry on his 
Hypocriſy, and was carry d from thence to the Coun- 
eil, appearing all the way very grave, and therefore ne 


had the Title of the Surly. He went to the Fire at 


the Temple, to offer Incenſe, drew Blood from his 


Ears, brawny Parts, and Shins, according to Cuſtom; 
they put on him the Royal Robes, bor'd his Noſe, 
and hung a rich Emerald at it. Being ſeated on his 
Throne, he heard the Orations that were made to 


him, the firſt of them by the King of Tezcuco i 


Praiſe of his Virtues, which he anſwer'd with muc 
Humility and Thankſulneſs; bilt as ſoon, as he be- 
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thar n6he but the Nobility ſhould ſerve him. In or- 


der to his Coronation, he march'd out to conquer a 
Province towards the North Sea, that had revolted, 
citrying on the War with much Conduct, puniſh'd 
the Rebe, left Garriſons on the Frontiers, and return'd 
with à great Nuinber of Priſoners to be ſacrific d, and 
a conſiderable Booty." The great Men became his Ser- 
vants, tho* they had never usd to be ſo before, ſtand- 
ing in much Awe, and loving him at the fame Time, 
as generally the Afexicans did their Kings. The Co- 
ronation was celebrated with very extraordinary So- 
lemnity, Dancing, Plays, Illuminatiqns, Sports, and 
rich Preſents from all his Provinces, abundance of un- 
known People, and the very Enemies of the Nation, 
as thoſe of Tlaſeala and Mechoacan, reſorting to ſee that 
Feſtival, all whom he order'd to be entertain d and 
well treated, and Places to be provided for them to be- 
hold the Night Diverſions, in which they alſo 1 5 
their Parts. Motexuma caus d himſelf to be fo highly 
reſpected, that it almoſt came to be Adoration. No 
Commoner was to look him in the Face, and if he 
did dy'd for it. Nor did he ever fer his Feet on the 
Ground, being always carry'd on the Shoulders of 
Noblemen, aid” WH ſer down had à rich Carpet to 
tread on. When he travelled, none of his Followers 
were to go along the ſame Track with him, but

THERE were ſuperior and inferior Orders of 
Prieſts, thoſe of Yirzlipuzth came to it by Succeſſi- 
on from Families of certain Wards, deputed for that 
purpoſe ; thoſe of the other Temples were by Electi- 
on, or being offer'd up to that Service from their In- 
fancy. Their conſtant Buſineſs was to burn Perſumes 


before che Idols four Times a Day; the firſt at Break 


of Day; the ſecond at Noon; the third at Sun- ſet- 


ting; and the fourth at Midnight. At thoſe Hours 


all that were in Dignities got up, and inſtead of Bells 
ſounded Horns and Cornets, ina doleful manner ; after 
which, he whoſe Week it was, came out with a white 
Garment on, like a Dalmatick, with his Cenſor in one 
Hand, and Fire in it taken from the great Hearth or 
Pan, that was always burning before the Altar; and 
in the other Hand a Purſe with the Incenſe, and with 
proſound Reſpect burnt it before the Altar. Then he 
took a Cloth, and wip'd the Altar, and Curtains, and 
they all went away together to a Room, where they 


perform d a fort of cruel Penance, wounding and 


drawing Blood from themſelves, and this was never 
omitted at Midnight. They preach'd to the People 
on certain Feſtivals, and had Revenues aſſign d them, 
beſides great Offerings,» adit 
WITHIN the Encloſure of the great Temple of 
Mexico, were two Houſes of Retirement, the one for 
Men, oppoſite to the other which was for Women, of 
twelve or thirteen Years of Age, being the ſame Num- 
ber as of Men, and call'd the Young penitent Women. 
They livd chaſtely, ſhut up, as offer d to their God, 
Vor. III. E e water d 


water d and ſwept the Temple, dreſs' d Meat for the 
Idol and the Prieſts, of what was offer'd in Alms. The 
Idob's Food conſiſted of ſmall Cakes, like Hands and 
Feet, and ſome twiſted; with this Bread they made 
certain Soups, which they ſet before the Idol, and the 
Prieſts did eat it. They went ſome time with their 
Hair cut ſhort, and then permitted it to grow till ano. 
ther appointed Time, aroſe at Midnight, perform'd 
the ſame Exerciſes as the Religious Men, daub'd their 
Checks with the Blood they drew from themſelves, and 
afterwards wafh'd. They had Abbeſſes, who employ'd 
them in weaving Cloths, for the Service of the Temple; 
their Habit was all White, without any Ornament. 
They liv'd reſerv'd, and modeſtly, and if they faild 
1nfallibly dy d for it, as Prophaners of their God's Houſe. 
If a Mouſe, or other ſort of Vermin hapned to gnaw 
any thing belonging to the Temple, they ſaid it was a 
Token of ſome Crime; ſearch was made, and the De-; 
linquent being found was infallibly put ro Death, tho' 
ever ſo great. The Maidens to be admitted were to be 
of one of fix particular Wards; their Confinement laſt- 
ed a Year, 5 which they went out to marry. 
Ix the Monaſtery of Men, oppoſite to that of t 
Women, there were Youths from eighteen to twenty 
| Yearsof Age, whom they call'd Religious. They had 
Crowns fhav'd, on their Heads like Friers, with 
little Hair, but grown down half Way their Ears, and 
behind down to their Backs, which they ty'd like a 
Treſs. They liv'd in Poverty, Chaſtity and Obedi- 
ence; ſerv'd the Prieſts in what belong d to the religious 
Worſhip, ſwept the holy Places, brought Wood for 
the Fire, that, like a Lamp burnt continually before the = 
Idol's Altar. There were Boys that ſerv'd like Acolites, 
all under Superiors, and behav'd themfelves ſo modeſtly, 
that when they went out where Women were, they 
td their Eyes on the Ground. They went about

them they were allow d to go into the Fields, and take 
what they had occaſion for, as living in Poverty, and 
having nothing but what came by Charity. There 
could not be above fifty of them, and one part of their 
Penance was to riſe at Midnight to ſound Horns and 
Cornets to awake the People, watching the Idol by 
Quarters of the Night and Day, that the Fire might 
not go out, and when they had offer d Incenſe they 
withdrew to a place appointed for that purpoſe, and 
drew Blood from their brawny Parts, with ſharp Flint 
Points, with which they daub'd their Temples down 
to the lower part of the Ear, and then waſh'd themſelves 
ina Pond. . Theſe Youths: did not anovint their Heads, 
or Bodies like the Prieſts; their Garments were of a

T ꝑxx Prieſts and dignify'd Perſons alſo. drew Blood 
from their Legs, daub'd their Temples, and the Lancets, 
which they ſtuck in Wiſps of Straw; on the Battle- 
ments of the Temple, chat the People might ſee what 
Penance they did.

Gods, The Mexicans kepr the great Feſtivaliof their 
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with the Eyes of Green, Blue, or white Beads, and 
Grains of the ſame Wheat for Teeth. All the. great 
Men then came, and cloatbd it in the Habit of the 
fame Idol, and ſeating it on a blue Stool, plac d it on 
2 Bier, to be carry'd on Men's Shoulders. On the 
Feſtival, before Break of Day, the Maidens came out 


in new white Dreſſes, with Garlands made of toaſted 


Indian Wheat; and Strings of it under their- left 
Arms, both Arms adorn d with red Feathers of Par- 
rots, and their Cheeks painted Red. This Day they 
were call'd the God Vuxilimustli s Siſters, and carryd 
out the Bier, with the Idol on it, into the Court, 
where the rer ird Youths, crown d after the ſame man- 
ner, and very finely dreſs d, receiv'd and carry d it 
with great Reſpect to the Foot of the Steps that went 
up to the Temple. Then all the People bow'd, and 
taking up Earth ſtrew'd it on their Heads, which was 
their Ceremony on the principal Feſtivals, after which 
they went haſtily in Proceſſion to the Hill of Chapul- 
tepec, a League from Mexico, where they pray d and 
ſacrific d, hence they proceeded in the fone haſty 
manner to a place calld 4lacnyabaya, near the ſecond: 
Station, and went on a League farther to Guyoacan, 
whence they return'd without halting to Mexico. This 
Journey of four Leagues was perform d in four Hours, 
and this Proceſſion was call d Dyna V it ilipustli, that 
is, Vitilipuxtlis haſty Way. The Bier was again ſet 
down at the Foot of the Steps, and thence drawn up 
with Ropes in a very reſpectſul manner, to the Top! 
of the Temple, a great Noiſe; being made all the 
while, with Horns, Cornets, Drums, and Pipes, bee: 
cauſe the Steps were ſo upright and narrow, that the 
ſame could not be carry d upon Men's Shoulders, the 
Weft looking on very devoutly. When drawn up 
to the Top, and put into a little Houſe of Flowers, 
the retir d Youths ſtrew'd many of them about the 
5 Temple, and the Maidens carry'd many N 


the Dough the Idol had been made of, ſhap'd like 
Bones, which they laid at his Feet, and call'd them 
Vitzilipnzil?s Fleſh. All the dignify'd Priefts of the 
Temple came out, according to their Seniority, in 


much Order, one after another, habited ſuitable to their 
ſeveral Offices, with Garlands, and Strings of Flow= 
ers, and after them follow'd the Gods and Goddeſſes 
they worſhipp'd, in ſeveral Shapes, clad in the fame 
Livery, and put about them the aforeſaid pieces of 


Dough, performing ſome Ceremony of Singing and 


Dancing over them, which was Bleſſing them as that 


God's Fleſh. When the Bleſſing was over, the Sa- 
crificers came out, and proceeded to the butchering of 
Men, which, by reaſon the Feſtival was ſo great, ex- 


ceeded that of other Days. After them came out the 
reti d Youths and Maidens of the Temple, and ta- 


king their places oppoſite to one another, ſang and 
danc'd to the Beat of a Drum, in Praiſe of the Solem- 


nity, and of the Idol, all the prime Men, and Per- 
ſons of Note anſwering the Song, dancing about them, 
making a Chorus, the young Men and Maids always 
holding by one another in the middle, and all the City 
flock'd to ſee this Sight. When the Solemnity was 
over, the Prieſts: took the Idol, and the Pieces of 


Dough before ſpoken of, and diſtributed them in Bits 
among the People, great and ſmall, Men and Women, 
like bleſs'd Bread, or a ſort of Communion, and they) 
receiv'd it with much Reſpect, Fear, and Tears, ſaying, 


they did eat their God's Fleſh, and carry'd ſome of it 


to the Sick, looking upon it as a moſt heinous Sin to 


eat, or to drink Water, or any other Liquor till after 
Noon, hiding the Water from Children, warning one 
another to avoid the Wrath of their God. When this 


fort of Communion was over, an old Man, mounted

| Bride's Houſe, and walk d ſeven Times about an 
Hearth with Fire, and ſo the args, was concluded. 


The Mexicans were very jealous of the Virginity. of 
their Brides, taking the Want of it for an Affront, 
and when they found her to anſwer their Expectation, 
they honour'd and made her rich Preſents, and the 


fame to her Parents, with very great Feaſting and En- 


tertainments. All that the Bride brought was kept in 
Memory, that in Caſe they ſhould happen to be un- 
marry'd again, as was uſual among them, the Goods 
might be parted, the Man taking the Daughters, and 
the Wife the Sons, with Liberty to marry again; but 
thoſe two that were once unmarry d might never come 
together again on Pain of Death. nun. 
| THEY had a Feſtival every four Years, which 
begun on the roth of Aa, and ended the 18th. A 
Prieſt came out, playing on a little Pipe towards the

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Court of the Temple, to celebrate the Feaſt of Tox- 
coatel, ſignifying, a dry Thing that rears up to ask 

Water, then the Prieſts brought out the Idol on a 
Bier, and carry'd it in Proceſſion about the Court, all 
the Way incenſing, the People whipping themſelves 
with Cords made of 1agney, before ſpoken of. The 
Idol was carry'd back to irs place, and the Temple 
and Court all ſtrew'd with Flowers, and that Day the 
Idol remain d uncover d,. and his Chapel without the 
Veil, when all Perſons went to offer fine Cloaths, 
Jewels, valuable Stones, Quails, Fruit, and ſuch Things; 
after which the People went to Dine, only thoſe Wo- 
men ſtaying, who had made a Vow to ſerve the Idol 
that Day, and the Maidens and Servants of the Tem- 
ple perform'd other Ceremonies. The People return- 
ing from Dinner, the Priſoner was brought forth, who 
had repreſented the Idol for the Year paſt, and they 
ſacriſic d him. When Dead, the young Men and 
Maids that ſerv'd the Temple came out, and the chief 
Men of the City ſang and danc'd with them, as has 
been faid before, eating and drinking. When tir d, 
they carry d great Diſhes of Collation to the Idol, and 
left it him there; the young Men of the Temple came 
running to ſnatch it away, and thoſe four that came 
firſt were honowr'd as notable Men. After all had 
been perform'd with much Noiſe, Cries, and Re- 
joycing, the young Men and Maids of the Temple 
went home to rheir Houſes, their Year being ended, 
the Boys of the Schools and Colleges ſhouting after, 
and throwing Pellets of Graſs at them, as Perſons that 
| forſook the Service of their God; and then they might

Nine Days before the Feſtival the Prieſts came and 


told him, He was to underſtand that within nine Days 


he would be eas d of the Trouble of Dancing; and e 
was to anſwer, That it was very well. This they 


call'd, The Preparation, and if he grew melancholy, 


they took it for a bad Omen, and practisd Witchcraft 
that he might be beſide himſelf, and not ſenſible of it, 
and fo they ſaid, he laid aſide that melancholy. The 
Man being facrific'd, and his Heart offer d up to the 


Moon, at Midnight, they carry'd the Body to the 


reſt Merchant's Houſe, where they made ſeveral 
ſorts of Diſhes of it, dancing whilit the Meat was 
 drefling, and as foon as it was Day, the Merchants, 
having bid the Idol 2 Morrow, feaſted themſelves, 

and then went to the Temple, in the Court whereof 
they acted very entertaining Farces, with much Dan- 
cing, and Joy, they all appearing diſguis d after ſeve- 
ral Manners, like Birds, Butterflies, Frogs, Beetles, 
and other Vermin; and others like lame Perſons, and 


Cripples, giving a comical Account of their Misfor- 


runes, which provok'd to Laughter, and the Solemni- 
ty ended with Dancing. 
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The Funerals, Laws, Cuſtoms, and Govers 


HE Funerals of the Aexicars were very fo- 
I lemn, and full of notable Extravagancies. It 

was the part of the Prieſts to bury the Dead, and per- 
form their Obſcquies in the Corn Fields, and the 
Yards of their Houſes. Others they carry'd to the 
Woods, where they were wont to Sacrifice. Others 


| -were burnt; and their Aſhes bury'd in the Temples, 
but they were all Interr'd with whatſoever Things 


of Value they had. They ſung the Office by 

of Reſponſes, oſten liſting up the dead Bodies, wi 
many Ceremonies. At all Burials there Mas eating and 
"pony. and if they were Perſons of Quality, they 
cloathꝰ'd thoſe that came to the Funeral. As ſoon as any 
one dy d, they plac'd him on the Ground, ſitting 
after their Manner, with his Mantles, by way of Shroud, 
and then the Friends and Relations came to ſalute him. 
If he was à King, they offer'd him Slaves to be facti- 


fic d, that they might go with him into the other 


World. Every great Man had a Prieſt, or Chaplain 


do perſotm the Ceremonies within his Houſe, and when 
he dy'd, the e was kill'd, to ſerve him in the 


ſame manner, and ſo was his Maſter of the Houſhold, 
his Cup-bearer, his Dwarf, the deform'd People he 
kept, and the Brothers that had ſervd him, for they 
"Jook'd upon it as à piece of Grandeur to be ſerv'd by 
them; and ſaid they were going to keep Houſe in the 
other World, and that they might not want, they 

bury'd all their Wealth with them. The Obſequies 
laſted ten Days lamenting, and ſinging. © Commanders, 
ind great Lords had their Fnfigns and Trophies carry'd 
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before them in Proceſſion, to the place where tl 
vere to be interr'd, or burnt.

They painted a Sun in the Middle, from 
which iſſu'd four Lines, or Branches in a Croſs to the 
Circumference of the Wheel, and they turn d, fo that 
r divided it into four Parts, and the Circumſerence 
and each of them, mov'd with its Branch of the ſame 
Colour, which were four, Green, Blue, Red, and Yel- 
low; and each of thoſe Parts had thirteen Subdiviſions, 
with the Sign of a Houſe, à Rabbit, a Cane, or a 
Flint, each of them ſignifying its particular Year, and 
having found it, they affix d to every one what hapned 
that Vear; and the Year the Spaniards came into Mexi- 
co, they mark'd with the Picture of a Man, cloath'd 
_after our Faſhion in Red, for ſuch was the Habit of 
the firſt Spaniard Cortes ſent to Mexico. At the End 
of the fifty-two Years, when the Wheel was clos d, 
or fil'd up, they were wont the firſt Night to break 
all the Veſſels hey had, and to put out their Fires, 
faying, that the World was to have an End with one 
of thoſe Wheels, and might happen to be that they 
were in, and that ſince the World was to be at an 
End, they were not to dreſs Meat. Thus they con- 
tinu'd, ſay ing, That perhaps it would not be Day any 
more, and they watch'd to ſee whether it would; and 
as ſoon as the Day appear'd, they blew Horns, and 
bear Drums, and other Inſtruments, with much Joy, 
ſaying, it had pleasd God to give them fifry-two 
Years more, and then they began another Wheel.

TRE ſeveral Nations of New Spain preſery'd the * 
Memory of their Antiquities. In Tucatan and Hon- 
dura, there were Books bound, with Leaves, where 
in thoſe Indians had the Diſtribution of their Times, 
and the Knowledge of Plants, Animals, and other 
natural Things. In the Province of Mexico they had 
a Library, Hiſtories, and Calendars, wherein t hey 
painted, ſuch things as had proper Figures in their Na- 
tural Repreſentations, and ſuch as had none with other 
Characters, and thus they repreſented whatſoever they 
pleas d. And to preſerve the Memory of the Year 
when every Thing hapned, they had thoſe Wheels, 
above deſcrib'd, each of them for an Age of fifry-two 
Years, and on the Side of thoſe Wheels, they painted, 
according to the Years in which they hapned, all the 
remarkable Occurrences, as has been © erv'd before. 
But their Pictures not bein "g ſo ſignificant as our Wri- 
ting, they could not exactly agree as to Words, but 
only in the Subſtance of the Notions; to ſupply which 
Defect, they were wont to learn long Relations, Diſ= | 
courſes and Songs by Heart. They were very curi-

_ THERE were ſeveral Degrees of Nobility in Mexi- 


co, that the People might know to whom moſt Ho- 


nour was to be paid. Next to the King were the 


four Electors, that choſe one when the Throne was 


vacant, and they alſo were by Election, being gene- 
rally the King's Brothers, or near Relations, and thoſe 
in their Language they calFd, Princeſs of the Darts, 
being Weapons they us d. The next Degree were 
call'd Clippers, or Cutters of Men. The third Shed- 
ders of Blood, and theſe were Titles of Warriers. 
The fourth Title was Lord of the Black Houſe, from 
the Ointment with which the Prieſts beſmear'd them- 
ſelves. Theſe four forts of Noblemen were of the ſu- 
preme Council, without whoſe Advice the King was 
to do nothing of Moment, and no King could be 
choſen but what was of one of theſe four Orders. Be- 
ſides them there were ſeveral Councils, and Courts, 
with their Miniſters, Judges, and all other proper Of- 
ficers ſubordinate to the chief Princes that attended the 
King, and only thoſe four could paſs Sentence of 
Death, for the others were to give them an Account 
of their Deciſion, and the King was from Time to 

Time inſorm'd of all that paſs d in his Kingdom. 
| There was very good Order and Management in the 
Kevenue, there being Treaſurers and Oontrallers in all

85 They . Rewards for ſuch. as 
were brave, allowing them Priviledges which no o- 
thers could * a greater Encouragemet 


to 
them. Their Weapons were ſuch as have been be- | 


fore mention d, and they cloath'd themſelves in Skins 
of Tigers, Lions, and other fierce Creatures, ever 
cloſing with their Enemies as ſoon as poſſible, being al- 
ways exercis d in running and wreſtling, to be the 
more dextrous rather in taking Priſoners than in kil- 
ling. The laſt King Motexuma inſtituted ſeveral Or- 
ders, with their diſtin Badges; ſome had their Hair 
ty'd up to the Top of the Head with a red Ribbon, 
and a fine Plume of Feathers; from which there hung 


down Bredes on the Back, with Tufts or Toſſels of | 


the ſame at the End. Another Order was call'd the 
Eagles, another the Lions and Tigers, and theſe were the 
brave Knights that ſignaliz d themſelves in War, 
There were others of a lower Degree, who wore Sku 
caps above their Ears, round, and had Armour — 
the Waſte upward, whereas the nobler Sort were 
compleat Armour. All theſe might wear Gold 


Silver, and Cotton Garments, and have painted Veſ 


ſels, and go ſnod. The common Sort were not to 
hive any but earthen Veſſek, nor to wear Shoes, or 


any but coarſe Garments. Each of the aforeſaid Sorts 


had proper A in the Palace, with their Ti- 
tles. I he firſt waggggall'd the Appartment of the 
Princes, the ſecord oF the Eagles, the third of the 
Lions and Tigers, and the fourth of the Leopards. The 
other inferior Sorts were in their meaner Appart- 
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ments, and if any one took a Place that did not be- 
long to him, the Penalty was Death. EY 
The Mexicans were very careful of the Educati- 
on of their Children, and in the Temples there were 
peculiar Houſes for them like Schools, diſtin& from 
thoſe of the young Men and Maids, whither their 
Parents carry'd them to the Maſters, who taught them 
Breeding and Submiſhon, to ſing and dance, to ſhoot 


with Bows, to caſt Darts at Marks, to manage a Tar- 


get, and fence with the Sword. They made them 


lie hard, and fare worſe, that they might be enur'd to 


Hardſhip. There were other Places for the Sons of 
the Nobility, who were better treated, and their Diet 
was carry'd to them from their own Houſes. The 
old Man, under whole Direction they were, always 
admoniſh'd them to be good, virtuous, chaſte, and 
temperate in eating, ro faſt, and behave themſelves 


with Modeſty and Sedateneſs, putting them by way 


of Tryal upon ſome laborious and fatiguing Exerciſes. 


When bred up, they were  employ'd. according to 


their Inclinations; and if addicted to War, they ſent 
them whilſt Boys to carry Proviſions to the Soldiers, 
to ſee what was doing, and how they far d, that they 
might be fearleſs. - They laid heavy Burdens on them, 
that being found bold and robuſt, they might be the 
better admitted among the Soldiers, and ſometimes it 


| hapned that they went to carry Burdens to the Army, 


and came home Captains. Others were ſo ambitious 
to ſignalize themſelves, as to be made Priſoners, or 


- kill'd, and they rather choſe; to die, than to fall into 


the Hands of their Enemies. Thoſe who apply'd 
themſelves to this Courſe. of Life were generally the 


Sons ot. the Nobility. . Bs were rather enclin'd 


to the Service of the Tempe when they were of 
Age, left the Schools, and were put into peculiar 
Chambers under Maſters to be inſtructed in that ways 
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and they were to continue in that Miniſtry which 
they firſt took in Hand. = LE - 

ALL Sorts of Men have their Recreations, Sports, 
and Dances, at Mexico call d Mitotes, and no Part of 
the World exceeded New-Spain, where there are In- 
dian Rope Dancers to this Day much to be admir'd. 


Others ſtanding on an upright Pole dance a thouſand 


Changes; others with the Soles of their Feet and 


Hams, move, toſs up, and tumble about an heavy 
Piece of Wood, in ſuch manner, as is ſcarce to be 
believ'd unleſs ſeen, and they are admirable at skipping, 
leaping, tumbling, carrying vaſt Weights, and endu- 
ring Blows. The ſolemn Mitote was the moſt cele- 
brated Dance, for ſometimes the Kings themſelves 
would bear a Part 1n it, and it was perform'd in the 
Courts of the Temples, or Royal Palaces, the In- 
ſtruments, as has been ſaid before, making an agree- 
able Harmony. In this Dance they made two Rings, 


in the midſt whereof were the muſical Inſtruments. 


The firſt Ring was of the Elders, Nobility, and gra- 
ver Sort of People, who ſung and danc'd without 
ſcarce moving out of their Places. The other Ring 
which was very large, and took up much Ground, they 
danc'd by two and two, richly clad, and adorn'd wit 


Jewels. Tho? many of thoſe Dances were perform'd | 


in Honour of their Gods, the firſt Inſtiturion of 
them was for the Diverſion of the People, and there- 
fore they learnt the ſame from their Childhood, and 
were ſingularly exact. This may ſuffice as to the Re- 
ligion, Cuſtoms, and Manners of the Aexicans, it 


is Time we now return to what the Spaniards were 
doing there. 
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CHAS V.,. 
Cortes ſends Meſſengers into Spain with 
an Account of his Actions; Spaniards 
90 into a burning Mountain to Arch out 
 Brimſione ; the Diſcovery of the Pro- 
vince of Mechoacan. . 


HE War being ended at Mexico, and the Con- 
federate Hadians diſmiſs'd in very honourable 
manner, and much to their own Satisfaction, Cortes 
thought fit to reward the Spariards, among whom 
he divided the Booty, according to each Man's 
Deſerts, the Sum being valu'd at one hundred and 
thirty thouſand Pieces of Eight, when he firſt de- 
ducted the King's Fiſth, being twenty-ſix thouſand 
Pieces of Eight. Beſides the Gold, there were many 
Slaves, Plumes of Feathers, Cotton Garments, ric 
Targets with Gold Rims, and Pearls, ſome of them 
as big as Hazle- Nuts, tho ſomewhat diſcolour d, be- 
cauſe the Indiaus opened the Oy ſters with Fire, to 
take them out, and eat the Fiſh. Tho” to all Ap- 
e be made an impartial Diſtribution, many 
were diſſatisſy d, for none but God can content all 
Men. Cortes thinking it requiſite to eſtabliſh; the 
Spaniſh Forma of Government 1n' that City, Alcaldes, 
| Regidores, and all other proper Officers wereaccard- 
ingly appointed. Next it was decreed to. fend. ſome 
Perſons to give the King an Account of all that had 
been done; and Alonſo de Avila, and Antony de Qui- 
ones were pitch'd upon, who were order'd to beſeech 
the King to confirm the new- Magiſtrates he had ap- 
pointed, as alſo the Grant of Lands and ndiavs to 
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Perſons who had well deſerv'd. He deliver d to them 
the King's Fifth, with many valuable Things of the 

Forts above-mention'd,' and a fitie Emerald as broad as 
the Palm of a Man's Hand, ſquare dt the Bottom, 
and rifing like a Pyramid, till it ended in a Point; 
beſides a noble 3 of Gold and * 1 2 
ringers, Pots, Diſhes, Cups, Bite? nd ot 
Things caſt, as "oY Filhes, and feveral Sorts of 
Animab, Fruit and Flowers; a Quantity of Bracelets, 
Pendants, Rings, Lip Jewels, and others us'd by Men 

| and Women; fome Idok, Trunks of Gold and Sik 
ver to ſhoot | Peſjets ; Vizors of > Work in 
fine Stones, the Ears of Gold, and the Teeth of 
Bone without the Lips ; Prieſt's Veſtments, Miters, 
Copes, Antependiums, and other Ornaments of Cot- 
ton, Feathers, ad Coney-Wooll of curious Colours; 
Bones of Giants found at Cacau; two Tigers, one 
of which broke looſe aboard the Ship, hurt eight 
Men, kilfd two, and leap'd into the Sea, and the 
other was kil'd, for fear he ſhould do the like. Ma- 
ny of the Soldiers fent Money to their Kindred, and 
Cortes ſens his Father a conſiderable Sum, by John 
de Rivera, his Secrerary. The new Magiſtrates and 
the Council of the City writ to the King, extolling 
the Actions of Corres, and figniſying their great Sa- 

tisfaction in having him for their Commander. Cor- 

tes himafelf ſent his Majeſty a long Relation of what 
had been done, praying, that an able and curious Per- 
ſon might be — to view the vaſt and wonderſul 
Country that had been ſubdu'd, deſiring it might be 
call d New-Spain, that Prieſts and Prelates might be 
ſent to take care of the Converſion of the Natives, 
as likewiſe Country People, with Cattel, Seeds, and 
Plants, to improve the Land, and that neither Law- 
yers, Phyſicians, or new Converts might be permit- 
ted to go over. Thus Monſo de Avila, Antony de 
Quinones, Fol ds Rivera, and Fames de Ordas were

PI nE Fame of the Reduction of Mexico being 
_ ſpread through all the neighbouring Nations, they were 
amaz'd, conſidering the Grandeur of that King, and 
the Strength of the City, whereupon many, without 
Waiting to be call d upon, ſent to ſubhmit themſelves 
to Cortes, and ſome great Men came in Perſon. He 
ſent Indian Meſſengers to ſuch as came not very ſoon, 
and to the remoter Provinces, and thoſe that were 
not ſubje& ro Mexico, with an Account of what had 
hapned, and to tell thoſe; People, that ſince the 
Empire of Adotezuma was now at an End, and 
ſubject to the King of the Chriſtians, if they 
would ſubmit to him, they ſhould be well usd. 
There needed not many Perſwaſions to prevail with. 
them, conſidering the Victory that” had been gain'd, 
which all the Iadiaus admir'd, as beyond their Expe- 
Cation, ſa that they all went themſelves, or ſent Preſents, 
making their Submiſſion, and by them Cortes was in- 
form'd of the Nature of thoſe Provinces which were 
not yet ſubdu'd, and of every Thing that was requi- 
ſite for eſtabliſhing of that Empire, That which 
moſt perplex'd him was the Want he was in of war- 
like Stores, and that he had no Powder, which was 
ſo neceſſary upon all Occaſions. He was of Opinion 
that Brimſtone for making of it might be had in the 
burning Mountain, that is twelve Eeagues from Adexi- 
co, having been ſo inform'd by Captain James de 
Ordas, who had view'd it in the Year 15 19. Cortes s 
Mind being intent upon this, he recommended the 
putting of it in Execution to Mantauo, a bold and 
active Man, and to Aeſa, the Maſter Gunner, re- 
preſenting the great Honour they would gain, and 
promiſing them conſiderable Rewards, they readily. 
engaging, either to loſe their Lives, or anſwer his Ex- 
peQation, ſet out for that Place, and with them 
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ſome Hndians. e Chalco, at a Town 
calld ON ON , from the burni 
Mountain, they were join d by above forty thouſand 
Men, who were deſirous to fee whether they were 
the ſame Spaniards that went before, and whether the 
Enterprize would ſucceed. Thus they drew near to 
the Place, where they built Huts, to wait the Event, 
and ſoon after Noon they began to aſcend, carrying 
on their Backs two very long Ropes, Sacks (+) 
Cloth, and lin d with Deer's-Skins, and two heavy 
Blankets, by the Indians calPd Pelon, ro cover them 
when Night came on. The Indium, beſide themſelves 
with Admiration, gaz'd' to ſee thoſe Men go up, 
ſome deſpairing of — and others confiding in 
their Valour. When they had mounted about a 
fourth Part of the Way, Night came upon them, 
and the Cold being extream ſharp there, they thought 
fit to make a Pit of Sand to hold them all, and keep 
off the Cold by covering themſelves with the Blan- 
kets. Having dug the Depth of two Spans, they 
came to the Rock of which all the Mountain con- 
ſiſts, When fo great a Heat, and ſuch a Scent of 'Sul- 
phur came up, that they were aſtoniſh'd, and yet 
the Sharpneſs of the. Cold without, made them bear 
with it for ſome Time, till it became fo inſuppor- 
table, that they refolv'd at Midnight to hold on 
their Way, with imtnenſe Labour. Going along in 
the dark, and the Froſt being very hard, one of 
them ſlipping, fell into a Cavity or Break, above 
eight Fathoms deep, and lighted among a Parcel of 
Ice, as hard as Steel, which had it broke, he had 
tumbled down above a thouſand Fathoms farther. 
He was hurt, and calld out to his Comrades, beg: 
ing their Aſſiſtance. They drew near, with muc 
danger of falling. and threw down a Rope with a ſlip 
Knor, which with mach Difhcule he final under | 


4 
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bis Arms, and helping himſelf with his Hands and 
Feet, was drawn out. Being in this deſperate Con- 
dition, ſcarce able to wag with Heavinels, they re- 
ſolv'd not to proceed any farther: before Day, and 
| had it been ſome few Hours longer before the Sun 
appear d, every Man of them had periſh'd with 
Cold, for they Rood all together blowing their Fiji 
gers, whilſt: their Legs and Feet were freezing. Ar 
 Sun-rifing they held on towards the Top, and 
within half an Hour a great Smoak guſh'd out of the 
Mountain, with a Flaſh of Fire, and a burning Stone 
as big as a Pint Pot, which rowlV'd down to the Place 
where they wete, and having ſtopp'd it: with one of 
the Blankers, for it was light, they warm d themſelves 
at it, and were ſomewhat comforted, They went on, 
but one of them being quite ſpent, fainted ;/ whom 
they left there, bidding 1 to be of good Heart, 
and they would take him up ät their Return. He 
anſwer d, They ſhould do their Duty, for it was d 
great matter that one ſhould die iti ſo importarit an 
Affair. Continuing to aſcend, about ten in the 
Morning they came to the Mouth of the Mountain, 
whence they ſaw the Bottom, burning like another 
natural Fire, which was dreadful to behold. The 
Depth from the Mouth to the Fire is about one hun- 
dred and fifty Fathoms. They went round it to 
ſee where was the propereſt Place to enter, and foutd 
it ſo dangerous every Way, that every one wiſh'd 
he had not gone up. But being all Men of Honour 
and Reſolution, they drew Lots who ſhould go in. 
It fell to Montano, who being put into an herhpeti 
Sack, with a large Bag or Pouch, was let down 
fourteen Fathoms with a Rope. The firſt Time he 
out the Bag almoſt full of Brimſtone, atid 
thus he went in ſeven Times, till he fetch d out cig 
Arrobas and an Half, that is, two hundred Weight. 
Then another went in fix W 
; c 
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above four Arrobas, or an hundred Weight, in all 


three hundred Weight, which they thought ſufficient 
to make a good Quantity of Powder. AUT 
they reſolv d to go in no more, for as Montano ſaid, 
it was dreadful to look down, not only becauſe of the 
prodigious Depth, but much more by reaſon of the 
fierce Fire below; beſides, that he who was within, 


in that Fright, could not but be apprehenfive left 


thoſe above ſhould let him flip, or the Sack burſt, 
or the Rope fail. They were all joyful for having 
eſcap'd that Danger, when being about to go down, 
freſh Difficulties appear d, by reaſon of the Steep- 


neſs, which would have ſet them hard, tho? they 


had not been to carry any Burdens, as they were the 


Brimſtone. Finding no Path, they agreed to go 


down rounding, tho? it took up more Time, becauſe 
it was ſafer; and yet thus, every one having his 
Burden, they often ſlipp'd, and fell, and were in 
Danger of their Lives. At length they came to the 
Place where they had left their Comrade, who ex- 


pected nothing but Death, yet being chear'd and 


help'd by them, he mov'd on, in ſuch a Frighr, 
with whar he faid he had ſeen during the Night, 
that he came not fully to himſelf in ſeveral Days af- 
ter. About four in the Afternoon they all got ſafe 
to the Foot of the Mountain, to the great Admiration 
of a Multitude of Indian that were Spectators. The 
Caziques, and others ran to meer them, and gave 
them plentifully to eat, for they had not had one 
morſel from the Day before till then. Every one of 


them was ſet upon a Bier, and carry'd on Men's 


Shoulders, as was uſual with the greateſt Men, abufi- 
dance of Indians attending them, and often ſtumbling 
and falling, as * gaz'd on their Faces, admiring 
they ſhould have done ſuch a wonderful Action, ne- 
ver thought of among them; nor has any Man ſince 
gone above helf Way up that burning Mountain. 

Vor. III. H h Being 
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Being brought in great State to Cxpoacan, Cortes met, 
embrac d, thank d, and promis d to reward them, 
and the more becauſe he had told the Indians, that 
nothing was impoſſible. to the Spaniards. With 
a they had brought, Gun- powder was ſoon 
made. | | | 
. Cortes hearing of many Provinces that were alto- 
gether unknown to him, ſent a Soldier call'd Yilladie- 
go, with a Parcel of ſuch Things as were there us d 
in bartering, and a Number of Indians, to bring him 
ſome Account of ' thoſe Countries; but neither he 
nor his Indians were ever heard of any more. It 
was thought, that they had kill'd him, and durſt not 
return. Another Soldier, whoſe Name was Parrillas, 
and who being of a jocoſe Diſpoſition, had gain'd 
the Affection of the Indians, was wont to be ſent to 
furniſh . for the Forces. This- Man going 
about upon that Buſineſs, the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Matalxingo, by Degrees led him as far as 
the Frontiers of the Kingdom of Mechaacan, where 
no Spaniard had been, for, after the Reducing of 
Mexico, none had gone farther from that City than 
| Pultepec. The People of Mechoacan were very glad 
to ſee that Spaniard, view'd him nicely, touching his 
Hands, as a Thing they had never beheld, fancy ing, 
that many like him, were capable of ſubduing more 
conſiderable Places than Mexico; and by Signs, and 
the Help of the Interpreter, ask d him many Queſtt- 
ons, which he anſwerd in ſuch manner as they 
much admir'd. After enquiring into ſeveral Particulars 
of that Country, he ask'd them, whether they. had 
any Silver or Gold, and brought away ſome as a Sam- 
ple, with two Indians they gave him, promiſing he 
would uſe them very well, and they ſhould ſoon 
return. Cortes received him well, was very kind to 
his rwo Indians, and order d them to be ſhown all 
the Forces, Arms, Artillery, and Horſes, and that 


ſome 
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ſome Horſemen ſhould skirmiſh before them, and 
ſome Muskers be fir'd, which put them into a great 
Fright. Laſtly, He gave them ſome Spaniſh Bauvles, 
al told them, that as the Spaniards were dreadfu] to 
their Enemies, ſo they were very fond of thoſe that 
would become their Friends, protecting and defending 

them upon all Occaſions ; that he would behave him». 
ſelf in that loving manner towards their Nation, and 
would ſoon go to ſee and inform them, how much 
they had errd in worſhipping their falſe Gods, and 
ſacrificing Men; and fo they might ſafely return into 
their own Country. He order d ſome Mexican In- 
dians to bear them Company, but they being highly 
pleas d with their Uſage, and what they had ſeen, 
and returning Thanks, refus'd to accept of Mexicans, 
and took Tlaſcallans along with them. 


TE Indians gave the King of Mechuacan, who 
was a mortal Enemy to Motexuma, an Account of 
all that had hapned. Cortes being reſolv'd to have a 
thorough Information of that Country, pitch'd up- 
on Montano, and three other Spaniards, reputed Men 
of Valour and Diſcretion, appointed twenty, Tadian 
Gentlemen to attend them, with an Interpreter that 
underſtood the three Languages of Mexico, the Oto- 
mies, and Mechoacan, and a good Quantity of Spaxiſp 
Toys, to gain the more Favour, directing them. to 
endeavour to fee. the Lord or King of Mochoacan, to 
enquire into the Nature, Power, Trade, and Product 
of the Country, and to endeavour to inculcate Reli- 
gious Matters, ſhowing, that the Me xicans had been 
deſtroy'd by the God of the Chriſtians, for their re- 
fuſing to admit of his Doctrine. He charg'd the I- 
dian Noblemen to be very careful of the Spaniards, 
promiſing to reward them all very generouſly. at their 
Return. They ſet out together, and travelling four 
Days, drew near a Town on the Frontiers of Ae. 
Chaacan, call'd Taximaroa, the Lord and Inhabitants 
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whereof having had a good Account of the Spaniards 
from the two above-mention'd Indians, came all out 
to meet them. The Lord embrac'd the Spaniards, 
giving them Noſegays, as is the Cuſtom of thoſe 
People, and then did the like to the Indian Noblemen. 
They halted, and the Lord wiſn'd them welcome, 
offer d all that his City could afford at their Service, 
faid, he wiſh'd to ſee their Commander, and to be- 
come a Subject of their King, and did not queſtion 
but that the Sovereign of Mechoacan, on whaſe Lands 
they then were, would be of the fame mind. The 
Spaniards being well pleas'd with this kind Reception, 
return'd a very courteous Anſwer, and fo proceeded 
to the Ciry, which by reaſon of their Wars with the 
Mexicans, was fortify'd with ſtrong Oaken Planks, 
this Wall or Encloſure being two Fathoms high, and 
one in Breadth, and ſeem'd to be very antient, for 
it was conſtantly repair d, taking out the old decay'd 
Timber, and putting in new, for which Purpoſe there 
were Workmen aſſign'd, and pay d by the Publick. 
The top, and the outſide of that Encloſure were fo 
cloſe, and ſmooth, that a better could not have been 
made with Lime and Mortar. They never burnt 
the old Timber they took out of it, but only to 
ſacrifice to their Gods upon ſome Victory gain'd o- 
ver the Mexicans, At the putting in of any new, 
certain Ceremonies were us d, ſignifying, that by the 
Help of thoſe their Gods, that Wall would be made 
ſo ſtrong that their Enemies would never be able to 
enter it, and that when they went out they ſhould 
return Victorious. As ſoon as come into the Town, 
they had Plenty of meat brought them, and the En- 
tertainment was ſo friendly, that they could not but 
admire it, however the Spaniards watch'd all Night, 
for mer owner % NO oo ET 
Ts Spariards the next Day, ſent Cortes word of 
What had hapned to them, and continu d their Jour- 
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| 1 Mer boacan, which held them ſix Days, the 
I 


nhabitants of the neighbouring Towns always flock- 
ing to ſee thoſe that had vanquiſh'd their Enemies 
the Mexicans. The Governour of Taximaroa had 
not only ſent his King an Account of the Arrival 
of thoſe Spaniards, but their Pictures 3 


their way of eating, and lying, their Habit a 


Arms. When they came within a little half League 
of Mechoacan, the King, eighty Lords, each of which 


bad ten or twelve thouſand Vaſſals, in their beſt Ap- 


parel, came out to meet them; the People that follow d 
thoſe great Men being ſo numerous, that they cover'd 
all the Fields. Thoſe Lords imbrac'd the Spaniards, 
and one that ſeem'd to be the eldeſt, and chief of 
them, after giving every one ſome Roſes, faid, Our 
great Lord, to whom we that are here belong, 
* order'd us to come out to receive, and bid you 
© welcome, as he has done ever ſince you arriv d at 


© Taximaroa, declaring how much he is pleas'd at 


e = coming; he ſays, that when you come into 
5 his City, you ſhall be entertain'd as if you were 
in your own, and therefore you may be eaſy, and 
© reſt, for he deſigns to inform you of ſeveral Par- 
— to know, and ſhall expect that 
© you inform him very fully concerning Cortes, and 
his great Maſter, the King of Spain, becauſe he de- 


© fires to be a Friend to the one, and a Subject to 
the other. The Spaniards anſwer'd in few Words,

He then ſent four Gentle 
men to bring before him four of the prime Mexicans

The 
King and his Council were much aſtoniſh'd at what 
5 Mexicans ſaid, and believ d every Word of it, 
having before been told very much to the ſame Ef- 
fet. Orders were given to treat thoſe Mexicaus ci- 
villy, when it was known that they were Men of 
Quality, who returning to the Spaziards, after having 
been detain'd a Day and a half, inform'd them of 
that had hapned. Three Hours after the King him- 
{elf went, attended by forty or fifty Lords, and about a 
dozen of handſome Yourhs for Pages, follow'd by twen- 
ty thouſand Men, with their Bows and Arrows, and 
Garlands, ſhouting like Conquerors.

ſince for Pictures. There the Epiſcopal See was 
founded, but Don Baſco de Quiroga, the firſt Biſhop, 
remov'd it to Paquaro, which in the Mexican 
Tongue ſignifies a Place where they dye, and to Tar« 
aſcofatætæa, importing the ſame Thing. It's Diſtance 
from Mexico is 47 Leagues, the Latitude in 19 De- 
grees 10 Minutes. A Quarter of a League from it 
is the Lake, ſaid to be larger than that of Mexico, on 
which there are great Numbers of Canoes, and ſome 
of them roy large, becauſe the Surges are apt to 
riſe very high, as they do at Sea. It produces a- 
bundance of ſeveral Sorts of Fiſh, and particularly 
one very ſmall, which they dry in the Sun, and 
yields very great Profit, becauſe ſent into many o- 
ther Parts. Gwuayangareo, commonly call'd Valladolid, 
to which the Epiſcopal See was again remov'd, is ſeven 
Leagues from Puzquaro, and twenty-five from Gua- 
dalajara, on the, great Road, and is the Capital of 
the Kingdom; in which there are ſeveral Provinces, 
and ſome Towns of Spaniards, which are Zamora 

_ thirteen Leagues from Puxquaro; Lagos, thirty Leagues 
from Valladolid; St. Michael, forty Leagues Welt- 
ward from Mexico; St. Philip, fourteen Leagues 
beyond Valladolid, the Conception of Saloja, eight 
Leagues from St. Michael, thirty-five from Mexico, 
and ſeventeen from Valladolid; Leon above ſixty 
Leaguesfrom Mexico, and twenty-four from Valladolid, 
in whoſe Territory there are great Veins of Metal, 
and eſpecially of Silver. The four laſt Towns were 
founded on Account of the War with the Chichime- 
cans, to make a Frontier. The Mines of Gua- 
zaxoato are twenty-eight Leagues North of Yalladolia, 
where {1x hundred Spaniards reſide, with an Alcalde. 
The Mines of Taphagua, are fifteen” Leagues far- 


ther. 
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ther. Beſides theſe Towns there are thirty Eſta- 
bliſhments, being Farms of Spaniaras, for Breeds of 


Cattle, and ſome Sugar-mills. 

Four ſeveral Languages are ſpoken in this King- 
dom, being thoſe of the Chichimecans, and the Otomies, 
of which Race there are great Numbers; the Me- 
ican, and the Taraſcan, this laſt being the proper and 
common Tongue of the Country, very polite and 
ſmooth, and the Spaniards gave it that Name, becauſe 
when they firſt came into the Kingdom, the prime 
Indians gave them their Daughters, and Taraſeue ſig- 
niſying a Son- in-Law, whence came the Coun- 
try of the Taraſcans, and the Taraſcan Language. 
The Climate varies, according to the ſeveral Pro- 
vinces, ſome colder, others more temperate, and o- 
thers hot; but all of them healthy, the Air being 
good, and People go from other Parts thither, to 
be cur'd of divers Diſeaſes. There are abundance of 
Lakes, Rivers and Springs of freſh, thin, clear, and 
brackiſh Water, which fatten the Cattle; as alſo hot 
Baths, ſome more, others leſs. This good Tempera- 


ture renders the Soil extraordinary fruitful, having 
ſpacious Plains to feed all Sorts of Cattle, and very 


thick, Woods, with mighty tall Trees. It abounds 
in its own natural Proviſions, and no leſs in Spaniſh 


Wheat, Barley, and other Grain, in ſo much, thar 


Francis de Terrazas reap'd ſix hundred Buſhels from 
four he ſow'd. This Kingdom produces all Sorts 
of Frujt-Trees, Plants and Herbs that are found 
in Spain, and the Grapes are delicious. The Spaniards 
have planted Mulberry-Trees, and therefore there is 
Silk; there is no Indigo for dying; there, is a Fruit 
like a Carob us d for Tanning of Leather, and an 
Herb for making of Glaſs. In that Part which lies 
next the Chichimecas there is Cochinille; the Num- 
ber of great and ſmall Cattle is immenſe, and there 
are vaſt Numbers of good Horſes which the Jadiaut 

| e make 
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make uſe of, as well as the Spaniards; Goats and 
Spaniſh Swine run in Herds about the Woods. Our 
Hens and Pigeons have multiply*d exceedingly in all 
Parts of the Kingdom. The Lions and Wolves, by 
the Spaniardt call d Adibes, devour the Cattle. The 
Tigers, when once blooded upon Men, will ſeek for, 
ene them away; but the Spariards, with their 
Fire- arms and Croſs-bows have diminiſh'd them. The 
Squirrels are very miſchievous in Houſes, and the 
Foxes peſter them with the Stink of their Piſs, which 
holds forty Days, and ſpoils any Garment ir falls on, 
that it is never fit to be usd. The Auras, are 
black Birds like Hens, the Place where they Breed 
unknown, their Heads and Necks bare, very ugly, 
fly very high, and feed on nothing but ſtinking 
Carrion, which they ſpy at a great Diſtance. There is 
a great Multitude of ſeveral Sorts of Fowl, which all 
fly away ro the Northward, at a certain Time, and 
return again. There are Skriech-Owls, other Owls, 
ſome Crows, Eaples, Falcons, Hawks of all Sorts, 
and other Birds of Prey ; as alſo Vipers, Snakes, 
Scorpions, and poiſonous Inſects, but not fo. many as 
in other Provinces. The Swine of the Country are 
numerous in the Woods, as are that Sort of Deer 
ſaid to breed the Bezoar Stone; beſides Hares, Rab- 
its, Partridges Pheaſants, Turtle Doves, and many 
curious ſinging Birds. : 5 
The prime Mechoacans were clad like the Mexican, 
and ſome wore long Garments, and over them their 
Mantles, all in general uſing Buskins of Deer-Skins. 
The common Sort went ſtark naked with certain 
Clouts to cover their Privities. Now all are cloath'd 
in Cotton, or Spaniſb woollen Cloth, moſt after the 
 Spaviſp Faſhion, and all wear Hats, generally valu- 
ing themſelves upon ſpeaking the Spaniſh Tongue. 
They are all improv'd as to Arts, and having very 
choice Brazil Wood, many are excellent Rn 
ren! — ing 
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king extraordinary curious Cheſts, Cabinets, Tables, 


ry notable Painters, Taylors, Shoemakers, and won= 
derful Lockſmiths. Beſides a great Mine of Copper 


for their own Uſe, they make as good Pots and o- 


ther things of it as any Braziers in Europe, and they 
uſe it to till the Land, inſtead 'of Iron, for it cuts 
like Steel. They have apply'd themſelves to make 
Silk, and to plant Fruit-Trees and Gardens, and 
breed Sheep for their Wooll, Horſes, Cows, and o- 


ther Animals. They take much delight in our Dogs, 


becauſe they keep their Houſes, but being ill fed, 
they are generally lean, and many have gone away in- 
to the Woods, where there are great Numbers wild, 
and are call'd Aurronen. When Gentils, they were 
very healthy, becauſe. they did eat leſs, would not be 
drunk, and were kept in continual Toil by their 
Kings and Caziques. They cannot yet be prevailed 


with to forbear bathing, which is fatal to them, and 


occaſions Pleuriſies, and as ſoon, as they feel any Fe- 
ver, they throw themſelves into the Water; ſo that 


few Eſcape. Thay have abundance of Medicinal 
Herbs and Roots, of notable known Virtue, and 


ſome thet are venomous. There is a Sort of Plant 
like Ivy, growing on the Banks of Rivers, which if 
piſs d on, occaſions the Privities to ſwell. 


The Natives of this Kingdom, eſpecially thoſe 


call d Taraſcaus are brave, and whilſt Gentils ſcarce 


ever loſt a Battle. Their King kept Garriſons on 
his Frontiers, for the War with the dexicans, Xalſ- 


| Cans, Colimam, and Matalzingans, uſing the ſame Wea- | 
uu as the reſt ; going ro War ſtark naked, painted 


„Black, Yellow, with ſtrong Breaſt Plates of 
Adaguey, and all their Aim was to take Priſoners to 
facrifice. They went with much Noiſe of Horns, 
Cornets, and ſuch like Inſtruments ; their Standards 


very curiouſly wrought with »Feathers of ſeveral 


Colours, 
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Colours, fighting under their proper Commanders, 
and Rents were aſhgn'd for ſuch as fignaliz'd 
themſelves. They paid to their King by way of Tri- 


| bute all they had, and he demanded, even to their 


Wives and Children, if he pleagd ; ſo that they were 
the worſt of Slaves, and next to the King they were 
ſubordinate to the Lords, who had each of them 
about twenty Wives, more or leſs, and the Commander 
who ſignaliz d himſelf had one given him, as a Re- 
ward, which was accounted no ſmall Honour. Mi- 
totes, or Dancing, and Drunkenneſs were practis'd, till 
they fell down with drinking their Liquors made of 
Indian Wheat, and other Things, tho young Men 
were not allow'd to drink it. Now they uſe too 
much Spaniſh Wine, and ſome they make of Cher- 
ries, and ot Figs, with which they get drunk, a Vice 
they are much addicted to, tho? much Care is taken 
to hinder them. The ſame Sport of Tennis was 
us'd as at et, r their Religion was the 
ſame, ſhedding much human Blood in their Sacrifi- 
ces. Their principal God was call'd Ticapacha, 
whom they look d upon as the Creator of all things, 
giving Life and Death, good and bad Weather, cal- 
ling upon him in their Troubles, with their Eyes 
lifted up to Heaven, believing him to be there. In 
ſhorr, they own'd one God, a laſt Judgment, Hea- 
ven and Hell, and the End of the World; that God 
made one Man and one Woman of Clay; that they 


going to bathe, were difſolvd in the Water, 


and then he made them again of Aſhes, and ſome 
Metals that having bathed themſelves, Mankind de- 


ſcended from them, and that there was a Flood, and 


an Indian, whoſe Name was Teſpi, being a Prieſt, 
went, with his Wife and Children, and' ſeveral Ani- 
mals and Seeds into a Piece of Timber, like a Cheſt, 
and by that means eſcap'd. That when the Water 


ſell he ſent out one of the Birds they call Auras, 


Which 
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which ſtay'd away to feed on the dead Carcaſes, as 
did other Birds he turn d out; but the little, Bird 
they moſt value for its Fearhers, '.return'd. with a 
Bough of a Tree. They had Prieſts, who. preach'd 
dreadfully in the Temples, putting Men into horrid 
Frights, by which means they mov d them to do what 
they directed, tho? againſt their Wills, for they began to 
hate, and obey'd them againſt their Inclinations, but 
could not avoid it, being compell'd by the King. 
The Prieſts wore their Hair long, with Crowns 
ſhav'd on the Top, and Garlands of red Fringes. 
The King kept a Governour, or Commander in 
every Town, to ſeize any Man that robb'd, com- 
mitted Marder, or any other Crime. He examin'd 
the matter, ſent the King an Account, and he in- 
flicted the Puniſhment. If any one was found guil 
ty of a Rape, they cut open his Mouth ro near his 
| Ears, and then impal'd him. A Thief was pardon'd 
the firſt Offence, with a ſevere Reprimand ; for the 
ſecond he was caſt down from a Precipice, and there 
lefr for the Auras to devour him. There was no 
particular Puniſhment appointed for Murder, becauſe 
it ſeldom hapned. The chief Miniſters of Juſtice 
carry'd thick Rods, like Ebony, with Feathers of 
ſeveral Colours on the Top, and ſome ſmall Stones in 
the Rods, which ſounded like Hawks-bells, and when 
they paſs'd by, the Men went out of their Houſes 
to attend them. The Natives call'd Taraſcans, are 
brave Men, have thoroughly imbib'd the Chriſtian 
Religion, and the Spaniſh Cuſtoms, and have their 
Recourſe to the eftabliſh'd Courts for any Wrongs 
done them. In other Provinces they are more vici- 
ous, ſloathful, ungrateful, and regardleſs of their Pa- 
rents, Wives, and Children. This may ſuffice, as to 
the Kingdom of Aechoacan, which is now made a 
Biſhoprick, and divided into fifty principal Pariſhes, 
all well fery'd by a number of Prieſts, beſides all that 
1 i | 2 
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are in hy le 92 of Fr Towns, and Vil- 
| ages, who ſpeak the Languages of the Country, preach, 
— and — — che Sacraments, and 8 as 
many Monaſteries of Franciſcans and Auguſtinians, who 
do the ſame. Every head Pariſh has one, or two 
' Hoſpitals to cure the Indian, who, as has been ſaid 
| have zealouſly imbrac'd the Chriſtian Religion, con- 
tribute their Alms, and are very tractable with the 
Prieſts, and they take much Pains among them. 
Some Months after Cazonzin, King of Mecloacan, 
return'd. into his own Country, Cortes, in Order to 
convert all Places, and reduce them under Obedience, 
ſent Capt. Chriſtopher de Old to ſettle a Colony at 
Huitzatzitla, as the Aexicans calld it, or Zimzontza, 
according to the Mechoacaus, the Royal Reſidence of 
that Kingdom. He took with him forty Horſe, and 
one hundred Foot, and was well receiv'd by the King, 
who gave him Abundance'of cloathing, and Gold and 
Silver, but mix d with Copper. 2 being thus re- 
ceiv d, planted his Colony, and proceeded in peaceable 
Manner for ſome Time, endeavouring by Degrees to 
bring thoſe barbarous People to more Civility; and 
not long after he advanc'd to the Provinces of Colima, 
to ſubdue them, and open a Way ro the South Sea. 
Several Provinces that were ſubject to, and confederate 
with Mexico, having, at the time when the Spaniards 
were drove out of that City, kilłd many that had 
been ſent abroad by Cortes to find out the Gold and 
Silver Mines, putting them to exquiſite, Torments, 
he, being now at leiſure, in November 1522, 
ſent Gonzalo de, Sandoval, with two hundred 
Foot, and thirty five Horſe, to chaſtize thoſe People, 
dwelling. beyond the long Ridge of Mountains to-

At Midnight four Religious Men 
bury'd him in the Woods, or Meadows, or ſome 
Cave, and with him the Slave that had repreſented 
his Perſon, and two others, and three Women, all of 
them, drunk, whom they firſt ſtrangled, to ſerve the 
_ Cazique'in the other Wotld. He was ſhrouded in 
ſeveral Maritles, wirh a Mask on his Face, Rings in 
is Ears, and on his ag, ewel about his Neck, 
and a Sort of Miter on his Head, with à Royal Robe, 
and thus they were inter in an hollow, no ob 
being. thrown, on them. The Anniyerfary was! 
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vals had four; or five faſting Days before them. 
They were very poor, had no Houſe of their own, 
and all their Buſineſs was praying for the King's 
Life and Health, Peace and Proſperity for the Pub- 
lick, and revenge againſt their Enemies. When any 
one of them broke Chiſtiry; he was baſtinado'd to 
Death; when ſick he was carefully look'd ifter in the 
Monaſtery ; when dead he was bury'd in the Court 
wrapp'd up in a Net.

the King. The High Prieſts were highly reſpected 
by the Caziques, who did nothing without their Ad- 
vice ; they commanded Armies, and rul'd the Stare, 
reprov'd Vice, and when there was no Amendment, 
threatned Famine, Plague, War, and the Anger of the 
Gods; they were look d upon as Saints, and therefore 


much honourd. „„ . 
Motexuma the firſt, King of Mexico, not being able 


to ſubdue this Kingdom by Force, caus d the Cazique 


Vaguitlan, a brave Man that oppos'd him, to be baſely 
murder d, and then all the People ſubmitted to him, 
and by w of Tribute paid, green Feathers, Chal- 
chuites, which are white Beads they value, Cloth; 
Cochinille, &. In their Wars they fought with Tar- 
gets and Macanas, being thick Oaken Staves; a Fa- 
thom long, with two Edges of Flinrs ; the Targets 
were of thick Canes bow'd and itterwoven: They 
wore Eſcaupiles, painted their Faces to terrify theit 
Enemies, and call'd upon their Gods, that they might 
not be ſenſible of Hunger; Thirſt, or Wearineſs, nor 
be kilbd, taken; or No uiſn'd. The Words they 
us d were in the Nature of Spells, in which they con- 
fided, and if Things hapned amiſs; they ſaid the 
Gods were angry, or that their Fortune-tellers' de- 
ceiy'd them The Men fer War were draw our. 
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of the reſpective Quarters, and commanded: by Cap... 
tains. | If beſieg d, they got upon the Hills, where 
they ſecur d their Wives, Children, and Goods, for- 
tify ing themſelves with Walls of dry Stone, going 
out from thence by ſevens, to fight, Commanders a- 
gainſt Commanders, and Soldiers againſt Soldiers; 
when one was kill'd another took his Place, and thus 
they continu'd till vanquiſh'd, and carry'd away Pri- 
ſoners, or till the War was ended by a Treaty. 

In this Kingdom of Miſteca, and all the other Pro- 
vinces of the Biſhoprick of Guaxaca or Antequera, 
there are thirteen ſeveral Languages, but the Mexican 
is univerſal, end as the Tongues differ, ſo in ſome 
Places the Manners and Cuſtoms vary. In the Pro- 
vinces of Tecomatlavaca, Thieves and Adulterers were 
ſeverely puniſh'd, and their Goods given to the Lord, 
and thoſe who were in Debt, and could not pay, 
were made Slaves for ever, and ſold, or facrific'd, or 
diſpoſed of as they pleas'd, and they never fled, as 
knowing that they ſhould be torn in Pieces. Thoſe 
People in their: Wars carry'd Colours, with Abundance 
of red Feather-work ; fought with Macanas, Targets, 
| Bows, Arrows, and Slings, painted their Faces and 
Legs, wore their Hair long, in Treſſes, with Plumes 
of Feathers. on their Heads, Ear-rings, and Lip Jew- 
els, of Gold, giving the Onſet with mighty Shouts. 
In the Townſhip, of Cuahitlan, there grows Plenty of 
the Root they call Mechoacan. In the Territories of 
Cuertlævaca and Tequiciſtepeca is a very high Mountain, 
and on it à Cave, into which a. Dominican Frier went 
with ſome Indiaus. The Mouth of it was ſo narrow, 
that onhy one Man could go in at a Time; within 
is an open Space about fifty Foot ſquare; and then 
Holes, with Steps, where begins a Way with many 
Windings, like a Labyrinth, slong which they went 
about an Hour, and muſt have been loſt, bad they 
not had A Cord to guide them. They came to another 
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open Place, in the Midſt whereof is a Spring of ver 
. Water, and becauſe the e 7 Ka, 
otion, that it was the Water of the Gods, and that 
the Man who drank of it dy'd, the Religious Man, 
to remove that Superſtition, drank of it himſelf, and 
made the reft drink. A Rivulet runs along one Side of 
that Place. They going far along that Cave, and 


finding no End to it, retum'd making Uſe of the 


Cord, for it had otherwiſe been impoſſible» Within 
the ſame Diſtrict, on ſome very high Miountains, call d 
St. Anthony's, ſome Indians live in Holes that are in 
Rocks, being ten or twenty Foot in Length and Breadtb, 
where they keep their Wives and Children, there be- 
ing above an hundred of theſe Cavities; and they can 
never be drawn from that Habitation. There are alſo 
two extraordinary high Mountains, which ſeem to be 
very open at the Bottom, and xhe Heads are ſo cloſe, 
that the India paſs over, ſetting one Foot on the one, 
and the other Foot on the other. 
Tm vs much as to the Kingdom of Miſteca, we 


come now to the Province of the Zaporecans, the Cuyoa- 


tecaus, and others, whoſe ' Manners are generally the 
ſame. The Zaporecans were ſtrange, and fierce Men, 
whoſe Lord reſided in the Town of DTioxapotlau, and 
they were at War with the Mericant, à mountain 
People, and the Lord of Turatepec of the South, be- 
ing never quiet in their Houſes. Their Weapons of- 
fenſive and defenſive were the ſame as before-menti · 
ond, and they had Head Pieces of blue Stones; nor 
was there any difference in their Food, and Cloath- 


ing, and they took their Names from Animals, Woods, 


Hills, Rivers, Springs, Flowers, and Roſes, as the 
Lady Far Roſes, the Lord Nies Apes, the Lord T3 12 

Lions, &c. When the Spamards began the War againſt 
the Mexicans, they joimd with them. All che Coun- 
try is uncooth, and mountainous, and the Diſtrict hr- 


er than that of NAaffrs. It produces the ſame as the 
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other Provinces, and all Spaniſb Fruit, and Grain. 
They all formerly went ſtark naked, but are now 
cloath'd, and wear Hats, cutting their Hair, which 
when Hearhens was reputed very ſcandalous. Being 
in thoſe Times always at War, they went arm d, for 
if they met on the Road, he that got the better of 
another, led him to his Town ty'd with his Bow- 
ſtring by the Privities, and either kept him as a Slave, 
or ſold, or ſacrific'd him. Their Religion was much 
the fame with the others already mention d. They ſa- 
crificd Men to their Gods, and Women to their God- 
deſſes, as alſo: Children and Beaſts ; obſerv'd Faſts, 
ſome of forty and of eighty Days, eating every fourth 
Day an Herb they call Piſate, which is Medicinal, aud 
drawing Blood from their Tongue and Eats. - In the 
Town of Coatlan, they had'a Cazique, 'call'd Perela, 
ſignifying Dog, thought to be lineally deſcended from 
thoſe that eſcap d in the general Flood. Some. Spaniards 
knew him, and the firſt Chriſtian Vicar of that Place 
found that the Natives offer'd Sacrifice: to him as a 
God, and  preſerv'd him, embalm'd, parch'd up and 
entire. He found out the Body, and burnt it in 
publick ; and it was afterwards diſcover'd, that at the 
Time of an Epedemical Diſtemper, thoſe People again 
Aacrific'd to him, that he might intercede with-Bezalao, 
.which is the Devil to. ceaſe that Peſtilence, and the 
then Curate ſeiz'd, and ſent them to the Biſhop of 
Guaxaca. In this Town is a very ſpacious. Cave, in- 
to which many Perſons have enter d, and they pre- 
tend that it reaches to the City of Chiapa, — 5 15 
two hundred Leagues oft. 0125 Fe Eg 
Ix the Town of Trcatlan they obſerv'd ſeveral 
- Feſtivals, and had many Gods, pat? one High Prieſt, 
choſen by the others. He never went our of the 
Temple, and was torn in Pieces if he tranſgreſs d 
with a Woman, and his Fleſh was ſet before. his Suc- 
 tefſor for an Example; if mary'd before, het eco 
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Leave of his Wiſe... Wben any one of them had a 


Mind to marry, one of the other Prieſts Jed him up 


to the Top of the Temple, on a Market Day, cut 
off ſome of his Hair, and cry'd out aloud, This 
Man will marry; and when came down, the firſt 
Woman he met was his own, unleſs they could con- 
vey her away. There, were Puniſhments aſſign d for 
all Crimes, the Thief s Goods, when he was execu- 
ted, went to ſatisfy: the injur'd Perſon. The Prieſts 
own Houles, the Obſequies being perform'd the-tenth 
Day; and they diſpos d of their Goods by Will. In 
the Town of Gaaxtlotitlan, a Woman convicted of 
Adultery was put to Death, and her Fleſh eaten by 
all that were preſent, declaring her Crime. Ar Jzcepecs

TE Aixeans' were ſubject to the Province of 


Tecoantepec, which ſignifies the Tigers Hill or Ridge.

zuma, tho he went thither in Perſon, becauſe de- 
fended by the Lord of Tecoantepec, who was very 
powerful. In the Province of Teutitlan, where the 
Maxatecan Language is ſpoken, they us'd to flea the

try with their Skins, begging Alms, and againſt a 


ſolemn Feſtival that was kept yearly, the Prieſts went 


up to the Top of the Temple, and did there beat a

W HILST Cortes was employ'd as has been 
ſaid before, Chriſtopher de Tapia arriv'd at 
Vera Cruz, with a Commiſſion: from the King of 
Spain to take him the Government of all the 
Parts diſcover d by Means of Fames Helaſquex, and 
to proceed againſt Cortes for having caſt off all 
dience to the ſaid Yelaſquez. At Vera Cruz, Tapia 
produc'd his Orders, but the Magiſtrates of that Place 
would not permit him to proceed any farther; wheres 
upon he writ to Cortes, who would have gone to him, 
but was diſſwaded from it, | for fear his Abſence 
ſhould occaſion any Commotions in thoſe Parts. In 
ſhort, the Magiſtrates of the Colonies that had been 
eſtabliſh'd, ſeveral prime Officers of the Army, 
aſſembling at Vera Crux, told Tapia, that his Powers 
were forg'd, and he incapable of ſo great a Poſt, and 
therefore they requir d him to depart, or elſe 
would ſecure and ſend him Priſoner into Spain. He 
ſeeing no remedy return d to Hiſpaniola, where he was 
blam d by the Admiral and the eee his _ 
nacy in going to New Span contrary to their Advice. 
Soon after Tapia was: — from Va Cu, Jom Bond 
d Queao arriv d there with Letters from the Biſhop: 
of: — charging the Spaniardt to admit of the ſaid 
Tapia or their Governour, which caus d ſome Diſtur- 
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bance among the Soldiers, but Cortes by his wonder- 
ful Sagacity ſoon ſet all right He was at the 
fame time informed, that Julian de Aldrete, the King's 
Treaſurer, had deſign'd to murder him, as he was on 
his Knees at Maſs, and Aldyere being examin d, con- 
ſeſs d it, and begg'd Pardon. A Prieſt, whoſe Name 
was Leon, likewiſe diſcover d, that there had been a 
Conſpiracy to blow him up with Gunpowder ; all 
which being prevented, he with ſingular Diſcretion 
conſidering the preſent Circumſtances, ſecur'd him- 
ſelf, without exerciſing any Severity, only mildly pu- 
niſhing ſome Indians, who being ſenſible of thoſe 
Troubles, thought to have made their Advantage of 
WEN Tranquility was again reſtoi'd, Cortes be- 
ing deſirous to 2 a Way to the Spice Iſlands by the 
Suh Sea, ſent ſome Spaniards through the Province 
of Xaliſco, to view the Coaſt,” and find out ſome con- 
venient Harbours, but theſe never return d. He then 
| font Franc Chico, -with three other Spaniards, and ſome 
Indians, by the Way of Zacatula, with Order to make 
their Obſervations along the South Sea Coaſt, and ſee 
whether there was any Conveniency for building of 
Ships. They went to Tecoantepec, Zacatula, and other 
Towns, taking Poſſeſſion of that Sea and Land, erect- 
ing: Croſſes, and other ſuch Ceremonies.”

It ws 
vey agreeable to ſee how chearfully they work d, ſinging, 
an playing on their Muſick,” calling upon the Names of 
their Towns and Lords, and pred Teſts upon one 
another. They much admir'd the Uſe o from. be · 
cauſe having had none before, they usd to work 
the ſofter Stone with the harder; and were much 
more amaz d to behold the Pulleys, Cranes, and other 
Inventions for carry ing up of great Stones and Beams, 
their Method having been to throw up much Earth 
Cloſe to the Structures, and fo draw them up by main 
Strength. Though Proviſions were then ſcarce, be- 
. cauſe they had not ſaw'd during the War, they built 


one hundred thouſand Houſes in Mexico, better than 
thoſe they had before, and the Spaniards built many, 
and good ones, after their manner. Cortes built one 
for himſelf, where Aotesuma had before a Palace, 3 
bout which he is fid to have us'd ſeven thouſand Ce 
dar Beams, and ſome of them were one hundted and 
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twenty Foot in Length. The City is plentifully ft 
Wd ith Proview becauſe the Land is ſo — 
that in ſome Places one Buſhel of Indian Wheat his 
yielded four hundred. Mexico was cne of the greateſt. 
Cities in the World, lying in the Latitude of twenty 
Degrees, or twenty and an half, the Climate tempc- 
rate, being never very hot, or cold; but by reaſon of 
the Lake ſomewhat damp. For the better eſtabliſning 
of the City, Cortes made the Citizens bring their 
Wives, and encourag'd other marry'd Men to come; 
he alſo ſent for Cows, Goats, Swine, Sheep and Mares 
to the Iſlands, and for all forts of Seeds, and Plants, 
Arms, Iron, Cannon; Powder, Tools, and all other 
Neceſſaries. His Care for the Artillery was ſuch, that 
he had thirty-five Pieces of Braſs Cannon, and ſevenry: | 
of Iron; and employing proper Perſons diſcc ve d- 
many Mines of Gold and Silver. In ſhort, ſuch In- 
duſtry was us'd, that all ſorts of Artificers reſorted 
to tbe Place, there was a Printing-Houſe, a Mint, and 
a College, ſo. that the City became as renowned as an 
in Europe.

TE muſt now leave Cortes a while; to ſee what 
VV was: doing in the other Parts of America, 
during this ſame Year 1522. It has been ſaid in its 
Place, that Giles Gonzalez, de Avila was building four 
Ships in the Iſland of Terequeri, which is te Bay 
of St. Michael, otherwiſe call'd the Bay of Panama. 
When thoſe Ships were finiſh'd; he faiFd. in them on 
the 21ſt of Famary 1522, taking with him the Pilot 
Andrew Nino, a good Number of Indian, ſome few 
Horſes, Arms, Proviſions, and Pedlary Ware. Having 


| faifd one hundred Leagues to the Weſtward, along 


the Coaſt ; he was told that the Water aboard ſtunk; 
and the Ships 4 to be worm- eaten. It was found 
requiſite to dock them, in Order to their being re- 
pair'd, to make Veſſels with Iron Hoops, and to ſend 


to Pauama for Pitch and. other Stores. In the mean 


Time, Giles Gonzalez, went up the Country with one 
e Men, leaving Orders with Andrew Nino, that 
a-c00N as the Ships were refitted, he ſhould fail down 
the Coaſt, and at eighty Leagues Diſtance from thence 
to wait for him, and he would do the like if he hapned 


to be there firſt. He travelbd thro' the Country, tho then 


ſickly, and by reaſon of the great Raihs, was oblig'd 


to ſtay in the Houſe of a prime Cazique, whoſe Town 


was in an Ifland ten Leagues in Length and fix in 
Bteadth. The Rain cohritiu'd fo violent for fifteen 
| | — - 
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Days, that the Houſe ſunk down by Degrees, with - 
out putting out a Lamp they had burning before a 
Picture of our Lady, By the help of that Light 
they made their Way through the Roof, and got up- 
on Trees, where with Timber they made Floors, and 
ſtay d two or three Days, till the Rain was over. 
There being no Poſſibility of travelling ten Leagues 
down to the Sea by Land, they made Floars of Tim- 
bers bound together with Withes, on which they 
went with much Difficulty, and the Loſs of ſome 
Arms and Cloaths. At the Bay of St. Vincem, they 
found Andrew Nino, who was juſt come. Gonzalez, 
held on his Way by Land, with the hundred Men, 
and four Horſes, ſending the Pilot with two- Ships to 
diſcover the other two ſtaying in the Bay. After 
meeting with ſome Caziques, who ſeem'd inclinable to 
embrace the Chriſtian Faith, he came into the Coun- 
try of the Cazique Nicoya, a powerful Man, by whom 
he was well receivd, and having inſtructed him in 
the Faith, he was baptis'd, as were all his Subjects, 
being above fix thouſand. Micoya gave him the Value 
ef fourteen thouſand Pieces of Eight in Gold, thir+ 
teen Carats fine, and fix Idols of the fame Metal, a 
Span long, bidding him to carry them away, ſince 
he was to have no more to do with them. Gonzalez 
gave him ſome Spaniſh Toys, and being inform'd, 
that there was à great Lord cald Nicaragua, fifty 
Leagues from thence, tho fome Indians advisꝰd him 
not to go by reafon of the great Power of that Cixi- 
que, he went, ſending word before, that he was com- 
ing to be his Friend, to inſtru& him in the Faith of 
Jesvs CnrisT, and perſwade him to ſubmit to the 
reateſt Monarch in the World, which if he refus d, 
e came to fight him, and therefore challeng d him to 
meet the next Day in the Field. Nicaragua having 
been inform d of the Actions of thoſe Men, the Sharp- 
neſs of their Swords, and the Eierceneſs of their _

Mearagua, who had liſtned with much Attention, 


whilpering the Interpreter in the Ear, enqun'd of him, 
whether thoſe knowing Men came down from Hea- 
yen, and whether they eame in the Clouds, or Flying, 
then he deſir d to be Baptiz d, and conſented that the 


Idols ſhould be caſt down, and a Croſs ſet up in the

The Cazique anſwer d, They came 
to ſee who they were, having been told, that they 
Vere bearded People, and travelPd upon Beaſts. Gon- 
zalez, return'd Thanks, gave him ſome Spariſh: Toys, 
and per{waded him to become a Chriſtian. He de- 
manded three Days, to conſult with his Women, and 
Prieſts ; but it appear d the Deſign was to gather 
Forces, and rob the Chriſtians, ſeeing they were ſo 
few, and ſaying, They were no braver than | himſelf; 
Accordingly a Clergyman going, on Saturdaꝝ the 17th. 
of April, this Year 1522, vith the beſt Horſe they 
had, and two Companions, to preach. in ſome neigh- 


bouring Towns, three or four thouſand Indians, arm'd 


after their manner, with Cotton Armour, Head-pieces, 
Targets, wooden Swords, Bows, Arrows, and Darts, 
fell upon the Spamards, but it pleas d God that a Con- 
federate [ndian, gave timely Notice, and they drew in- 
to the Marker Place. There the Indiaus gave the On- 
ſet, deſigning to take, and eat them. The Engage- 
ment laſted a conſiderable time, ſeven © Spaniards were 
| knock'd down, and they were carrying one away a- 

live; but the Horſes breaking in, they fled, leaving 
the Man they had taken, and many of their own dead, 
the Spaxiards continuing in good Order, for fear they 
ſhould return; bur they did nut, being buſy in pick- 
ing up the de:d and wounded, for it was their Cuſtom 
ro leave none in the Field, At this rime the Clergy- 
man and his Companions return'd, to the great Satif+ 
faction of the reſt, who thought they had been killd. 
Tn Number. being ſo- ſmall, they thought it 
beſt to retire towards the Sea, and as they paſs d by 
Nicaragua's Town, a great Number of Indians came 
out againſt them. Two Horſemen, four Musketeers, 
and thirteen Croſsbowmen were appointed to bring 
up the Rear, and ſo they croſs d ſeveral Brooks, their 
Indians quitting their Burdens, and running away. 
Thus they fought, and retir'd till Night came — 
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when the Indiam ſu'd for Peace, faying, It had not 
been Nicaragua that broke it, but another neighbouring 
Cazique. They ſet our again at Midnight, and 
arrivd at the Bay of St. Vincent, where they found 
Andrew Nino, who was return'd, after having diſ- 

cover'd for the Space of three hundred and fifty 
Leagues; their Progreſs from their firſt ſerting out 
being fix hundred and fifty Leagues, till they came into 


the Latitude of ſeventeen Degrees and an half. The 


Cazique Nicaragna's Town was three Leagues up the 
Country, from the Coaſt of the South Sea. On the 


ther Side of it, near the Houſes of the Town, is a- 


nother freſh Water Sea, ſo call'd, becauſe it ebbs and 
flows, being the Lake of Nicaragua. The Indians did 
not then give any Account where it ran out, but the 
Spaniſh Pilots ſaid, that Water fell into the North Sea. 
Gonzalez, thought fit to return to Panama, when he 
had travell'd along the Coaſt, and ſometimes up the 
Country two hundred and-twenty-four Leagues, ha- 
ving Baptiz d thirty-two thouſand two hundred and 
ſixty-four Souls. He brought back 112524 Pieces 
of Eight in low Gold, and 145 in Pearls. He coaſt- 
ed the Country from Cabo Blanco to Chorotega, view d 
the Bay of Parrots, Nicaragua, the Poſſeſſion, and the 
Bay of Fonſeca. He was in hopes of finding a Streight 
thereabouts to paſs into the North Sea, many Pilots af- 
firming that there was ohe, to go to the Spice Iſlands a 
ſhorter Way, without coming near the Portugueſes. 
He gave the Name of the Bay of Fonſeca, in Memory 
of the Biſhop of Burgos, atid calbd an -Ifland there is in

Tux Lake of Nicaragua was mucli taken Notice of 
for its Extent, Dwellings, and Iſland: It ebbs and flows 
like the Sea, and being but three, or four LANG 
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from the South Sea, empties it ſelf in the North. Sed, 
which is an hundred Leagues diſtant, at that which. is 
call'd el Deſaguadero, or the Drein; ſome have run 
down it from Nicaragua, and gone by Sea, to Nom. 
bre de Dios. Three Leagues from the City of Gra- 
nada is a final} Hill, flat and round, call'd Maſſaha 
being 2 burning Mountain, the Mouth of it half 4 
League in Compaſs, and the Depth within it two 
hundred and fifty Fathoms. There are no Trees nor 
Graſs, but Birds breed, without any. Diſturbance 
 _ from. the Fire. There is another Mouth, like that 
of a Well, about a Bow-fſhot over, the diſtance from 
which to the Fire is about a hundred and fifty Fax 
thoms, always boiling up, and that Maſs of Fire of- 
ten riſes, and gives a great Light; ſo that it can be 
ſeen at a conſiderable Diſtance. - It moves from ope 
Side to the other, and ſometimes roars ſo loud that 
it is dreadflal, yet never caſts out any thing but 
Smoak and Flame. The Liquor never ceafing at the 
Bottom, nor its Boiling, imagining the ſame to be 
Gold, F. Blaſe de Tricſta, of the Order of St. Domi 
nick, and two other Spaniards were let down into the 
firſt Mouth in two Baskets, with a Bucket made of 
one Piece of Iron, and a long Chain to it, to draw 
up ſome of that fiery Matter, and know whether it 
was Metal. The Chain ram a hundred and fifty Fa- 
thoms, and as ſoon as it came to the Fire, the Buc- 
ker melted, with ſome Links of the Chain, in a very 
ſhort Time, and therefore they could not know 
what was below.

There are e 1 
having an Inciſion made in them, a Sort of Mil 
runs from them, which hardens into a white Gum, 
of a good Scent, with which they us d to perfume 
their Idols. Fram another Tree flows a Liquor, 
that coagulates like -Curds, and is good to eat. A- 
nother Tree bears Fruit like a Mulberry, of which 
is made a thick Liquor that cures Hoarſeneſs; and 
the Wood of it when dry ſtrikes Fire like a Flint. 


Another ſweet ſcented Tree, looks like Cedar, and is 


good to make Boxes, but Bread put into them grows 
bitter, and it is good to preſerve Ships from the 
Worm. Other, Trees produce Birdlime, which 
ſerves alſo. to anoint themſelves with, and ſtick on 
Feathers, being large and lives not above ten Years, 
The Soil naturally bears. Cafſia-fiſtula, but they did 
neither eat the Fruit, nor know the Virtue of it. 
There is ſuch plenty of Roſes, Flowers, and ſweet 
Herbs, that they. offend the Head, and ſuch Multi- 
tudes of Loos. and other Vermin before menti- 
on'd, that they deſtroy the Corn, and Fruit-Trees; and 
a Sort of Wood ſo bituminous that it burns like 
natural Pitch. The Pgiſon they uſe to their Arrows 
is of two Sorts, the one of f Blood of Snakes 5 
calld Aſps, temper'd with, a fort of Herb, the G 

of a, Tree, and the Juice of the poiſonous Apple, call'd 
Manzaxilla. The other, of all the ſame Ingredients, 
and the Heads of venomous Piſmires. To make this 
Compoſition, they us'd to ſhut up an old Woman, 
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that was two or three Days boiling it; if ſhe dy'd of 
the Stench, or fainted away, the Poiſon was good, if 
not they puniſh'd her. This was the Poiſon the Ca- 
nibals us d to their Arrows, which the Spaniards could 
not Cure. Thoſe that ſurviv'd the Wound, liv'd in 
Pain, if they touch'd a Woman the Wound broke out 
again, when they drank or labour'd they ſmarted. 
The Arrows were made of Reeds, hardned at the 
Fire, pointed with hard ragged'Fiſh Bones. At their 
Dances, and in Fight they play d upon Pipes made of 
the Bones of Deer, another ſort of very thick Sticks, 
others of Reeds; Kettle Drums of Wood painted, and 
others of large Gourds; Inſtruments like Horns of 
Shells, Rartles of very great Oyſter-Shells. They 
were well skilfd in War, devour'd the Priſoners they 
took, and Enemies that were ſlain, as alſo the Slaves 
they bought, and if they hapned to be lean, fatted 
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them in Coups. a ans FED 
Tney took great Delight in Dancing and Drink- 
ing, and ' ſuch an Entertainment - laſted eight Days. 
Great Numbers aſſembled ar Weddings, Inaugurations 
of Kings, or other Feſtivals ; ſome of them wore 
Coronets, others Plumes of Feathers, others Plates 
on their Breaſts, and other Shells about their Legs to 
rattle inſtead of Hawkſ- bells. They daub'd them- 
ſelves ſeveral Ways, and he that look'd moſt hideous 
was beft dreſs d. They danc'd either looſe, or holding 
by their Hands, in a Ring, or Semicircle, backward and 
forward, leap'd, tumbled, ſome filent, others ſinging as 
loud as they could, and all was done by Meaſure, and 
at the fame Time, tho there were many of them. 
Their Songs begun in Melancholy, and ended in 
Madneſs ; dancing fix Hours without ceaſing, till 
ſome were quite out of Breath, but he that held out 
longeſt was moſt valu'd. Many Youths were wont 
to aſſemble to entertain their Cazique, who ſome Way 
before they came to the Town, made the Road ſo

clean, that there was not the leaſt Straw to be ſeen 
on it, began to ſing low, and ſhoot, their Arrows ac- 
cording to their Motions, rais'd their Voices as loud 
as they could, one fung firſt, then the reſt anſwer'd, 
changing Words, as was done in the Iſlands, as for in- 
ſtance, We have a good Lord, a good Lord we have ; 


he that Jed the Dance, got before tlie reſt, walking 


backwards, to the very Door, they all ruſh'd in, play- 
ing a thouſand Monkey Tricks, ſome limping, others 
as it were fiſhing, or weaving, or acting blind Men; 
one laugh'd, another wept, and then one made a very 
ſerious Speech, rehearſing the Actions of the Cazi- 
que's Predeceſſors; they all ſate down on their Hams, 
eat ſilent, and drank till they fell down. He that 
drank moſt was the beſt look'd upon, by the Lord 


that gave the Supper. At ſome Feſtivals, the Wo- 
men went to carry them home, and tho? at the Feaſt 


they fat in Order, drinking, a Woman handing about 
the Liquor; when drunk, they bufferted, challeng'd, 
and revi'd one another. Many vomited, to be able 
to drink again. Their Liquors were made of Palm- 
trees, of Herbs, of Grain, or of Fruits. They 
ſnuff d up their Noſes the Smoak of an Herb that 
took away their Senſes. The Women ſung, when 
they carry'd home their Husbands. They were great 
Idolaters, adoring the Sun and Moon, whom they 
took for Man and Wife, reckoning them great Gods 3 
were afraid of Thunder and Lightning, ſaying, the 
Sun was angry; faſted for Eclipſes, eſpecially the 
Women; the Wiyes tore their Hair, and ſcratch'd 
themſelves, and rhe Maidens drew Blood from their 


Arms, with Fiſh-Bones, thinking, that the Moon 


was hurt by the Sun, upon ſome falling our. When 
any Comet appear'd, they made a hideous Noiſe with 
Horns, Drums, and Cries, fancying, that would drive 


it away, or conſume it, believing that a blazing Star 
foreboded great Calamities.

Theſe Lords paid no 
Taxes, and were only oblig'd to go to the Wars, from 
which none. were exempt, and then the Sovereign gave 
them an Allowance, and they attended him as his 
Servants.

The Kings of Mexico, Texcrco, and Tacuba had ſet- 
tled Courts and Judges in all the Provinces under their 
Dominion. Each of them kept two chief Juſtices in 
each of their Cities, but Mot uma for State Affairs 
ad four prime Miniſters. The King, by Way of 
Salary, appointed: them certain Lands, and Iudiam tg 
ſerve them, and when the Judge dy d, thoſe Lands 
went to his Succeſſor, They had an Appartment in 
the King's Palace to try Caules, and decide of Natris 
mony and, Divorces, tho! there were few of the larter, 
thoſe, Judges endeavauring to reconcile them, and repro- 
ving the offending; Party, As ſpon as; it was Day, 
they, took their Seats on Mats, and the People were 


_ admitted; Appeals from them might be carry d to 


twelve others, tho were ſupteme. The Soverei 

was conſulted} and thoſe, that did not ſpeak the 
Truth, were ſeverely. puniſn'd. The Judges were 
not to receive any thing whatſoever, nor did they 
reſpect Perſons, but were very upright; and if any 
one of them committed any Overſight, or deviated 
from his Duty, the others reprimanded him, and if 
he did not mend upon the third Reproof, they caus d 
his Hair to be cut off, which: was a great Diſgrage, and 
he was diſtarded! The King of Tescuco cauſed ane of 
his Judges to be hangid for having favout'd a Man of 
Quality; againft a Commoner, and not repreſenting the 
Cauſe as it was; arder'dithat Affair to be examin d 
again, and gave udgment for the Commoner. There 
were inſerior Judges in all Provinces, and every eighty 
Days they all conſulted the King. The Laws for 
puniſhing. of Crimes were eſtabliſn' d Adulterers 
were firſt Ston'd to Death and afterwards hang d. 
The. King, of T#&curo put one of his Sons to 
Deaths. for: having to do with one of his Women, 
and ſhe under went the 2 Fa:e. Another King wn 
VS 1 2 mn 
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that Place put to Death four of his Sons, and a 
many Women, for the ſame Offence. Any Man that 
entred into the Appartment of the Maids dy'd for 
it, and the ſame King of Texcuco, executed his own 
Daughter, for talking with a Nobleman's Son. It 
was not Jawful to drink their ftrong Liquors, with- 
dut Licence from the Lords, or Judges, and they 
granted it only to ſick and antient People, who were 
to drink only three Cups at a Meal. At Weddings, 
and Feſtivals; all that were above thirty Years of Age 
had Leave to drink two Cups, as alſo when they 
were 22 Stones, or Timber. Lying -in Wo- 
men might drink it for a few Days, but not after. 
The Lords, prime Men, and Soldiers, thought it a 
ſhame to be drunk, and the Penalty was to have 
their Hair cut ſhort, their Houſe thrown down, and 
be made incapable of any publick Employment, which 
I have here taken Notice of, becauſe ſome have re- 
„that there was no Government as to drink- 
ing among the Tadian of New Spain, during the 
Time of their Infidelity ; whereas that Vice has 
crept in among them ſince their own Judges have 
+ TaERE were Laws and Rules eſtabliſh'd for re- 
gulating of Matrimony. Old Women drove the Con- 
tracts, and the Parents never conſented, or deny d up- 
on the firſt Overture; and when agreed, the Bride» 
grooms faſted ſour Days, and in ſome Places twenty 
before the Wedding, being ſnut up. It was ill look d 
upon to keep Wenches, but if any had them, they 
were conniv'd at, to obviate worſe Evils, provided 
they were both ſingle Perſons, and in this Caſe they 
alſo ask d them of their Parents, ſaying, they would 
have them to get Children, and as - ſoon as the firſt 
was born, the young Man was requir'd, either to 
marry the Woman, or to leave her, and if ſhe was 
ſent home to ber Parents, they never came together

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any mote. As for Sodomy it was look'd upon 3 
infamous, and therefore if one Man calyd another

which wes allow'd. The killing of a Merchant, 
or a Subject or Meſſenger were look d upon as 
juſt Cauſes to declare War, and ſo the Council de- 
cided it, but if theſe were N they declar'd it 
unlawful z but if the Sovereign preſs d often for their 
Approbation, they ſaid, he might do as he pleas d. 
The way of declaring War was by ſending certain 


Targets, and Mantles. If they that were challeng'd 


thought themſelves too weak, they gather'd Gold, 
and Plumes of Feathers, and went out to make their 
Submiſſion, 'and theſe pay'd a Tribute as Friends, 
and ſervd in other Wars. If a Priſoner made his 
Eſcape to his own People, he was put to Death. 
There were Laws for making Slaves, and no U- 
ſurers. All Sorts took great Care of the Education 
of their Children. The Mothers generally ſuckled 
them, and if a Nurſe was to be taken, they let fall 
ſome Drops of her Milk upon a Nail of the Hand, 
which if it did not run by reaſon of the Thickneſs, 
yas reckned good. The Mother, or Nurſe that gave 
ſuck, never chang'd Diet during the whole Time, 
and they did it four Years, being ſo tender of the 
Children, that to avoid being with Child, they would 
not have to do with their Husbands. If they be- 
came Widows whilſt giving ſuck, they marry d not

The Merchants made 
Coſſections among themſelves, and ſent them to the 
Sovereign. The Tribute of Corn was put into one 
Houſe, at the Harveſt Time, and thence convey'd to 
the Lord. When 4 Dearth happened, or a Plague, 
no Taxes Were paid, but on the contrary, the Ring 
contributed to the Relief of his Subjecs. All pub- 
lick Structures were catry'd on by the People in gene- 
nal, every one working according to his Ability, be- 
ginning late in the Morning 0 giving over early. 
at Night, none being' preſs'd to do more than they 
could, or any 8 ys ill rob If ir happened to 
rain ever ſo little, che Work ceas'd, and all went home, 
becauſe their Cloaths being very thin, the leaſt Wet 
made them quake with Cold, and their Houſes being 
ſmall were warm, beſides that their Wives made Fire, 
and dreſsd their Meat, and then they fate down, and 
were merry. 

Tun Matalzingins before they were ſubdu'd by Ao 
texumas Father, had three Lords, all ſubordinate to 
one another. When the chief of them, whoſe Title 
was Thatmian, dy d, the ſecond, call'd Tidratetatle, ſue· 
ceeded him, and after him the third, entitled Tlacux- 
calcatl, in whoſe Place came the Heir of the firſt, 
ſo that no one ditectly fireceeded his Fätller, but was 
to aſcend by Degréts. Thoſe Lords had Towns or 
Diſtricts, Which they call'Y Calpmles, alſotted them for 
their Service and Maintenance; and in every one of 
theſe ce, thete Was a Gövetnour, upon Whoſe 
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him to the Lords; who either ; confirn'd him, of 
made them ele& another. The Tribute paid to thoſe 
Lords was of all forts, as hag been ſaid was done at 
Mexico, and it was carry'd by the afareſaid Gover- 
nours, who When they came to the Lord's Houle, 
took ſeveral of the prime Men along with them, and 
they were lodg'd and entertain d by the Lord, as long 
as they ſtay d, being ſerv d by his Slaves, who . were 
numerous. They had always great Stores of. Corn 
Jaid up. apainſt Dearths, inſomuch, that tho a Famine 
laſted four Years, they, never ask'd any thing of their 
People, but rather reliev'd them out of their Stock. 
Their Government was fo mild, that they always call'd 
their Subjects, Fathers, Brothers; and Children, ac- 
cording to their Age; every one endeavouring to out- 
do his Predeceſſor, becauſe whoſoeyer grew. tyrannical 
was depos d. When Axayacazin, King of Mexico, had 
ſabdu'd rhoſe People, he put to Death the two infe- 
rior Lords, and oblig'd many of the Natives to with- 
draw themſelves to Mechoacan, by which Means he 
became abſolute Maſter. - From that Time the Mata- 
zingans ſow d a Piece of Land for the King of Mexico, 
which was eight hundred Fathoms in Length, and 
four hundred in Breadth, the Product whereof was 
laid up for War, or other publick Occaſions. The 


Practice of the Province of Grlarlan, near Guatemala, 


was ſo like this, that it is not worth while to ſpeak 
of it in particular, only this may be ſaid, that they had 
many large Temples of their Gods; of very notable,

Structure, this being a Place reſorted 


Devotion, from many other Parts. 


TERRE is another Proyince within the furiſdiction 
of Mexico, call d 5 moſtly inhabited by the 
People call Otomies, who are of a mean e 


void of Honour, cowardly, barbarous, and: ſſow in 
Karning good Cuſtoms; and their Language is har hs

to ſucceed; by reaſon that one Ward has ſeveral Sig-

Jolm Sanchez de Alanis learnt it to Perfection, às he 
did that of the Chichimecas, their Neighbours, and was 
very ſucceſsful in his Chriſtian Labours among them, 
converting great Numbers. Theſe Oromies of Zilatepec 
are great Eaters of Fleſh, but do not like the Spamyb 
Bread, which they ſay is like Fruit, in Compariſonof 
their Mayx.

and in the Vear 1544, which was twenty two after t 


Conqueſt, when there was a great. Plague, they carry d 
a Maid to the Top of a very high Mountain, ripp'd 


open her Breaſt, and facrific'd her; but thoſe wicked 
Practices have been long ſuppreſs d, as are their other 


Superſtitions. They are more addicted to Labour than 
the other Nations of New Spain, and yet one Spaniard - 
will do more than ſeveral of them. They affect living 


in remote woody, Places; to avoid being in Subje- 
ion, and reprov'd for Drunkennels ; but the conti- 
nual Induſtry of religious Men has very much re- 


form'd them.” Their Cuſtoms and Religion were 
| moſtly like the Mexicans, bating; that when Heathens, 
if the Couple did not like one another the firſt Night 


they were marry d, it was lawful for them to part, and 
both Parties might marry again. The great Men had 
three or four Wives, the common ſort but one. 


Thoſe who continu'd marry'd, did Penance for their 
Sins, which were, having had to do with Wo- 


men, ahd being drunk. They abſtain'd twenty 


* 


Days, which was their Month, cleans'd themſelyes, 


by Bathing in Houſes appointed for that Pur- 


poſe; and drew Blood from their Ears and Arms. 


The Women did the ſame iff their own Houſes. 
They did not ſacrifice Men; but when they went to 
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and defective; for rho' the religious len have ended: 
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the Wars, under the Mexicans, they kilꝶd their priſo- 
ners, and cutting them into ſmall Bits, fold. them in the 
Markets, ready boifd, as a great Dainty. Theft, So- 
domy, Adultery, and raviſhing of Women, were pu · 
niſhed with Death. A Son that prov'd diſobediemt to 
his Father, was whipt with Nettles, and being dipp'd 
in cold Water, ſtood expos d to the Cold all the 
Night. The Youth were generally train'd in Arms, 
which were the ſame as thoſe usd by the Aexi- 
Im the Territory of Queretaro, is a Spring of Wa- 
ter ſo hot that it Lok, and when cold — Cattle, 
being brackiſh. In this fame Province of _ Xlorepec, 
at the Town of St. Foſeph, or Atla, is a Spring of 
Water, which runs four Years, the Stream thick- 
er than a Man's Thigh, then for the next four Years 
runs not one drop, till they are expir d, when it 
comes again, runs moſt in dry Years, and is dry in 
rainy. There are many Silver Mines here, and Abun- 
dance of Medicinal Plants; Spaviſh: Fruit thrives well, 
and it a TY that between ee of St. 
John, that o ueret aro, being en Leagues, 
there are above one hundred thouſand. Cows, two 
hundred thouſand Sheep, and ten thouſand Horſes and 
| Mares, the Land being exceeding fruitful, which ſhows 
how, much the Cattle carry'd Spain have multi- 
ply'd, there being none before in the Country.

reaſon of its high Situation, very difficult of Acceſs; 


beſides that, it had a Wall three Fathoms high, the

one half of it of Brick and Stone, and the other 


half of large Planks. He attack d it two Days toge- 


ther, and enter d it with much Fatigue, the Inhabitants 
attempting to get off, with their Goods, but many 


of them were kill'd and taken, The Booty was not 
conſiderable, unleſs in Proviſions. In the Beginning of 


the Year 1524, Godoyadvanc'd farther into thoſe Coun- 
tries, and in April march'd to Canacantean, the Lord 
of which Place furniſh'd him with Proviſiops, and 
Indians to repair the Roads for him. The Inhabirants 
of the Province of 4anaſclon brought him ſome Gold 
and a Parcel of Points for Arrows, which, they faid, 
Peter de Alvaradb had commanded them to make, he 
being then in the Province of Utlarlan, ſeven Leagues 
diſtant, and three from Chiapa. Proceeding from 
thence, Godoy found Barracks ready made, and the 
Road repair'd, and was there met by a Man of good 


Preſence, who faid, he was Lord of Caripula, had made 


Barracks, brought Proviſions, and repair'd the Road, 
which was ſo bad before, that they could not have 
pass d it without his Help. When the Spaniards came 
to his Town he gave them a conſiderable Preſent of 
Gold, and Feathers, beſides Proviſions, and there Go- 
dof ſtay'd four Days for the Spaniards he had ſent to 
Zutempau, but ſome Indians brought word from them, 
that they were gone another Way, and as a Token 
had 'a Cap the Spaniards had given them, Thus by 
e 5 . FN Degrees 
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Degrees he paſs'd to Pitula, Pagucpepa, and other Places? 
gin all the Country aflign'd him, that had revolt” 
ed, into Subjectio s. ls 
Alvarado having paſs d through Tecoaptepec and SS. 
canuſco, as has been ſaid before, had ſeveral Engage- 
ments with the People of Zacatullan, a large and ſtrong 
Town, in which many Spaniards, and ſome Horſes 
were wounded, and a great Number of Indiaus killd 
on both Sides. It took up three Days March from 
thence to the Province of Vtlatlan. The firſt of 
them he with much Difficulry: croſsd two Rivers, 
and the ſecond found a very uncooth Paſs, which was 
five Leagues in Length, where in a Break he ſaw a 
Woman and a Dog that had been facrific'd, and was 
q told by his Guides that the ſame denoted a Challenge. 
In a hollow Ground he fought four thouſand. of the 
Enemy, and afterwards thirty thouſand in a Plain, 
all whom he routed, not a Man of them ſtandi 
when an Horſe came near, being frighted at the Sight 
of ſuch a Beaſt, rhat was altogether new to them. 
The Indiazs rally d, and were again defeated by a 
Spring, yet they came on the third Time at the 
Foot of a Mountain, with great Cries, many of them 
being grown ſo bold, as to ſtand the Horſes, laying 
hold 45 their Tails, to wound the Riders; however 
in the End, they were put to flight, and many kill'd, 
among whom was one of the four Lords of the Pro- 
vince, who commanded that Army in chief. Some 
Spaniards were ſlain, and many more wounded, as 
were a few Horſes. Alvarado then enterd Quazalte- 
nalco, where he found no living Creature, reited his | | 
Forces, and proceeded to ravage the Country. The | 
ſixth Day a numerous Army of thoſe People appear'd | 
in order of Battle, Alvarado advanc'd againſt them, | 
with eighry Horſe, two hundred Spaniſh Foot, and 
a good Body of Mexicaus, made Choice of the pro- 
per Ground, and defeated them, killing great Now 
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thoſe P 
their A 


had been impos d upon, and retir'd as cautiouſly as 
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bers in the Purſuit. Thi pokes Men and Command. 
ers retir d to the Ridge of an Hill, where they were 
all either taken or ſlain. This Loſs did not diſpirit 

who calling in Friends and Enemies to 
ſtance, made a very numerous Army, and 


then ſent to tell Alvarado, that they were willing to 


ſubmit to the Emperor, and therefore he might go on 
to Vtlatlan, and he believing them, did ſo. That Ci- 
ty is very ſtrong, the Streets narrow, and the Hou- 
ſes eee un There are but two Gates 
to it, the one up thirty Steps, and the other at the 
End of a Cauſway. When Alvarado found the Cauſ- 
way broke up in ſeveral Places, ſaw no Women, and 
conſider d the Strength of the Place, he perceiv'd he

could be, and yet not without ſome Loſs. Howe- 
ver taking no notice of the Fraud, he continu'd to 
treat with the Lords till he got them into his Power, 
but till the War continu'd, and there were Skirmiſh- 
es about fetching Wood and Water. The Spaniards 
could not range about the Country, by reafon of the 
many and deep Sloughs in the Plain, and therefore 
Alvarado reſolv'd to burn the Lords he had in Cu- 
ſtody, to bring the War the ſooner ta a Concluſion, 
and threatned to burn the Town, to which Purpoſe, 
and to try their Fidelity, he demanded Aid. of the 


' Guatemalans, who ſent him four thouſand Men, and 
with their Aſſiſtance preſs'd ſo hard upon the Enemy, 
that they abandon'd their Country; but the Inhabi- 


rants of the City begg'd Pardon, laying the Blame on 
the Lords that had been burnt, as they had confeſsd 
before. Alvarado forgave them upon their taking an 
Oath of Fidelity, ſet at Liberty two Sons of the de- 


cess d Lords, reſtor d them to the Poſſeſſions of their 


Fathers, and thus the Country was again ſetiled and 
ſubmiſſive as before. That Province is rich, populous, 
has many great Towns, and abounds in Proyiſions, 
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in a Sort of Liquor like Oil, and ſuch gbod 
Sulphur, that the Soldiers made excellent Gunpowder 
of it, without refining. This War was concluded on 
the 25th of April, this Year 1524, and/Horſe-ſhoes 
1 then ſold at one hundred and fiſty Pieces of Eight 
a Dohen 1 c e ot tack 169/40 Nt FA 
Alvarado went away from thence to Guatemala, 
where he was well receiv'd,' and quarter d. Seven 
Leagues from thence was à City, on the Bank of a 
Lake, which made War on Gaaemala and Dtlatlen, 
he ſent thither to adviſe them to deſiſt from moleſti 
his Friends, and they inſtead of complying, murder d 
the Meſſengers. Whereupon he marchd thither with 
ſixty Horſe, one hundred and fifty Spauſb Foot, and 
a great Number of Audiau, and thoſe People refuſing 
to liſten to any Accommodation, advanc'd along the 


Edge of the Lake, to a Röck there was on it, inha- 


bited. Meeting with a Body of Men, and purſuing 
along a Cauſway, enter'd that Place with the Inhabi- 
tants, killing many of them whilſt others ſwam over 


to a little Iſland. Having plunder'd the Houſes, he 


march'd out, and lay that Night in the Corn Fields 
and the next Day found the City abandow'd, becauſe 
they had confided in the Strength of the Rock. A. 

varado rang d the Country, took ſome Men, and ſent 
them to make Overtures of Peace to their Lords. 
They anſwer d, That their Country had never been 
conquer d, but ſince he had behav'd himſelf ſo brave- 


bp, they were willing to be his Friends; and accor- 


dingly they came, touch'd bis Hands, and remain'd 
peaceable. He return'd to Guatemala, whither all the 
People on the Lale brought him Preſents, within 
three Days, ſuing! for Peace. Being infom'd by 
them. that the People of the Provincè of Teqwimteper, 
would not permit any Friend to the Chriſtians to paſs” 
through their Country, he march'd thither, with all 
his Army, lay three Nights in the Field, and then en- 
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ter d upon that Province, which carrying on no Trade 


had not any open Roads, but only narrow Paths, be- 
tween thick Woods. He came upon the City with 
ſuch Secrecy and Expedition, that the Inhabitants 
knew nothing of him, and the Weather being rainy 


they kept in their Houſes, ſo that they could not draw 


together, for which Reaſon ſome fled, and others took 


| ſhelter in ſome. Houſes, from whence they kill'd ſome 
Tedians, and wounded Spaniards, whereupon he ſer Fire 


to the Place, ſending to acquaint the Lord, that he 
would do the fame by his Corn, if he did not ſubmit; 
which he and all his People did. He ſtay'd there eight 
Days, during which Time all the neighbouring Parts 
ond the Emperor for their Sovereign. 

NExr Alvarado proceeded to Cuctipar, a Country 
of another Language, and then to Tatixco and Necen. 
dellan, and becauſe thoſe People kill'd ſeveral of the 


Confederate Indians that lagg'd in the Rear, and took 
Fart of his Baggage, among which were the ow 2 4 
for the Croſs-bows, Packthread for Buskins, and the

Iron Work, which was a conſiderable Loſs in the 
Time of War, he ſent his Brother George, with 
forty Horſe after the Enemy, yet he could not reco- 
ver it. Thoſe Indians of Necendellan, when they fought, 


carry 'd little Bells in their Hands. Alvarado ſtay d 


eight Days in that Town, endeavouring to bring che 
Inhabitants to a Peace, but could not prevail, and then 
went away to Paxuco, upon the Invitation of the 
Natives. By the way he found abundance of ſharp 
pointed Sticks, fix*'d in the Ground, two or three 


Fingers Breadth above it, ſloaping, ſo that the Toes 


might ſtrike againſt them, Which Things have done 
much Miſchief, becauſe they are uſually ting d with 


ſuch a rank Poiſon, that if they drew but one Drop 
of Blood, the Perſon ſo hurt, generally dy'd within 


two, three, or ſeven Days, raving with. le 


— Thirſt, At the Entrance inte the Town were ſome 
8 N 


Men, quartering a Dog, which among them was a To- 
ken of War and Enmity. Arm'd Men appeared next; 
who were Charg'd and drove out of the Town, with 
a conſiderable Sſaughter,  Advancitig hende t6 i „ 
anco, and Cayucat! upori the South Sea, and by Way 
be faw a Field ful of irm'd Men, ready to engage 
him. Tho? he had two hundred and fifty Spaniſh 
Foot, one hiindred Horſe, and ſit thouſand Jndiant, 
he paſs'd by, not daring to charge them, becauſe they 
were drawn up in good Order, but as ſoon as paſsd 
they gave the Onſet, coming up ſo cloſe as to lay 
hold of the Stirrbps, and of the Horſes Tais. The 
Army then fac'd about, and left few of them alive; 
for they never flinch d from their Ground, becauſe the 
Armour they wore was ſo heavy, that they could 
not run away, nor riſe when fallen, being like Sacks, 
with Sleeves, reaching down to their Feet, made of 
Cotton hard twiſted, three Fingers thick, and the 
Sacks being white, and of ſeveral Colours, they made 
a good Show with the Plumes of Feathers. They us'd 
large Bows, ind Spears or Pikes —_ Spans long. 
This Day many Spaniards were wounded; and Aluara- 
do got a lame Leg, which was ever after four Fingers 
ſhorter than the other. He afterwards fought another 
more numerous and dangerous Army, becauſe their 
Pikes were longer, and poiſon'd, yet he utterly de- 
ſtroy'd ir. Advancing ſtill to Mantle and” Lechus 
an, the People of Cuitlachan came thither to make their 
Submiſſion, but falſely, in Hopes to ſurprize and ſacri- 
fice the Spaniardi. Alvarado under ſtood their Deſigt; 
and offer d Peace; but they ſtole away out of the Ci- 
„ and carry'd on the War obſtinately, in which 
they kild eleven Horſes, the Price wherebf was made 
good by the Slaves that were fold. Having ſtay d 
there twenty Days, Without being able to prevail up- 
on thoſe People, he return d to Guatemala; and tho? in 
this Expedition he march'd four hundred Leagues, the 
Vor, III.

Booty was incomſiderable; they ſubdu'd ſeveral Provin-

deſire to be uppermoſt, he therefore began, accor- 
ding to the TaſluQions he had from Corres, to found 
a. City, which he nam'd Santiago de Guatemala, ap- 
pointed preper Magiſtrates, built a Church of the 
lame Invocation, gave ſeveral Townſhips to the In- 
habitants and Conquerore, and ſent Advice thereof to 
Cortes, Who confirm'd what he had done, ſent him 
two hundred Spaniards, and interceded with the King to 
grant him that Government. e 
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eAfﬀairs f Guatemala; Zacotecans ſub-

CAE MA LA by the Indians is call d Quau- 
IJ timallac, which ſignifies, Rotten Tree. The 
City of Santiago, Capital of the ſame, is ſeated between 
two burning Mountains, the one cloſe by, the other 
two Leagues off, on an high round Hill, which fome- 
times caſts out Smoak, Flames, Aſhes, and very large 
Stones burning hot, and frequently ſhakes: much. 
There is extraordinary Thunder and Lightning in 
fruitful, rich, and abounds in Paſture, ſo that there 
are great Numbers of Cattle. One Buſhel of Indian 
Wheat ſown, yields one: hundred, in ſome Places 
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| two hundred, and even five hundred in the Plain, 


which they water, and is moſt delicious and agreeable 
on account of its many Fruit Trees, and others. 
The Indian Wheat there has a very large Reed, Ear, 


and Grian; and there is much Cacao, reckned great 


Wealth, becauſe it was current Coin throughout New 


| Spain, and other Provinces. Nor is there leſs plenty 


of Cotton, Balſam, a Liquor like Oyl, and Sulphur 
that ſerves to make Gunpowder, without refining. 
The Women are much addicted to ſpinning, the Men 
large, and were dextrous Archers, and given to eat 


Man's Fleſh, their Idolatry being the ſame as at Mexi- 


co. Whilſt Perer de Alvarado the firſt Conquerour 
liv'd, this Province was in a very thriving Condi- 
Ar this time Cortes a ſecond Time ſent Captain 
Roderick, Rangel, who had miſcarry'd there before, to 
ſubdue rhe Zepotecans, which he perform'd fo effeQtu» 


ally, that they never more revolted, he retriev'd the 


Reputation he had loſt before, and the confederate In- 
dians that went with him were enrich'd with the Plun- 
der they got. Whilſt this was in Agitation, Giles 
Gonzalez, who had diſcover d Nicaragua, being very 
rich, ſent into Spain to beg of the King a Commiſſion 
to find out a Paſſage in that Port from the North to 
the South-Sea, and rhe Government of the Country 
about it; but Peter Arias de Avila diſappointed all his 
Projects, by ſending Francis Hernandez de Cordova ta 
eſs himſelf of the Province of Nicaragua, Ac- 
cordingly he fail'd from Panama, and founded a Co- 
lony on the Streight, which he call'd Bruſſel, and 
was before nam'd Vruina, on the one ſide of Which 
1 Sea, on another the Plain, and on the third the 
Mountains where the Mines are. He then proceeded 
thirry es farther, to the Province of Nebnechs- 
ri, where he built the new City of Granada, on the 
Bank of the Lake, with a very ſtately Church, and 
ES Uuz a Fort;

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a Fort; becauſe, notwithſtanding his having offen de- 
feared. e it was convenient to ſecure all a- 

em, the Country being very populous. It was 
not then thought requiſite to make any Settlement in 
the Province of Nicaragua, for which reaſon he paſs'd 


on from Granada to the Province of Ymabite, leaving that 


of Maſaya, which is large and populous behind him. 
He took with him a Brigantine in Pieces, with which 
he went quite round all the Lake, and found a Ri- 
ver it runs into, yet the Brigantine could not proceed 
by reaſop there were great Rocks, and Falls, but they 
were convinc'd that it ran out into the North-Sea, 
A Captain that was ſent to view the Country, found 


It very populous, and. full of Woods of ſeveral forts 
of Trees. Francis Hernandez, had taken ſeveral reli- 


gious Men with him, who by means of the Interpre- 
ter labour'd very much in preaching, and inſtructing 
the Indians, p47 1a ſeveral Miracles are ſaid to have 
been wrought, which had fo good an Effect, that the 
People came in fo faſt to be baptiz d, that the Prieſts 
were not able to anſwer them all. Hernandez, ſent 
Peter Arias an Account of all theſe Particulars, as al- 
fo that there were Spaniards nat far from the Country 
where he was, though he did not yet know who they

Tux Natives of this Country ſaid, they were de- 


ſcended from the Mexican, and their Language and 
Habit was much the ſame with thoſe People, the 


Women being very well cloath'd. They kept regu- 


Er Markets, and fold their Goods for Cacao inſtead 
of . Many of the Women were beautiful, 


and their Parents us d, when the Maidens were mar- 


riageable, to ſend them to earn their Portions, and 
accordingly they rang'd about the Country in a ſname- 
ful manner, till they had got enough to marry them 
of, and the Husbands were ſubject to them, inſomuch 
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put of Doors, beat, and made them ſerve, and they 


went about to intreat the Neighbours to intercede for 


them with their Wives. It was cuſtomary for the 
High-Prieſt to lye the firſt Night with the Bride. 
Sacrificing of Men and Women, ſcourging themſelves 
and drawing Blood from their Tongues, to ſmear the 
Idols was uſual among them, and they confeſs d thoſe 
they thought to be Sins to the High- Prieſt. There 
are burning Mountains in this Province, the chief of 


which is that of Maſapa, before ſpoken of, where 
the Natives at certain Times offer d up Maids, throw-- 


ing them into it, thinking by their Lives to appeaſe 
1 Fire, that it might not deſtroy the Country, and 
they went to it very chear ful. 
Giles Gonzalez, Who, as was ſaid above, pretended 
to diſcoyer a Paſſage in theſe Parts, from the North 
to the South Sea, having furniſh'd himſelf with Men, 
Proviſions, and other Neceſſaries in the Iſland of Hi 
paniola, faild away for Honduras, in order to croſs o- 
ver from thence to Nicaragua, without any Obſtru- 
ction from Peter Arias. He arriv'd at Gummura, fo 
the Province of Vueras was firſt call'd, but could not 
get into Port Cavallos, a noble Harbour for any num- 
ber of Ships, and the beſt in all thoſe Parts, the foul 
Weather obliging them to throw ſome Horſes over- 
board, which gave name to the Place, and th Wind 
carry'd them down to Golfo Dulce, or the freſh Bay. 


| Bein unacquainted with that part of the Continent, 


which to him appear'd uncooth and mountainous, he 
reſoly'd to eſtabliſh a Colony, and call'd it San Gil 


de Buenaviſta; the Indians, who were willing to be rid 


of him, ſhowing him the Land of Honduras, which 
is rich, and ſpacious. He made thither, between Cape 
Camaron and Truxillo, leaving ſome Men at San Gil; 


_ advanc'd up the Country, 2 to find the South- 


Sea, and in the Vale of was inform'd that 


| Francis, Hernandez, and his Men were not far off. 


Francis 
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Francis Hernandez, having as was faid before, receiv'd 
Advice, that there were Spaniards to the Northward, 
| had ſent Captain Soro, with ſome Men, to know more 
af them. As he lay 8 at Toreba, Giles Gon 
alex fell upon him in the third Watch of the Night, 
crying, St. Giles, kill the Traytors. Captain Soto drew 
out with his Men, they fought, and ſome were kill'd, 
In the midſt of the Fray, Gonzalez cry'd aloud, 
Peace, Peace, Captain, in the Emperour's Name. Soto 
thinking he had been ſincere, drew off his Men, tho' 
they told him that Gonzalez. was crafty, and did it 
to wait for more Forces. He would not believe them, 
and thus they continu'd on both Sides for ſome Days, 
during which Time Sato ſent Advice to Francis Her- 
naudex, that it was Giles Gonzalez, who commanded 
in thoſe Parts, and what he deſign d. Gonzalez be- 
Ing reinforc'd, without regard ro the Peace, attack'd 
Sato again, plunderd his Men, and among other 
Things took from them the value of one hundred and 
thirty thouſand Pieces of Eight in Low Gold. Her- 
zardez, underſtanding that Gonzalez. was in the Coun- 
try, drew nearer and built the City of Leon, in the 
midſt of the Province of Nnabite, with a Church, and 
a Fort, to oppoſe both Gonzalez, and the Natives, 
of which there were fifteen thouſand in its Diſtrict. 
Gonzalez, not thinking himſelf ſaſe there, though he 
had difarm'd Soto's Men, diſmiſs d them, and with 
the Gold he had taken, return d to Port Cavalles, 
upon advice, that another Fleet was arriv'd there, which 
was that under the command of Chriſtopher de Olid, 
who immediately founded the Town call'd the 75+ 
umpb of the Croſs, fourteen Leagues below Port Ca. 
vallos, and here he began to caſt off all obedience to 
Cortes, endeavouting to draw all the Men to his Par- 
ty. He ſent our Parties to- view the Country, and 
ſometimes went himſelf, carrying all ſo diſcreetly, that 
the Indians never had any.

His Major Briones, 
who, as was faid before, had declar'd, for Cortes, 
march'd away up the Country, and Jah Ruano, who 
was with a Party in another Place, fall'd for the Ifland 
of Cuba. Cortes had ſent a Ship with Supplies after 
Francis de las Caſas, which met with fuck dreadful 
Storms, that it was drove back to Panuco. Next. he te- 
ceiv'd Advice of Caſar's being taken by Olid, which 
 Soubled him, very much, and he refolyd to'g6 in 
| Perſon againſt kim, and then wf to the King, gi. 
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ving zn Account of Olid's Revolt, and his Deſign 
to go to reduce him. The King took little Notice 
of this Advice, only writing to Olid, to keep a good 
Correſpondence with Corres, and to write from Time to 
Time what ſhould occur in that Country, thinking

T the Time when Corres was preparing to ſet 
but for Thwerds, this Year 1524, the King's 
ew Officers arrived at Mexico, being Alonſo de Eſtra- 
_ da Treaſurer; Roderick de Hlbornos Controller, Gonzalo 
de Salazar Factor, and Peter Almeiides, Chitinos In- 
Ipetor; Cortes reteived them very honourably, but 
they indulging their avaricious Tempers, apply*d thein. 
ſelves wholly to pry into the Nature of the Coun- 
try, and his Behaviour, encouraging and giving Ear 
to all Malecontents, and Slanderers, revilitig him in theit 
Letters to the King; pretending that he had conceaF'd 
Avtezmia's Treaſures; and urging, that his Power 
was too great. Beſides, they interpreted his very 
Thoughts, and queſtion'd his Accounts, particularly 
ſaying, he ought not to be allow'd ſixty thouſatd 
Fel. - X x LE, © 
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Ducats he had laid out upon Ships. They libour'd 


do abridge his Authority, to raiſe their on, and in- 
gross the Wealth of the Country; in which Point 


they all agreed, tho acting upon ſuch vile Principles, 
they were at Variance among themſelves in all other 
Reſpects. He, on the other Hand behav'd himſelf 
diſcreetly, bearing with their Inſolence, and at the 
ſame Time neglecting nothing that was for the King's 
Service, and accordingly he ſent James de Maxague- 
ros to reduce the People of Chiapa, who had revolted, 
which that Commander effectually perform'd, for 
when they could reſiſt no longer, thoſe deſperate 
Wretches, caſt themſelves with their Wives and Chil- 
dren headlong from Precipices, ſo that not above two 

thouſand: of them remain'd, whoſe Of-ſpring inhabit 


that Province at this Time, together with the Spani- 


ardi, among whom it was then divided. 


Comes being reſolv'd to go in Perſon to Duerasm, 
to chaſtize the Revolt of Olid, not having yet re- 
ceiv'd Advice of his being kill'd, as was faid before, 


the King's Officers, and many others, endeavour'd to 
diſſwade him, alledging, the ill Conſequences that 


might h * upon his Abſence, and particularly the 


Danger of a general Revolt among the Indian, who 
Nood more in Awe of him alone, than they did of 


all the $parigds. All their Arguments being of no 


Force with him, he committed the Government of 
Mexico to the Tresſurer Alonſo de Eftrada, and the 
Liceneiate Alonſo de Zuazo.

Having order d Af- 
fairs: there, he ſer out with one hundred and fifty 
Horſe, the ſame Number of Spaniſh Foot, and three 


thouſand arm d Indian, heſides ſuch as were for the 


Service of the Army, and four Pieces of Cannon. 
Whilſt Cortet was on his March, all Things were in 
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Confuſion at Thweras, and the fame at exits, where 
the Treaſurer Eſtrada, and Abornox, the Controller, 
VP ho had been join'd to him in the Government, ſell 
at Variance among themſelves, whereupon Carres, who 
had been inform'd of it, ſent back Salazar, and. Alm n- 
dex, before · mention d, to join with them in the Ad- 
mini ſtration of Affairs. Theſe Governours, being now 
five in Number, grew more divided than ever, ard 
carry d their Diſcord ſo high, that they were ſeveral. 
Times upon the Point of deciding it by Arms, one 
Party prevailing at one Time, and the other at another. 
Amidſt theſe Diſorders, a Report being ſpread abroad 
that Cortes. was dead, they enter d his Houſe by Force, 


ſeiz d and rifled all he had, and committed many In- 


ſolencies. Theſe Diſtractions among them encourag'd 
the Indians at Xicalanco, to murder Francis de Medina, 
and all the Spaniards that were with him. Salazar and 
Alvornoz, two of the five aſoreſaid Governours, al- 
piring to get all the Power into their own Hands, con- 
firm'd the Report of the Death of Cortes, and caus d 
a ſolemn Service to be perform'd for his Soul, pu- 
niſhing any that durſt affirm the contrary. Not ſo 
ſatisfy d, * publickly ſold all his Goods, and thoſe 
of Gonzalo de Sandoval, and other Commanders that 
were with him; ſeiz d all his Gold, and notwith- 
ſtanding they had {worn to the contrary, arreſted Ro- 
derick de Paz, Cortes's Kinſman and Steward, and pur 
him upon the Rack, to diſcover his Maſter's Treaſure, 
which they conceired he had conceabd; but that un-

Whilſt theſe Things happened at Aexico, Cortes 
proceeded on his March, enduring greater Hardſhips

ſome Men that were acquainted with the Country 
and the Coaſt. They ſent bim ſome Merchants, 
ho underſtanding. his Deſign, produc'd a Piece of 
Cotton Cloth, on which was laid down all the way 
as far as Naco and Niro, in the Province of Hondu- 
ras, and to Nicaragua and Panama, with all the Ri- 
vers and Towns they were to paſs, and the Inns where 
they us'd to lie, when they went to Fairs, ſay ing, 
that many Towns having been burnt during the Wars, 
the Inhabitants were fled into the Mountains. Cor- 
tes return'd them Thanks, much admiring how per; 
feectly they were acquainted with ſuch remote Bro. 
vinces. He had paſs d the River call d Aqwuiavilce, 
three hundred and ninety. Paces in Breadth, half a 
League from the Sea, where the Horſes were oblig'd 
to ſwim, and came to another ſo wide, that he was 
 oblig*d to make a wooden Bridge for the Safety of 
the Men. He came to Capilco, the Capital of the 
Province, having in the Space of thirty-five Leagues 
croſs d fifty Rivers, and Dreins of Marſhes, and made 
many Bridges over them. That Country was very 
populous, and full of Lakes, the Sea Coaſt being ve- 
ry high, and therefore the Natives have a great Num;

Branch of the River of Gri- 
jalva, where the Boats and Frigats that paſs along by 
Sea, ſometimes come to an Anchor, cloſe by the 
Houſes of the Town, and are ſhelter'd from the 
North and Sea Winds, which are very boiſterous 
on that Coaſt, The River of Grijalva, Which was 
fo call'd from the Commander of that Name, in the 
Year 1517, is large, and very deep, having above 
eight Foot Wates within the Bar. Five contiderable 


Rivers fall into it, beſides others of leſs Note, Pools, 


and Rivulets, and it has two Mouths, the one a quar- 
rer of a League wide, lying North and South, and 
all the Coaſt of this Diſtrict lies Eaſt and Weſt; the 
other Mouth lies North-Eaſt and South-Weſt. Three 


Leagues from this Town a great River falls into the 


Sea; and there are two Rivulets, call'd the Arms, one 
of which two Leagues farther meets the River of 
Grijalva, forming a Nook, and winding about, and 


there is the Town of Tabaſquille, or little Tabaſco, be- 


ing the Remains of Poronchan, where Marina, the 
Woman Interpreter, was prefented to Cortes.

| In the Woods there is great plenty of the Native 
Fruits, as. Mameyes, Zapotes, Aguacgtes, Guayabos, 
and others very agreeable. There. were great Numbers 


of Indians, who are much diminiſn d by the Diſtem- 


pers, and Plagues the Country is ſubject to, becauſe 
when they are ſick of the Meazles, Small-Pox, Bloody 


Flux, and Fevers, they will not be perſwaded to for- 
bear bathing in Rivers, and ſo they dye; beſides that 


Chriſtianity allowing them only one Wife, whereas 
they had ten, or twelve, when Heathens, they can- 
not multiply ſo much as they did, eſpecially the Chan- 
tales, or ruder ſort. They were wont to eat little, 


and drank much Chocolate, mixt up with a ſort of 
Dough, which was very nouriſhing to them, and had 


another Meſs made of Iudian Wheat boil'd bke Haſty- 


pudding, that ſed them very much, and in the hot 
Seaſon they made a Liquor of the ſame Wheat, which 
was ſouriſn, and cooling.

Lieutenant. The Adelantado having no Conveniency 
to be cur'd, and being ill belov'd by his Men; went 
away to Cuba, where he dy'd. As ſoon as he was 
gone, the Soldiers choſe Roderick, Alvarez Palomino, 


Who, as was faid above, had defended Batida, for 


their Governour; and he immediately ſent away Vil- 
lafuerte and one Porras to Hiſpaniola, where they were 
both hang?d, and the Council there appointed Peter 
de Badillo Governour of Santa Marta, who fail'd this 
ther with two hundred Men, bur Palomino would not 
reſign the Government to him, till after many Con- 
reſts,” they agreed to govern jointly. Soon after they 
agreed to maich up into the Country, where Palomi- 
no ſwimming a River was drowned, and that River 
ſtill retains his Name. The Governour Badillo march'd 
on to Orino, where he divided the Gold that had been 
got, and every Soldier had thirty-three Pieces of Eight. 
Proceeding to the Vale of Eupæri, to the Weſtward, 
Heredia, who led the Van, engag d with two Bodies 
of Indians, whom he routed; whereupon the Gover- 
nour Badillo, finding thoſe People to be very warlike 
thought fir to return to his Colony. 

In Spain, the Emperor being perplex'd with vari- 
ous and contradictory Accounts from all Parts of the 


Meſt- Indies, gave ſeveral Orders for the better regula« 


ting of thoſe Affain, and enquiring into the Conduct 
of the ſeveral Governours there. Lewis Ponce de Leon 
was appointed to go over into New Spain, as Judges 
to hear all Complaints againſt Corres, ro examine what 
weight there was in them, and to report the ſame to 
his Imperial Majeſty. To this effect he had very long 
Inſtructions given him, and carry'd Letters co all Per-

ſons in any. Authority there, for them to be aſſiſting | 
to him, in/ caſe of any Oppoſition made by Cortes, to 
leſſen whole Authority Nuno de: Guxenan was inſtituted 
SGovernour of the Province of Panuco. The Council 
of the Iſland Hiſpariola was directed to nominate a pro- 
per Perſon to be Governour of the Province of Thweras, 
and Peter de los Rios was ſent to ſucceed Peter Arias 
in the Government of Caſtilla del Oro, which is the 
Country about the Iſthmus of America. About the 
latter End of this Year 1525, the Admiral James Co- 
lumbus, Son to the firſt Admiral and Diſcoverer of the 
Het. Indies, Chriſtopher Columbus being on the Road to 
Sevil, to follow the Emperor, and ſollicite his own 
Affairs, dy'd at Puella de Montalvan, worn out with 
ſolliciting for what was his due, and defending himſelf 
againſt the Slanders of his Enemies, who by all ſub- 
tle and crafty Devices never ceas'd their Endeavours 
to ſully the Renown of the Father, and the Virtue of 
the Son. Near the ſame Time was diſcover'd in the 
Province of Mer hoacan a prodigious rich Mine of 
Silver, which has been much talk d of. The Officers 
of the Crown, not ſatisfy'd with receiving the fifth 
of the Product for the Kings as was the Rule in all 

| thoſe Parts, ſeiz d the whole for bis Majeſty, as they 
gave out, but as was ſaid by others, for their own 
private Intereſt ; and it is moſt wonderful, and yet no 
leſs true, that the Mine from that Day could never 
more be found, tho” the utmoſt Diligence was us'd 
in ſearching for it. Some ſay that a Mountain fell 
upon it; others that the Zzdians ſtopp'd it up; o- 
thers that it was a ſpecial Diſpenſation of Providence, 
becauſe they took it from the Diſcoverer, to whom

—pPeerſons at Pauama began to have Thoughts 
of undertaking that Affair, among whom were Fran- 
cis Pizarro and _ de Aunagrg both of them inferior 
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to re for Valour, Experience, and Wealth, and 
maſter of the Church ot Dærien, aſſocuated himſelf 
with them, being all three acquainted with what Baſes 
| Nunez. de Balbao had been told of the immenſe Treas 
ſure there was in thoſe Parts, having heard what the 
Cazique Biru, or Biruquete ſaid of thoſe Parts, and the 
Account Paſqual de Andagoya brought of the fame. 
Peter Arias granted them his Licence to go upon that 
Enterprize, upon Condition that he ſhould ſhare in 
the Profits, and they agreed among themſelves, that 
Pigarro ſhould follow the Affair with his Experience 
and Induſtry, Almagroto furniſh Proviſions and Stores, 
and Luque to find Money, ſo that after defraying all Ex- 
pences, the overplus of Gold, Silver, and other Things 
of Value ſhould be divided among them. It was 
much admir'd that ſuch diſcreet Men would hazard 
their Fortunes upon a e where nothing had 
been yet found, but Bogs and Marſhes, and yet they 
being very confident in their Undertaking, bought 
a Ship, and about the middle of November 1523. 
Pigarro (ail'd from Panama, with eighty Spaniards and 
four Horſes; Almagro ſtaying at Pauama in order to 
follow with more Men and Proviſions. Pixarro arrivd 
at the Iſland of Taboga, which is five Leagues from 
Panama, proceeded to the Iſlands of Pearls, twelve 
Leagues farther, being two large ones, the one call'd: 
del Rio, or of the River, and the other Tararequi, 
about which are ſeveral ſmaller, all call'd of Pearls, 
becauſe of the Fiſhery of them Baſco Nunez found 
and Graſs for the Horſes, and ſail'd to Port Pzas, or 
Pine Apples, ſo call'd becauſe of the Plenty of them 
there is. Thus far Baſco Nunex had diſcover'd. firſt, / 
and Paſqual de Audageya had been there after him. 
All che Soldiers landed, leaving only the Sailors we 
$1394 | reſolving 
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reſolving- to march up the Country, to take a View 
of it, and ſeek for Proviſions, expecting to find them 
in the Lands of the Cazique Biruquete; march'd with | 
much ' Difficulty three Days up the River Biru, over 
Rocks and Mountains, without any Road or Path, 
in continual Danger of Precipices, without ' Proviſions, 
and ſo great was the Fatigue, that one Morales dy'd 
of it. This Country lies under the Equinoctial, it 
s ſubject to many and very violent Rains, which 
ſometimes ſpread ten or twenty Leagues out at Sea, 
and the Land was ſo woody, that there was no travel- 
ling except along thoſe Cavities which are form'd in 
the Brakes and Rivulets by the Water. TT 
- Tre Indians upon the firſt Appearance of the Spa. 
mards left their Houſes, which were round, and of 
Timber, like moſt in thoſe Parts, and thatch'd with 
Reeds, or Palm- tree Leaves, and they abſconded in 
the Woods. The Spaniards came to ſome ſmall 
Houſes, belonging to the Cazique Birwquete, where 
they found Indian Wheat, and ſome of the Roots the 
| Ingians eat. From this Biruquete, whoſe Name was 
given to the River, it is ſuppos'd that Rirn, or as we 
ronounce'it Pera was ſo call'd, for the River was in 
his Country; and it is certain that vaſt Region had 
the Name either from the River, or the Cazique, as 
bordering on the Dominions of the Inga, which were 
not ſo calbd then by the Indians, who never gave any 
general or particular Name to the Lands their a 
Savereigns were pofſeſs'd of. The Spaniards finding 
no People, and their Proviſions falling ſhort, upon the 
Encouragement given them by their Commander re- 
turn d to their Ship hungry, tir'd, ragged, and almoſt 
bare Foot, their Shoes being worn out by the bad 
Ways. They imbark d, without any Thoughts of 
turning back, and fail'd ten Leagues farther to a Port, 
which they call'd de 4a Hambre, or of Famine, WN 
* 5 ES 8 : ; 5 everal 
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ſeveral periſh'd there for Want. They wooded and 
waterd, and having ſail'd ten Days, were teduc'd 
to two Ears of Indian Corn a Day for a Man, their 
Water falling ſhort, and having no Fleſh ; whereupon 
their Spirits began to fail, and ſome ſpar d not to ex- 
claim againſt their Captain. Pigarro comforted and 
encourag d them, with Aſſurances of great Rewards, 
and having no Proviſions to carry them all back to 
Panama, they reſolvd to ſend the Ship for ſome to 
the Pearl Iſlands. Pigarro, and the reſt of the Men 
being left behind, rang'd about to ſeek ſomerhing to 
eat, and found nothing but Trees, Briers, Brambles, 
Moſquitos, or Gnats, and ſuch Things as yielded them 
no Relief. They fed on bitter Palmitos, and amo 
the Withes found a fort of Fruit like Acorns, of the 
Colour of a Garlick, which they did eat, and ſome- 
times Fiſh; ſo that twenty of them dy'd, and the 
reſt were quite ſpent, Pigarro all the while appearing no 
way dejected, and continually labouring to relieve thoſe 
that were not able to help themſelves. Several Spa- 
niards affirm'd, that they had ſeen an extraordinary 
Light, at about eight Leagues diſtance, and one Laba- 
to deſir d Pixarro to ſend him to ſee what was the oc- 
caſion of it, but he thought fit to go himſelf, with 
ſome of the Men that were beſt able. Being come to 
the Shore, where the Light had appear'd, ps found 
ſome Quantity of Coco-Nuts, and ſaw many Indians, 
but could take only two of them, and another caſt 
himſelf into the Sea, and ſwam above ſix Leagues, 
without reſting, which the Spaniards much admir'd. 
They found about a Buſnel of Indian Wheat, which 
was divided among them all, and the Indians ask'd 
them, why they did not ſow and reap, and not go - 
Bout taking away other Men's Proviſions ? Thoſe In- 
dians had Bows and Arrows ſo deſperately poiſon d. 
that a Native being wounded with one of them, dy'd 
within ſour Hours. |

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AAuurenegro, who had been ſent with the Ship to the 
Pearl Iſlands, loſt no Time, but laded Indian Wheat, 
Fleſh, Plantans, and other fort of Fruit and Roots 

and return'd immediately, which fo much over oy d | 
the ſick Men, that they preſently recover d. Pigarro 
having travelbd ſome Days along the Coaſt, and up 
the Land, ſeeing nothing but a wretched Country, 
full of Mountains, Woods, Bogs, and Rivers, with. 
out any Dwellings, return d to his Companions; and 
by the Way met a Spaniard, who was going with much 
Joy to call him, carrying him three Cakes of Bread, 
and four Oranges in his Snapſack, which he diſtribu- 
ted equally among his Followers, without keeping any 
more for himſelf than he gave to every one. When 


Montenegro return d, twerity-(even Soldiers were dead, 


the reſt embark'd to run along the Coaft, and a few 
Days after landed at a Place they call'd Puerto de Cans 
delaria, or Port Candlemas, becauſe it hapned on that 
Day, in the Year 1526. This Country was no better 
than the former, ſo wet, that it rotted all they wore, 
there. was much Lightning, and dreadful Thunder, 
the Sun was ſeldom to be ſeen, there were infinite 
Swarms of Gnats, and the Natives, ſeeing the Ships 
were fled into. the thick Woods; where they hew'd 
down Trees in ſome Spots, to fow their Corn. Some 
Signs of Roads appearing in thoſe Woods, they re- 
ſolv'd to follow one of them, in order to learn fome- 

thing concerning the Country, and having travell'd 
two Leagues from the Sea ſaw a ſmall Town, with- 


cout any Inhabirants, but found in it much Indian 


Wheat, Roots; Swine's Fleſh, and above the Value 
of ſix hundred Pieces of Eight in low Gold; ſearch- 


ing the Pots that were on the Fire, they took out 


Hands and Feet of Men, by which they perceiv'd 


that thoſe People were Canibals. They embark'd a- 
gain, and coaſted along to a Place they call'd Pueblo 
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Ouemudo, that is, burut Town, where they lan 
call'd Aangles, there were beaten Tracks, ener 


concluded that the Country was well itthabitec. At 
a Leagues diſtance they came to a Town that was 


abandon'd, becauſe the /ndians knowing the Spaniards” 
to be upon the Coaſt, forfook their Dwellings, car 


rying 6ff their Wives and Children, and as much as 
they could of their Effects. The Town was ſeared 
on the Top of an 5 like a Fortreſs, where 
they found Plenty of Provifro: | 
Roots, and Palms cal'd Pæribaer, which are 


Tuts Town being ſo near the Sea, and ſo well pro- 


vided, and fituated, it was thought proper to ſtay 
there, and ſend the Ship back to Pavams to be refit 
ted, becauſe it was Leaky, and ro bring ſome more 
Men. Montenegro was ſent into the Country to rake 
ſome Indians to ply the Pump aboard; there being but 


few Sailors. The Natives of the Country about were 


aſſembled, ſaying, it was a Shame that thofe few Va- 


abond Strangers ſhould make them forfake their 


Lands, and therefore they 7 2 to drive them _ 
by Force. To this Effect they had poſted Centi- 
nels to obſerve the Motions of the Spaniaras, arid Mun. 
_ going out with about ſixty Men, as was faid 
be ore, 


they reſolyd to fall upon him firſt, and then 


to deſtroy thoſe in the Town. Actordingly they 
advanc'd ſtark naked, bur painted, fome Red, fome 
Vellow, and others beſmear'd with Bixa, which is like 
Turpentine, all ſhouting after an hideous manner, 3s is 
their Cuſtom in Fight, The Spaniards laid about them 
with their Swords, but the Indians were for cafting 
their Darts at a diſtance ; and thus they 'kill'9 ther 
Saad, but having loſt a great Number of their 


own Men, they thought fit to draw off, and attack 
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thoſe that Were in the Town, as they did, and were 


receivd with undaunted Reſolution, Pizarro doing 
Wonders, and the reſt following his Example. How- 
ever their Courage would not have avail'd them, had

not Montenegro return'd in good Time with his Men, 


| whereupon the Indians drew. off, and left them, and 


they finding that Place unſafe imbarked again, and 


_ *fail'd to Chicana, Thence they ſent the Treaſurer, 


Nicholas de Ribera, in the Ship to Panama to give the 
Governour Peter Arias an Account of what they had 


done, and the hopes they conceiv d of diſcovering a 


Country. In the mean Time Almagro, wich 
the Aſſiſtance of Ferdinand de Luque, ſhipp'd off ſix- 
ty-four . Spaniards, and ran along the Coaſt in queſt 
of Pizarro, of whom he found Tokens lin ſeveral Pla- 
ces, but miſſing of him, landed at Pueblo Quemado, 
or burnt Town, which is twenty-five Leagues from 
Port Pings, and going up the Country came to a 
Town that was inhabited, and fortify'd with Pali- 
fades, which he immediately attack'd, and aſter an 
obſtinate diſpute put the Indians to Flight, but Joſt 


an Eye in the Action, and had certainly been kill'd 


but for a Black that defended him. This done, they 
return'd aboard their Ship, and proceeded as far as the 


River of St. John, where the Indians were aſtoniſh'd 


at the Sight of the Ship. Almagro hearing no News 
of Pizarro, fail'd back to the Iſland of Pearls, where 
being inform'd. that Rivera had been there, and ſaid 


- Pizarro was at Chicama, he fail'd back thither, where 


they met to their mutual Satisfaction, and reſolvd not 


to be daunted by the Difficulties they had met with, 
but rather to make ſome conſiderable Diſcovery, or 


looſe their Lives in the Attempt. Almagro giving an 


Account of the good Country he had found at the 


River of St. John, it was agreed that he ſhould re- 
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turn to Panama for more Men, and t to refir he Ships, 


Which was accordingly done. 

Pizarro led about his Men among the Rivers, "Where 
there were few Inhabitants, . the Indian owns bein 
beyond the Mountains, ſome to the Northward, 1 

more to the Weſtward, the Inhabitants keeping at a 
diſtance, for fear of the Spa 
ken, eſpecially Women, from whom they had ſome 
Information. The Spaniards ſuffer d much by the ill 
Temperature of the Country, ſome dying, and others 
ſwelling,” the Moſquitos or Gnats being a continual 
Plague, beſides their being always wet in paſſing Ri- 
vers and Bogs, and with the perperual Rains, h 
ſtill comforting and encouraging them with the hopes 
of immenſe Rewards. In the mean Tins Ane. 
arriv'd at Panama, when rhe 1 er 
was preparing to march againſt Ff Het js 
Nicaragua, becauſe he refus'd to obey bim,

de Rodat, becauſe they blam'd his Management; and 


in Concluſion, he went not to the Spice. Iſlands, as 
well becauſe had not Proviſions, as by reaſon the Men 


would not fail under him, fearing his Management 
in the Streights. He fail'd up the River of Plate, 
and about thirty Leagues within the Mouth found an 
Iſland, which he cald St, Gabriel, about a League in 
| Compals, and half a League from the Continent next 
Brazil. There he anchor d, and with the Boats, three 
Leagues higher, diſcover d a River he call'd San Salva» 
dor, or St. Saviour, very deep, and a ſafe Harbour 
for the Ships, on the ſame fide of Brazil, whither he 
brought up his Ships, and unladed them, becauſe the 
Mouth of the River had not much Water. Havin 

built a Fort, and left ſome Men in it, he reſolv'd to 
diſcover up that River with the Boats, and a flat 
bottom Caravel, thinking, that ſince he did not pro- 
ceed to the Spice Iſlands, his Voyage would not be 
altogether fruitleſs. .

We muſt 
now leave theſe Commanders in that River, to ſee 
what was doing in other Parts, having run into 
the Year 1527, to avoid interrupting the Rela» 
ifi oe eb a mo i Sh 
Wi. left the Commengary Loayſa, with the Ships 
under his Command, on the 26th of 5 ry this 
Year 1526, at the Mouth of the Streights of Ma- 
gellan, where he brought off the Men that had got 
aſhore of the Ship Saxiſpiritas, which was loſt. Here 
they met with ſuch dreadful Storms, as ſeperated all 
the Ships, and the Admiral was in the utmoſt Dan- 
ger of periſhing. Some Soldiers going aſhore, in four 
Days found no Dwelling, but only the Remiai of 
Fires they had ſeen out at Sea. On the 1 of 
March they faild from the River of Sama Crux, 
and on the 2d of April, and on Friday the 6th of 
April enter'd the Streight, but could nor paſs the Nar- 
row for Want of Wind,, and ſome Soldiers being 
ſet aſhore, found no Inhabitants, but ſaid, they 
had ſeen the Footſteps of Men of an extraordinary 
Stature. Sunday the 8th, the Ships which had been 
parted by foul Weather met again, and ſeeing ſeveral 
Harbours, put into one of them that ſeem'd very ſafe, 
where they ſaw a Cance, the Sides whereof were made 
of the Ribs of Whales, and in it five Oars like Pad- 
dles, and the End of a Stag's Horn. They wooded, 
and ſaw many Fires on both Coaſts, up the Land. 
The next Wedneſday they anchor'd in a good Port, and 
call'd it St. George's, where they found green Cin- 
namon, which they taſted, and it was wild. The 
Admiral obſerving the Ports as he faiPd, found ſeveral 
ſo ſafe that Ships might lye in them with the leaſt 
Anchors. The 22d of April at Night, two Canoes

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with Indians came to the Ships, whom, becauſe they 
were of a large Stature, ſome call'd Giants, and they 
are generally call'd Patagones, but the Accounts of 
thoſe People being virious, no more ſhall be here ſaid 
of them. Thoſe Indians ſhow'd burning Firebrands, 
and ſome thought they had been going to ſet fire to 
the Ships, but they durſt not come too near, nor 
could the Boats purſue them, by reaſon their Canoes 
ran ſo ſwiftly. Leaving that Port, the Ships on-the 
| 24th of May put into another they call?d: Puerto Frio, 
or cold Harbour, bel the Cold was vehement, 
inſomuch that ſome Men dy'd for. want of warm 
Cloathing. The 25th they paſsd out of the Streight, 
and enter d the South. Sea, and according to the Rela- 
tions given upon Oath by thoſe that rerurn'd into 
Spain, the Streight is one hundred and ten Leagues in 
Length, from Cape YVirgines on the North-Sea, to 
Cape Deſſeado in the South. Sea. They added, that 
they ſaw three Inlets, where there are ſeven Leagues 
from one Land to the other, little more or leſs, and 
in the Narrows, little above half a League over, ſome 
one League, and ſome two in Length; that they en- 
ter d between Mountains on both Sides, which run 
to the End of the Streight, ſo high, that they ſeem'd 
to reach the Sky, where the Cold was exceſſive, the 
Sun ſcarce ever entering there, Snow often falling, 
and growing blue with Age. The Trees were Oaks, 
and ſeveral other Sorts, with abundance of wild Cin- 
namon, and tho green, it ſoon burnt in the Fire. 
The Waters were good, and abounding with Fiſh, as 
Whales, Mermaids, Tunny, and other great Variety, 
hrge Muſſels, and Plenty of Oyſters, the Harbours 
72 and having fourteen or fifteen Fathoms Water; 
there being in the Midſt of the Chin” have five 
hundred Fathoms, and no Shoals any where. That 
the Tides from the two Seas run in above fifty Leagues

Wren they were our of the Streight, in the La- 
titude of forty-ſeven Degrees and a half South, on 
Friday the firſt of June, the Petache, or Tender, loſt 
Sight of all the three other Ships, to the great Afflicti- 
on of all that were aboard it, being fifty Perſons, who 
had only four hundred Weight of Bisket, and eight 
Pipes of Water, without any other Proviſion, where- 


upon making all the Sail they could, they ſtood to 
the Northward, and on Sunday the 2 5th of Fuly, came 


to an Anchor near a large Cape, but had no Boat to 
go aſhore, and therefore reſolv'd to ſend a Man in a 
Cheſt, with a Rope made faſt, that in. Caſe it ſhould 
overſet, they might draw him back. The Prieſt John 
de Arrcyzago offerd to expoſe himſelf to that Danger 
for them all, went into the Cheſt, which overſet 
when he' was half Way'to Land, the Diſtance being 
about a Quarter of a League, He ſwam, and did 
his beft, but was upon the Point of drowning, when 
five Indians ventur'd our, and carry'd him aſhore half 
dead, where they left him, and ſtood at a Diſtance, - 
When recover'd, he ſtood up, making Signs to the 
Indians to draw near, but they lay down, and em- 
brac'd the Earth, and he did the like, ſuppoſing it 
to be a Token of Friendſhip. Then the a L 
went into the Sea, and brought out a Box, in which 
were Spaniſh" Toys, which they ſet down by him. 
He would have given them ſome of them, which 
they would not accept of, but made Signs to him to

He would not go aboard 
without +7 Ali Han given him in the King's Name, 
which was done, and he receiv'd. Before the Ship 
came to an Anchor, many Canoes went aboard carry- 
ing Abundance of Coco-Nuts, Water in Gourds, Fiſh, 
Plantans, Baratas, Rice, Salt, and ſuch ſorts of Fruit 
as the Place afforded, for u hich they would take no- 
thing but Iron. The Canoes were ſome of one Tree, 
and ſome of ſeveral Pieces, having Shoulder of Mut- 
ton Sails made of Mats, well woven. The Men were 
quite Naked, and the Women had a Line about their 
Waſtes, with ſome green Leaves hanging at it, to co- 
ver their Privities. They were Genrik, and worſhip- 
ped the Bones of their Anceſtors, which they kept in 
their Houſes anointed with the Oil of Coco- Nurs. 
There is no ſort of Cartel in thoſe Iflands, nor any 
Birds, but only one Sort like Turtles, which they 
value very much, and keep in Cages, teaching them 
to talk; nor had they any Metal, but work'd in Wood 
with Flints. Both Sexes are well ſhap'd, and wear their 
Hair very long; and fome of the Men have great 
Beards, and their Bodies anointed with the Oil of 
Coco- Nuts. Their Weapons are Slings, and long 
Staves hardned at the Eire, but to ſome of them they 
affix the Shin Bones qq en inſtead of Spears, being 
made like Saws. I have no Goods, but value 
| Tortoiſe Shells to make Combs, aud Fiſhing Hooks. 
* I be Ship ſtay'd five Days at the Iſland of Bataha, ta- 
| king in Water, and on the 10th of September this Year 
21526, ſaibd away for the Molucca I ſlands, carrying off 
gleven Indians to work at the Pump, becauſe the Ship 
was very leaky. Capt. Salazar dying by the Way, 
Martin Tiiguez. was choſen-in his Place. The 2d 
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October, they diſcover d the Iſland of Afindanao, and 
anchor'd in the Port of Yizaya; where they got Pam 
Wine, Fowls, Rice and Fruit, in Exchange for Spa- 
niſb Pedlary Ware; but thoſe Indian ſhow'd this

Bows and Arrows, Cimiters, Daggers, Cuiraſſes, and 
the very Boys catry'd Darts with good Iron Heads 
like Javelins, and Harping Irons like thoſe us'd in 
fiſhing, which they ſling with Lines; they alſo caſt 
a ſort of Reeds they call Calabyaas, pointed with Sticks 
hardned at the Fire. The Men are martial, and de- 
ceitful, dreſs decently, never going without their Darts, 
Daggers, and Cimiters within their Towns.

had ſtay d with the King of Tidore, and ſent forty- 
ſeven to Malaca, having burnt the Town of Tidore 
becauſe that King had entertain'd the Spaniards, ant 


therefore he was fled to the Mountains. 


On Monday the 5thof November, the Captain ſent 
to acquaint the Kings of Tidore and Gilolo, that he was 
come from the Emperor to trade for Spice, and under- 
ſtanding that the Portugueſts had inſulted them, was 


ready to protect atid defend them; The King of Gi- 


lolo made the Meſfengers a ſplendid Reception, and 
the Z:dians danc'd and made Bonfires for Foy of their 


Arrival. The King gave them an Account of the 
Proceedings of the Portugueſes, as was ſaid before, 
and offer'd to entertain the Spaniards; if they would 


with him. The King of Tidore did the ſame, 


-and' thereupon the Ship ſaibd for Gilolo, but being

fore he anſwer'd him as he deferv'd, which he would 
_ juſtify, by his Actions, and fo the Meſſenger depart- 
ed. Twice after this the Portugneſe Factor came to re- 
quire the Captain to repair to their Fort at Tidore, or 
= would carry him by Force, who. warn'd him not 
to come again upen any ſuch Meſſage, left he ſhould 
ſend him 2 with a worſe Anſwer, On the laſt 
Day of December the Ship came to an Anchor at the 
Place where the City of Tidore had ſtood, where the 
King of that Ifland repair'd to the Ship, being about 
twelve or thirteen Years of Age, as did the King of 
Gilolo, who was about eighty, who both ſwore they 
this Yea Eaſt, it is fit we return to ſee what 
had been doing the mean while in the NeIt-Indes.

He reſted there twelve Days, and was 
fifteen more on the Road to Mexico, from whence 
People came out above eighty ver to meet him, 
with Prefents, expreſſing the greate Jo for his Re- 
turn, cleaning the Way he went, and ſtrewing Fo W- 
ers, ſo great was the Love we bore .him, and many 
lamented their Sufferings during his Abſence, eſpecially the 
People of Guaraca, begging Revenge. Hie Entry into 
Mexico Was magnificent, the Spauiards and Indians vyi 
to expreſs their Affection, the whole City ecchoing wit! 
all forts of Muſick, the Streets full of People dancing, and 
the Night looking like Day with Bonfires and Illumina- 
tions. Cortes gave Thanks to God for his return 
to ſo much Grandeur, after all the Dangers and Fa- 
tigues he had gone through, and, as all the Felicities of 
this Life are mix d with Gall, in the Height of his 
Satisfaction, Advice was brought him that the Judge
